as  a  very  large  representation  of  the  membership  of  the 
Bradford  Association.  The  loyal  toasts  having  been 
honoured,  Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,"  Dr.  Symes  reply- 
ing.   Referring  to  the* 

Additions  to  the  Poisons  Schedule, 
he  said  the  purpose  is  to  endeavour  to  go  some  distance  in 
the  direction  of  making  clear  what  is  in  the  first  part  of  the 
schedule  and  what  in  the  second  part,  so  that  members  of 
the  Society  may  not  have  the  unhappy  experience  of  being 
summoned  before  the  Magistrates  because  of  ambiguity. 
It  is  a  very  difficult  subject  at  best,  and  definitions  must 
still  be  left  with  the  legal  authorities ;  but  he  hoped  that 
before  long  a  settled  determination  as  to  what  a  "  prepara- 
tion "  really  means  would  be  arrived  at.  The  Council  is 
most  anxious  to  do  its  duty  in  regard  to  all  these  matters, 
and  to  arrive  at  the  end  of  such  uncertainty  of  the  law  that, 
after  all  their  care  as  chemists,  they  may  still  do  wrong. 

"  Kindred  Associations  "  were  toasted,  on  the  proposition 
of  Mr.  Arthur  Hanson,  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Black,  of  Halifax.  Mr.  A.  Butterworth  proposed  "The 
Visitors,"  and  the  toast  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Richardson  and  Dr.  Bateson,  the  latter  of  whom  strongly 
expressed  a  desire  that  dispensing  should  be  left  in  the 


hands  of  the  chemists.  "The  City  and  Trade  of  Brad- 
ford "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Worfolk,  and  responded 
to  by  Mr.  Isett;  and  "The  Bradford  Association"  was 
honoured,  on  the  proposition  of  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant. 
and  responded  to  by  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson.  The  drinking  of 
the  health  of  the  President,  with  musical  honours,  brought 
the  proceedings  to  an  end. 

A  few  words  should  be  said  as  to  the  quaint  design  of  th~- 
menu  card.  Mr.  F.  Rimmington  had  been  at  work  on  it. 
and  readers  of  the  C .  <t-  D.  are  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
his  work  to  be  able  to  form  an  idea  of  the  carefully  drawn 
humorous  designs  which  ornamented  the  programme.  In  a 
sort  of  a  panoramic  picture-without-words  Mr.  Rimmington 
well  conveyed  the  impression  that  the  members  dined  well 
and  wisely. 

Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Black  Boy  Hotel,  Wood  Hill,  Northampton,  on  April  6. 
The  gathering  was  an  exceptional  success.  Mr.  W.  D. 
Mayger  (the  President)  was  in  the  chair,  Mr.  W.  McKinnell 
was  Vice-Chairman,  and  among  others  present  were  :  the 
Mayor  of  Northampton  (Councillor  A.  E.  Marlow),  Coun- 
cillor R.  A.  Milligan  (Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  and  Public 
Health  Committee),  Councillor  Fred.  C.  Ashford,  Dr. 
James  Beatty  (medical  officer  of  health),  Messrs.  George 
Ingle,  Llewelyn  North,  Gatehouse,  Evan  C.  Ashford,  J. 
Flinton  Harris,  W.  Charles  Senior,  H.  O.  Wilson,  Wright, 

B.  Naylor,  Rolfe,  J.  Adams',  Donald  McKinnell,  Frederick 
Cowdery  (Hon.  Secretary),  Thomas  Oldham  (Towcester). 

C.  Bond  Smith  (Polton),  F.  Ashton  (Idris  &  Co.),  and 
McBride  (Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.).  After  the  royal 
toast  had  been  honoured,  Mr.  Oldham  proposed  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  for  which  Mr.  Donald  MGKinnell 
(Divisional  Secretary)  responded.  The  Vice-Chairman  gave 
"The  Mayor,"  the  toast  being  acceded  musical  honours 
His  Worship,  in  replying,  appealed  to  the  chemists  of  the 
town  to  take  an  interest  in  the  civic  life  of  Northampton. 
He  said  that  the  members  of  the  Town  Council  would  wel- 
come the  election  of  educated  and  scholarly  men,  such  as 
chemists,  who  would  bring  a  scientifically  trained  mind  to 
bear  upon  many  of  the  important  administrative  details 
which  engage  the  attention  of  the  committees  of  the  Council. 
Mr.  Flinton  Harris  proposed  "  The  President,"  and,  after 
alluding  to  the  Chairman's  personal  qualities,  said  that  the 
assistants  were  under  a  deep  obligation  to  the  President  for 
the  spirited  way  in  which  he  helped  forward  the  early- 
closing  movement  among  the  chemists  of  Northampton.  The 
President  acknowledged  the  compliment,  and  was  followed 
by  Councillor  Fred.  Ashford,  who  proposed  "The 
Northampton  Chemists'  Association,"  mentioning  that 
every  chemist  in  business  in  the  town  had  been  a 
member  during  the  year.  Mr.  Cowdery  briefly  acknow- 
ledged the  toast  and  gave  "  The  Visitors."  Dr. 
Milligan,  in  response,  said  that  he  felt  that,  in 
large  towns  at  any  rate,  no  doctor  ought  to  dispense 
his  prescriptions.  (Applause.)  A  Bill  had  been  projected  to 
prevent  any  medical  man  from  dispensing,  but  that,  he 
thought,  would  be  going  much  too  far,  for  it  would  be  ex- 
ceedingly inconvenient  in  country  villages,  where  there  is 
no  chemist  within  a  radius  of  several  miles.  (Hear,  hear.) 
In  towns,  however,  there  is  no  excuse  for  a  doctor  dis- 
pensing, especially  as  the  chemists  dispense  much  better 
than  any  doctor  could.  ("Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.) 
As  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Town 
Council,  he  assured  the  Association  that  the  committee  are 
proceeding  as  fast  as  they  can  in  the  matter  of  putting  the 
Shop-hours  Act  into  force.  Dr.  Beatty  agreed  with  Dr. 
Milligan  that  it  is  extremely  undesirable  for  doctors  to  do 
their  own  dispensing  in  towns,  As  he  is  borough  medical 
officer,  his  own  prescriptions  are  few  and  far  between — in 
fact,  as  it  is  his  business  in  life  to  prevent  people  having  the 
necessity  for  getting  prescriptions  at  all — (laughter) — he 
was  afraid  that  he  is  rather  the  enemy  of  the  chemist  and  of 
his  own  profession.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  McBride  also  replied. 
The  last  toast  was  "  The  Honorary  Secretary,"  given  at  the 
call  of  the  Vice-Chairman.  The  toast  was  acceded  musical 
honours.  Songs  were  contributed  by  Mr.  Donald 
McKinnell,  Mr.  Gatehouse,  and  Mr.  J.  Adams.  Mr. 
Charles  G.  Lewis  gave  two  amusing  ventriloquial  entertain- 
ments. 
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Thames  Valley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  held  at  Nuthall's  Restaurant,  Kingston-on-Thames, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  April  12,  Mr.  C.  J.  Palmer, 
President,  occupying  the  chair. 

The  Annual  Report, 
read  by  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  F.  Harvey,  recorded  good 
work  done  during  the  year,  and  stated  that  the  average 
attendance  at  the  general  meetings  had  been  35  per  cent,  of 
•the  membership,  the  average  attendance  at  committee 
meetings  being  50  per  cent.  The  number  of  members  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  fifty-six,  or  an  increase  of  six.  The 
receipts  for  the  year  were  17?.  19s.  6d.,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year  there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  21.  12s.  9d.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  E.  Clement, 
the  report  was  adopted. 

New  Officers. 
The  committee  was  re-elected,  the  name  of  Mr.  H.  Durbin 
being  added  thereto  in  place  of  that  of  Mr.  Gould,  retired. 
Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  was  elected  Hon.  Secretary  in 
succession  to  Mr.  Frederick  Harvey,  who  retires  to  take  up 
the  presidency  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  who  was  cordially 
thanked  for  his  services  to  the  Association  during  the  two 
years  of  its  existence.  In  retiring  from  the  office  of 
president,  Mr.  Palmer  spoke  of  the  good  work  done  by  the 
Association.  After  the  annual  meeting  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  was  held,  at  which  Mr.  Frederick  Harvey  was 
unanimously  elected  president  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
election  of  other  officers  was  adjourned  until  the  next  com- 
mittee-meeting. 

The  Annual  Dinner 
took  place  subsequently  in  the  banqueting-hall,  Mr.  Palmer 
presiding,  supported  on  the  right  by  Alderman  R.  A. 
Robinson,  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  J. P.,  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  and 
Mr.  W.  J.  Rogerson  (Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis,  Ltd.),  and 
on  the  left  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs  (Tunbridge  Wells),  Mr. 
H.  Wootton,  B.Sc,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Gott  (Dartford).  The 
following  were  amongst  the  visitors  present  :  Messrs.  A.  R. 
Arrowsmith  (Apollinaris  Co.),  Gilbert  Christy  (T.  Christy 
&  Co.),  R.  D.  Dixon  and  C.  Martin  (S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons), 
H.  Hickey  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.),  F.  N.  Layman,  H.  C. 
Wright  and  T.  R.  Williams  (Wright,  Layman  &  Umney, 
Ltd.),  A.  H.  Solomon  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.),  A. 
Stooke,  and  Lionel  Cooper.  The  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion were  present  in  force,  and  the  vice-chairs  were  occu- 
pied by  Mr.  H.  E.  Clement  and  Mr.  F.  Harvey. 

Mr.  Harvey  read  letters  of  apology,  and  the  loyal  toasts 
were  honoured.  Mr.  Woolcock  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  and,  alluding  to  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Robinson,  he  said  that  gentleman  had  distinguished 
himself  during  his  year  of  office  by  the  untiring  energy  with 
which  he  had  tried  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  in  his  reply  said  he  and  his  colleagues 
on  the  Council  desire  to  dd  what  they  can  to  make  the 
Society  representative  of  the  best  interests  of  pharmacy. 
He  had  heard  it  said  that  in  days  gone  by  the  Council 
thought  more  about  the  educational  aspect  of  the  business 
than  the  commercial,  but  without  deprecating  this  he  desired 
to  see  the  commercial  and  material  interests  of  chemists  pro- 
tected as  far  as  possible. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs  proposed  "  The  Thames  Valley  District 
Chemists'  Association,"  and  congratulated  the  Society  upon 
an  apparent  healthy  activity.  The  toast  was  responded  to 
by  Mr.  C.  J.  Palmer.  Mr.  Frederick  Harvey  proposed 
"  Kindred  Associations,"  coupling  the  toast  with  the  names 
of  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  of  the  North  Kent  Chemists' 
Association,  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Procter,  of  the  Western 
Chemists' '  Association,  both  of  whom  responded.  During 
the  evening  an  enjoyable  musical  programme  was  gone 
through. 

Messrs.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,'  T.  Evans,  H.  E.  Clement, 
H.  Durbin,  and  A.  Leonard  Higgs  acted  as  dinner  stewards.

Society  of  Hrte* 

AN  interesting  paper  on  "  The  Industrial  Resources  of  the 
State  of  Matto  Grosso,  Brazil,"  was  given  before  this 
Society  on  April  12  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Milne,  F.R.G.S.,  with 
Colonel  G.  E.  Church  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Milne  has  lived  for 
some  years  in  Matto  Grosso,  and  his  paper  showed  an  inti- 
mate acquaintance  with  this  romantic  country,  hallowed  by 
memories  of  Pizarro,  Luiz  Pinto,  and  other  Portuguese 
adventurers.  Matto  Grosso  occupies  the  most  central  part 
of  South  America,  being  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  States 
of  Para  and  Amazonas,  on  the  west  by  the  Republic  of 
Bolivia,  on  the  south  by  the  Republic  of  Paraguay,  and  on 
the  east  by  the  Brazilian  States  of  Goyaz,  Minas  Geraes, 
Sao  Paulo,  and  Parana.  It  is  nearly  four  and  a  half  times 
the  size  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  After  describing  in 
detail  the  physical  features,  climate,  population,  and  means 
of  communication,  Mr.  Milne  went  on  to  speak  of  the  natural 
resources  of  the  country.  There  are,  he  said,  on  the  River 
Cuyaba  several  sugar- factories,  properly  equipped  with 
modern  machinery,  which  have  yielded  fortunes  to  their 
owners.  The  sugar  and  white  rum  produced  is  all  consumed 
locally,  and  is  insufficient  in  quantity  to  meet  the  demand. 
The  soil  adjoining  the  river  seems  specially  adapted  for 
growing  sugar-cane,  which  is  stated  to  yield  a  crop  for 
fifteen  or  twenty  years  in  succession  without  being  re- 
planted. But  of  more  importance  than  agriculture  are  the 
extractive  industries  carried  on  in  the  State ;  these  include 
the  collection  of  Paraguayan  tea  (or  Mate),  rubber,  and 
ipecacuanha.  The  forests  where  the  Paraguayan  tea  is  col- 
lected belong  to  the  State.  They  are  leased  to  a  firm  in  Rio 
de  Janeiro,  which  employs  a  large  body  of  labour,  mainly 
Paraguayan,  to  collect  and  prepare  for  market  the  leaves  of 
the  shrub  known  as  Ilex  paraguayensis.  The  value  of 
Mate  exported  is  considerably  more  than  half  of  all  the 
other  exports  taken  together.  Most  of  the  Mate  is  con- 
sumed in  Argentina  and  Uruguay.  Rubber  is  collected  in 
the  valleys  of  the  Xingu,  Tapajoz,  Guapore,  Mamore,  and 
Madeira  and  their  numerous  tributaries,  where  there  are 
extensive  forests  of  trees  of  the  Hevea  species.  Of  recent 
years,  owing  to  demand  and  the  high  price  of  Para  rubber, 
increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  branch  of  industry. 
Advances  in  cash  and  goods  are  made  by  merchants  to  the 
owners  or  lessees  of  the  forest,  who  in  turn  make  advances 
to  the  workmen.  The  forests  are  held  under  title  from 
Government.  So  far  as  Mr.  Milne  has  been  able  to  find  out, 
no  attempt  has  been  made  to  cultivate  the  rubber-tree  in  its 
natural  habitat.  That  such  an  enterprise  would  prove  lucra- 
tive he  feels  confident.  The  value  of  the  rubber  exported 
from  the  State  in  1901  was  32,783?. ;  in  1902  37,748?.,  and  in 
1903  41,404?.  There  is  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  23  per  cent, 
payable  to  the  State  Government  on  exports.  Recently  new 
sections  of  the  forest  have  been  opened  up,  so  that  for  some 
time  to  come  the  output  is  likely  to  increase.  With  regard 
to  ipecacuanha,  Mr.  Milne  said  : 

Another  product  of  the  State  is  ipecacuanha,  or  "  poaya," 
as  the  natives  term  the  well-known  drug.    Its  habitat  is  in 
the  dense  forest  bordering  the  right  bank  of  the  river  Para- 
guay and  its  tributaries,  between  the  15th  and  16th  parallels 
of  latitude.    The  ipecacuanha  plant  is  small,  growing  only 
a  few  inches  above  the  ground ;  its  curious  vermiform  root 
contains  the  active  principle — emetine,  used  in  medicine. 
It  is  dug  up  by  an  iron-shod  pointed  stick  called  a  saracua, 
dried  by  exposure  in  the  sun,  and  baled  for  market.  The 
industry  is  financed  by  the  same  methods  as  those  I  have 
referred  to  as  being  in  vogue  in  connection  with  rubber. 
The  cultivation  of  the  plant  in  Johore  has,  I  learn,  been 
attended  with  success,  and  the  risk  which  at  one  time 
appeared  to  be  probable  of  a  diminished  output  through 
the  exhaustion  of  the  Matto  Grosso  forests  has  now  been 
obviated,  as  considerable  quantities  are  now  exported  from 
Johore  plantations.    The  value  of  the  root  exported  from 
Matto  Grosso  in  1903  was  5,001?.  lbs.,  or  a  little  over  a  third 
of  what  had  been  exported  two  years  previously.  There 
appears  no  reason  why  a  plantation  of  ipecacuanha  in  Matto 
Grosso  should  not  with  proper  supervision  be  a  success. 
The  most  important  towns  are  Cuyaba,  Corumba,  and  Sao 
Luiz  de  Caceres  (Villa  Maria),  from  the  last  named  most  of 
the  exports  of  rubber  and  ipecacuanha  come.    A  discussion 
followed  in  which  Sir  Martin  Conway,  Dr.  Evans,  the 
Chairman  and  others  took  part.    All  the  speakers  knew  the 
country  intimately  and  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  its  ideal 
climate,  its  beauty,  and  its  natural  wealth.

The  5-ft.  stand  folds  into  a  length  of 
under  16  inches.  Another  good  thing  is  an  aluminium 
adjustable-tripod  stand,  in  which  an  improved  ball-and- 
socket  arrangement  is  utilised. 

The  Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  make  a  show  of  edinol  in  liquid 
form.  Among  other  Bayer  productions  we  noticed 
"  Homocol,"  a  new  colour-sensitive  dye,  which  may  be  in 
demand  from  those  amateurs  who  devote  their  lives  to 
their  hobby. 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  show  tabloid  developers,  a 
fitted  tin  cabinet  of  these,  selling  at  4s.  6d.,  being  a  new 
line. 

Emil  Busch  Optical  Co.  have  a  large  range  of  lenses, 
including  some  in  process  of  manufacture.  There  are  also 
here  some  cameras  to  which  Busch  lenses  have  been  fitted. 

W.  Butcher  &  Sons  occupy  a  central  position,  and  have 
crowded  their  stand  with  dainty  cameras.  We  have 
recently  referred  to  the  new  lines  in  apparatus  and  acces- 
sories, and  it  only  remains  to  mention  that  some  smart 
showcards,  which  are  supplied  to  dealers  on  application, 
would  help  on  the  sale  of  photographies  if  exhibited  in  an 
intelligent  manner. 

Elliott  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  the  makers  of  Barnet  plates,  are 
giving  demonstrations  of  the  use  of  the  "Owl"  bromide- 
toner.  The  twentieth-century  edition  of  the  "  Barnet  Book 
of  Photography,"  smartly  bound  in  red,  has  just  been 
issued.

The  Death  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Truman,  dentist  to  the  King's 
household,  is  reported.  He  was  the  first  to  make  the  purifica- 
tion of  guttapercha  a  commercial  success  (p.  578). 

"  Xrayser  "  writes  pleasantly  on  preparations  of  poisons, 
Sir  Michael  Hicks-Beach  and  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  natural 
mineral-waters,  and  the  new  Council  candidates  (p.  £81). 

The  Quarter's  Export-trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  shows 
an  advance  of  nearly  eight  millions  sterling  over  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  1904.

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  proposes  to  adopt  the 
whole  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions, which  are  believed  to  include  remissions  of  duty  and 
fees  amounting  to  between  40,000?.  and  50,000?.  a  year  (p.  580). 

_  The  Proposed  Scheduling  of  acetanilide  is  causing  con- 
siderable agitation  amongst  unregistered  retailers  of  head- 
ache-powders and  those  who  make  them.  We  point  out  in  a 
note  dealing  with  the  subject  that  the  Privy  Council  took  the 
initiative  in  the  matter  and  are  likely  to  confirm  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council's  resolution  (p.  583).

Brevities. 

A  deputation  from  the  Canadian  Manufacturers'  Associa- 
tion is  to  visit  this  country  in  June. 

The  only  drug-sample  taken  in  Wandsworth  last  quarter 
•was  one  of  liquorice-powder.    It  was  found  to  be  genuine. 

In  Herefordshire  last  quarter  samples  of  camphorated  oil, 
glycerin,  lime-water,  and  ground  ginger  were  taken  for 
analysis,  and  all  were  genuine. 

A  fire  occurred  on  April  8  in  the  warehouse  of  Taylor's 
Drug-stores,  at  Peascod's  Lane,  Carlisle,  but  the  flames 
were  subdued  before  serious  damage  had  been  done. 

At  Stratford  Police  Court,  Frederick  Lloyd  Williams  (45), 
■chemist,  317  High  Road.  Ilford,  was  fined  10a.  and  4s.  costs, 
or  fourteen  days'  imprisonment,  for  being  drunk  and 
assaulting  a  constable. 

At  an  auction  of  fiscal  stamps  held  in  London  last  week 
two  Id.  red  hair-powder  duty  stamps  of  1786  sold  for  19a. 
and  20s.,  and  a  United  States  4c.  vermilion  medicine-duty 
stamp  was  bought  for  3/.  17s.  6d. 

At  Portsmouth  on  April  8,  a  man  named  Charles  John 
Wilkins,  described  as  a  chemist  (but  whose  name  does  not 
appear  on  the  Register),  was  bound  over  to  keep  the  peace 
towards  his  wife,  from  whom  he  is  separated. 

At  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Court  on  April  5,  Mr. 
William  Cole,  chemist,  Cowes,  was  mulcted  in  101.  damages 
and  costs  for  damaging  the  bicycle  of  a  telegraphist  at  the 
Newport  Post  Office  by  running  into  it  with  his  motor-car. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Dispensers'  Association  to 
be  held  on  April  26.  at  the  St.  Bride  Institute,  E.C.,  Dr. 
W.  H.  Martindale  is  to  read  a  paper  on  "  Some  Notes  on 
Bacteriological  and  Clinical  Investigations,"  which  is  to 
deal  with  recent  work  in  bacteriology. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Institute  of  Marine  Engineers, 
58  Romford  Road,  Stratford,  Mr.  T.  A.  Cook  (director  of 
E.  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Stratford)  gave  an  interesting  lecture 
on  "  The  Manufacture  of  Soap."  The  lecture  was  illus- 
trated by  a  number  of  samples,  and  also  by  means  of  tests 
employed  in  the  process  of  manufacture. 

Ferrous  sulphate  is  said  to  make  beer  "  frothy  and  palat- 
able." That  at  least  was  the  defence  advanced  by  a 
Paddington  publican  who  was  fined  51.  and  costs  the  other 
day  for  adding  the  haematinic  to  beer  and  selling  it.  Mr. 
Plowden  (the  Magistrate)  was  of  opinion  that  the  real  object 
of  the  addition  is  to  promote  a  passionate  desire  for  another 
glass.    Does  ferrous  sulphate  do  this  ? 

It  appears  from  a  statement  made  by  "  Lloyd's  Weekly  " 
that  a  systematic  sale  of  medals,  certificates  of  merit,  and 
ribbons  of  honour  of  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition  has  been  dis- 
covered, and  many  who  did  not  exhibit  at  all  have  "re- 
ceived "  awards.  This  does  not,  of  course,  apply  to  any  of 
the  awards  given  to  British  exhibitors,  all  of  which  came 
through  the  British  Royal  Commission. 

At  the  Marylebone  Police  Court,  on  April  10,  a  lad  of 
twelve,  named  Nipper,  was  charged  with  being  concerned 
with  another  lad  in  stealing  7a.  6d.  from  the  shop  of  Mr. 
William  McEwen,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  17  Craven  Road, 
Paddington.  Evidence  was  given  by  Mr.  Amos  Jones,  who 
was  temporarily  in  charge  of  the  shop  when  the  theft 
occurred.  In  the  course  of  his  statement  Mr.  Jones  in- 
formed the  Magistrate  that  within  three  months  there  had 
been  no  fewer  than  six  robberies  at  the  shop ;  but  hitherto 
they  had  been  unable  to  catch  anybody.  The  boy  was 
remanded.

Hodgkinson,  Prestons  &  Bang),  whose  death  we  recorded 
last  week,  took  place  on  Friday,  April  7,  when  a  service  was 
held  in  Rosslyn  Hill  Unitarian  Chapel.  The  Rev.  Henry 
Gow,  minister  of  the  chapel,  and  Dr.  Washington  Sullivan, 
of  South  Place  Ethical  Institute  (where  Mr.  Preston  was  a 
regular  visitor),  officiated.  The  body  was  afterwards 
cremated  at  Golder's  Green  Crematorium.  The  prin- 
cipal mourners  were  Colonel  Preston,  V.D.,  Mr.  H.  West- 
bury  Preston,  Dr.  L.  L.  Preston,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  S. 
Preston,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Morson,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Preston,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Walter  Hall,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Exley.  Among 
those  who  also  attended  the  service  were  over  two  hundred 
boys  from  the  Stratford  Technical  Institute  (in  connection 
with  the  Carpenters'  Company),  of  which  Mr.  Preston  was 
Chairman.  The  company  also  included  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  J.P. 
(Kingston-on-Thames),  Mr.  C.  Preston,  Mr.  Frank  Preston, 
Mr.  Walter  Hills,  and  several  employes  from  the  firm,  Mr. 
Montague  Hall,  Mr.  Vernon  Hall,  Mr.  Ronald  Preston, 
and  Mr.  T.  D.  Morson,  jun.,  the  four  eldest  grandsons,  who 
superintended  the  funeral  arrangements.  Floral  tributes 
were  sent  by,  among  others,  Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain.  M.P., 
Mrs.  Chamberlain,  and  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain,  M.P.

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  said,  when 
the  matter  came  up  on  Monday,  that  the  drugs  now  obtained 
are  quite  as  good  as  and  cheaper  than  before. 

The  Improvement  Committee  of  the  City  Council  has 
recommended  that  a  sum  of  50/.  be  paid  to  Mr.  Arthur 
Fallding,  chemist  and  druggist,  for  his  interest  in  a  strip  of 
land  in  Langsett  Road,  required  for  street-widening. 

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  has  decided  to  re- 
commend the  King  to  grant  a  Charter  incorporating  a 
University  in  Sheffield  "  in  accordance  with  the  petition  of 
the  promoters,"  which  seems  to  imply  that  no  material 
alteration  will  be  made  in  the  constitution  of  the  University 
as  proposed  in  the  draft  Charter.  This  provides  for 
faculties  of  arts,  science,  medicine,  and  applied  science 
(technology),  with  powers  of  teaching,  examining,  and 
granting  degrees,  also  of  promoting  research- work. 

The  "  Sheffield  Daily  Telegraph  "  of  April  8  contained  the 
following  paragraph  : 

There  is  likely  to  be  some  opposition  to  the  proposal  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  for  several  of  the  articles 
named  are  extensively  used.  Cocaine,  for  instance,  is 
largely  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  a  number  of  in- 
vigorating medicinal  wines  that  are  on  the  market ;  acetani- 
lide  is  the  basis  of  certain  remedies  for  headache  and 
neuralgia ;  and  sulphonal  is  used  to  a  large  extent  to 
ameliorate  the  inconveniences  of  insomnia.  In  view  of  the 
dangerous  nature  of  the  preparations,  however,  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  the  effort  to  get  the  precautions  of  the  poison 
schedule  observed  will  be  successful. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  the  city  analyst,  in  his  report  to 
the  City  Council  for  the  past  quarter,  stages  that  he  has 
analysed  and  reported  on  170  samples,  117  of  which  were 


milk.  Three  samples  of  ground  ginger  and  4  samples  of 
compound  liquorice-powder  proved  to  be  genuine.  Of  16 
samples  of  camphorated  oil,  14  were  genuine,  but  the  re- 
mainder contained  only  18  per  cent,  of  camphor.  Of  6 
samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  5  were  found  to  be  genuine, 
but  the  remaining  sample  contained  only  three-fifths  of  the 
minimum  proportion  of  ethyl  nitrite  required  by  the  B.P. 
Mr.  Scott-Smith  also  reports  that  during  the  past  twelve 
months  700  samples  have  been  reported  on,  including  ground 
ginger,  8;  compound  liquorice-powder,  9;  olive  oil,  1; 
camphorated  oil,  30;  Friar's  balsam,  2;  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre,  26 ;  pills,  1.  In  addition  to  these,  which  were  received 
from  the  inspectors,  he  had  received  certain  samples  from 
the  medical  officer  of  health,  including  1  each  of  soda-water, 
tooth-cement,  medicine,  and  olive  oil,  1  sample  of  water  for 
the  determination  of  chlorine,  and  4  infants'  mixtures.

Poor-law  Notes. 
The  Bradford  Board  of  Guardians  have  increased  the 
salary  of  Miss  A.  E.  Tilson,  dispenser  at  the  hospital,  from> 
110/.  to  120/.  a  year.      Miss  Tilson  is  a  pharmaceutical! 
chemist. 

A  memorial  has  been  presented  to  the  managers  of  the 
Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  by  several  dispensers  in  their 
employment  with  reference  to  the  question  of  salaries.  The 
signatories  are  Messrs.  G.  H.  Phillips  (Park  Hospital), 
Ralph  Nicholls  (Brook  Hospital),  J.  Neale  (Eastern  Hos- 
pital), J.  E.  Whitehead  (North-Eastern  Hospital),  J.  P. 
Wilson  (Western  Hospital),  A.  Mallord  (Grove  Hospital), 
Miss  Mary  Checketts  (Northern  Hospital),  and  Miss  Ethel 
Gay  ton  (North- Western  Hospital).  They  point  out  that 
the  scale  of  remuneration  to  dispensers  in  Poor-law  in- 
firmaries and  dispensaries  as  prescribed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  is  120/.,  rising  to  180/.  per  annum,  and 
that  dispensers  in  other  public  services,  such  as  the  London1 
County  Council,  his  Majesty  s  prisons,  and  the  Post  Office, 
are  also  paid  at  about  the  same  rate.  The  salaries  paid  by 
the  M.A.B. — 100/..  rising  to  120/.  per  annum — therefore 
compare  very  unfavourably  with  other  public  institutions. 
Furthermore,  the  qualification  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
is  a  necessity  under  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board,  while 
Poor-law  Guardians  will  accept  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants' 
certificate  or  an  Army  compounder.  The  anomaly  of  insist- 
ing on  a  higher  qualification  and  paying  a  lower  salary  is 
made  plain,  and  the  memorialists  trust  the  Managers  will 
remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  and  re-consider  the  question  of 
increasing  the  salaries  of  their  dispensers. 

A  Saccharin  Case. 
At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  April  11.  Emil 
Franc  (42),  beer-bottler,  of  66  Wiesbaden  Road,  Stoke  New- 
ington ;  Joseph  Heymer  (30),  traveller,  of  28  Penton  Place. 
Pentonville  Road;  and  Herman  Stegman  (60),  traveller,  of 
3  Courtney  Road,  Drayton  Park,  were  charged  with  being 
concerned  together  in  carrying  and  removing  in  Crutched 
Friars  2.400  oz.  of  saccharin  on  which  it  was  supposed  duty 
had  not  been  paid.  Mr.  Warde,  on  behalf  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs,  only  proposed  to  prove  the  arrest,  and 
then  ask  for  a  remand.  He  strongly  opposed  bail.  If  an 
offence  has  been  committed,  each  of  the  defendants,  he  said, 
is  liable  to  penalties  amounting  to  900/.  The  Lord  Mayor 
remanded  the  case,  fixing  bail  in  two  sureties  of  500/.  for 
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each  of  the  defendants.  On  April  12,  Henry  Goldstein 
(38),  a  Russian,  described  as  a  grocer  and  mineral-water 
manufacturer,  of  12  Chicksand  Street,  Brick  Lane,  E.,  was 
charged  with  being  concerned  with  the  others  named.  Mr. 
Warde  said  the  defendant  was  the  fourth  man  alleged  to 
be  concerned  in  the  case.  It  was  from  his  house  that  the 
three  cases  of  saccharin  were  removed.  The  Lord  Mayor 
granted  the  same  bail  as  before — two  sureties  in  5001.,  with 
twenty-four  hours'  notice  to  the  police. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Only  one  of  the  seven  deaths  from  poisoning  that  have 
been  recorded  during  the  week  was  a  misadventure.  This 
was  the  case  of  a  boy  named  Wilkinson,  of  Wade's  Mill, 
Herts,  who  found  a  box  of  chlorate-of-potash  tablets  in  his 
parents'  bedroom  and  ate  them  all. — Three  suicides  with 
laudanum  are  reported.  At  North  Wingfield,  John  Robin- 
son, who  had  been  out  of  work  for  six  months,  bought 
ninepennyworth  of  laudanum  and  apparently  took  it  all. 
At  the  inquest  Dr.  Graham  said  deceased  must  have  taken 
16  dr.  of  laudanum. — Edwin  Hyde  was  found  dead  near 
Doncaster  Racecourse  with  an  empty  4-oz.  bottle  by  his 
side  labelled  "  Laudanum."  Walter  Thompson,  a  Brightside 
furnaceman,  drank  a  quantity  of  laudanum  and  then  cut  his 
throat.  Carbolic  acid  was  taken  by  Emma  Mapletoft,  the 
drunken  wife  of  a  Grantham  labourer,  and  by  Mrs.  Louise 
Daunsey,  of  St.  Margaret's.  David  Dickson,  a  Croydon 
horsGkeeper,  formerly  in  the  service  of  a  veterinary  surgeon, 
poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid.  At  the  resumed  inquest 
on  the  body  of  Nellie  Creswick  (24),  of  Sheffield,  who  died 
of  lead-poisoning  (see  C .  <£•  D.,  April  8,  p.  534),  it  was  stated 
that  the  pills  she  had  taken  had  been  analysed,  and  it  was 
found  that  they  contained  no  lead.  To  cure  a  cold  a  night 
watchman  at  Sadler's  Wells  Theatre  took  glycerin  and 
paregoric.  Having  a  weak  heart,  he  fainted,  and  falling  in 
an  awkward  position  was,  according  to  a  doctor  at  the 
inquest,  asphyxiated.

Personal. 

Sir  James  Haslett  resumed  his  Parliamentary  duties  this 
week  after  his  recent  illness.  He  was  one  of  the  three 
members  of  the  Belfast  Corporation  who  last  week  signed 
the  gigantic  cheque  for  296,948/.  14s.  6d.,  the  price  paid  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  tramway  service  from  the  old 
company. 

Medicine-contracts. 
Dr.  Clibborn,  L.G.B.  inspector,  has  reported  that  Mr. 
W.  L.  Swinnerton,  Monaghan,  is  not  qualified  under  the 
Board's  regulations  to  hold  the  contract  for  the  supply  of 
drugs  to  the  Monaghan  Union.  The  Guardians  reply  that 
they  are  satisfied  that  the  contract  will  be  carried  out 
satisfactorily. 

The  question  of  preference  to  local  firms  tendering  for 
surgical  instruments  was  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  North  Dublin  Guardians.  Dr.  McWalter  said  it  was 
essential  that  local  firms  should  be  employed  so  that  patients 
could  be  properly  attended  to  and  fitted  with  appliances. 
This  is  being  explained  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
who  refuse  to  sanction  giving  the  contract  to  Messrs.  Smith 
&  Sheppard  at  35  per  cent,  abatement.  Other  tenders  were 
at  41j  and  52-J,  discount. 

It  is  now  understood  that,  in  consequence  of  the  recent 
agitation  on  the  question  of  local  contractors  in  Ireland, 
the  L.G.B.  intend  to  give  way  to  a  certain  extent.  Here- 
tofore the  Board  insisted  on  the  Boards  of  Guardians 
accepting  the  lowest  tender,  with  the  result  that  last 
year  and  this  year  the  bulk  of  the  workhouse  contracts 
was  secured  by  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Liverpool.  Some 
Boards  have,  however,  refused  to  send  the  contracts  out  of 
Ireland,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  their  duty  to  support 
Irish  manufactures,  and  it  is  understood  that  in  these  in- 
stances the  L.G.B.  intend  to  raise  no  objections  to  the 
course  adopted.  It  is  probable  that  letters  to  this  effect 
will  go  out  in  the  course  of  this  or  next  week.

Glasgow  Notes. 

Mr.  James  Moir,  chemist,  Crosshill,  has  been  re-elected 
Chairman  of  the  Govanhill  Liberal  Unionist  Association. 

A  new  weather-prophet  has  arisen  in  the  East  (end).  He 
is  a  chemist,  and  brandishes  the  nom-de-plumc  of  "  Pestle." 
If  he  predicts  weather  that  leads  to  business,  he  will  be  a 
benefactor  to  his  class. 

Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  the  hospital  consumption  of 
alcohol  reported  by  its  chief  dispenser,  the  City  Parish 
Council  has  been  moved  to  recommend  the  medical  staff  to 
restrict  the  prescribing  of  alcoholic  stimulants  as  much  as 
possible.  The  increase  was  attributed  to  the  recent 
prevalence  of  pneumonia. 

The  aerated-water  manufacturers  of  Glasgow  and  district 
have  just  made  a  public  announcement  that  in  consequence 
of  the  increasing  loss  sustained  by  them  owing  to  the  non- 
return of  bottles  and  syphons  they  will  henceforward 
require  a  deposit  from  retailers  of  6d.  per  doz.  on  bottles 
and  2d.  each  on  syphons,  to  be  refunded  when  the  empties 
are  returned. 

Mr.  J.  Lindsay,  Deputy  Town-clerk  (Police  Department), 
announces  that  it  will  be  feasible  under  the  Police  Act 
regulating  the  hours  of  ice-cream  shops  to  exempt  the  sale  of 
aerated  waters  by  chemists  and  others  from  the  closing  order 
applying  to  ice-cream  shops.  So  far  as  the  drug-trade  is 
concerned,  this  result  is  due  mainly  to  the  influence  and 
efforts  of  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie. 

Edinburgh  Motes. 

At  the  private  meeting  at  36  York  Place  on  Friday, 
April  14,  the  subjects  for  consideration  are  (a)  the  existing 
Poison  Regulations,  (b)  difficulties  and  variations  arising  in 
practice,  (c)  suggested  amendments.

Cod-liveh  Oil  Suit  Withdrawn. — Announcement  was 
recently  made  of  the  dissolution  by  mutual  consent  of 
the  suit  of  Trygve  Jervell,  of  Aalesund,  Norway,  against 
Edward  P.  Hals,  of  New  York,  for  $60,000  damages  for 
alleged  libel,  growing  out  of  a  controversy  over  the  im- 
portation of  Newfoundland  cod-liver  oil  into  Norway. 
The  settlement  of  the  suit,  says  the  "  Oil,  Paint,  and  Drug 
Reporter,"  was  without  costs  to  either  party  against  the 
other. 

A  Plaster  Combine. — One  of  the  interesting  develop- 
ments of  recent  weeks  has  been  the  combination  of  two  well- 
known  plaster  manufacturing  houses — Johnson  &  Johnson 
and  the  J.  Elwood  Lee  Co.  For  a  number  of  months  five 
or  six  leading  manufacturers  in  this  line  have  been  cutting 
prices  fiercely,  and  some  form  of  agreement  of  combination 
has  been  expected.  It  is  even  rumoured  that  ultimately  all 
of  the  manufacturers  will  be  found  included  in  one  corpora- 
tion. 

Following  Suit. — The  chemists  of  Great  Britain  are 
familiar  with  the  law  passed  last  year  in  New  York  State 
providing  that  hereafter  students  who  come  up  for  examina- 
tion before  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  as  proprietors, 
must  be  graduates  of  recognised  colleges  of  pharmacy.  A 
similar  measure  has  now  been  introduced  into  the  State 
Legislatures  of  Pennsylvania  and  Minnesota.  These  several 
Bills  are  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  they  indicate  that 
educational  pharmacy  in  America  has  entered  upon  a  new 
stage  of  development.

A  Centenary. — The  Lyons  Society  of  Pharmacy  will 
celebrate  its  centenary  next  July  or  August. 

Red  Cross  Tram. — When  in  Lyons  last  week  a  pass.'ng 
•car  attracted  my  attention  by  the  Geneva  Cross  flag  flutter- 
ing in  the  breeze.  A  pharmacist  told  me  that  these  special 
cars  are  utilised  for  conveying  hospital  patients  from  one 
part  of  the  city  to  another. 

A  Modern  Parmentier. — M.  Balland,  army  pharmacist, 
has  just  been  superannuated  and  pensioned  from  his  post 
of  Director  of  the  Commissariat  Laboratory  at  the  In- 
valides,  Paris.  His  studies  on  farinaceous  foods,  etc.,  may 
be  considered  as  classical.  Dr.  Lawrence  Hamilton  wrote 
that  Balland's  monograph  on  "wheat  flour  and  bread" 
deserved  "  to  be  translated  into  every  European  language." 
He  is  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  corresponding 
member  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  and  wears  the  violet 
academical  "  palms"  and  the  green  ribbon  of  "  agricultural 
merit." 

Hoist  with  his  Own  Petard. — Rene  Fratinot  is  a  waiter 
who  paid  16s.  a  month  for  a  modest  room  in  the  Hotel 
Vaucanson,  rue  Vertbois,  Paris.  One  day  last  week  the 
sound  of  an  explosion  was  heard  and  Rene  rushed  out, 
crying,  "I've  burnt  my  face."  He  was  taken  first  to  a 
pharmacy  to  be  bandaged,  and  then  to  the  St.  Louis  Hos- 
pital, but  as  he  declined  to  explain  how  the  accident  hap- 
pened the  police  were  advised.  It  would  appear  that  he  was 
dissolving  some  potassium  chlorate — he  states  he  bought  it 
at  a  pharmacy — for  his  sore-throat  in  a  mixture  of  picric 
acid  over  a  spirit-lamp  when  the  explosion  occurred.  The 
police  believe  that  he  is  the  maker  of  the  bombs  which 
recently  exploded  in  the  Avenue  de  la  Republique,  as 
Anarchist  works  and  elementary  treatises  on  the  chemistry 
of  explosives  were  discovered  in  his  room. 

The  Riviera  Season  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close ;  the 
trains  to  Paris  and  to  Germany  are  full  of  visitors  away  on 
their  homeward  journey.  One  conspicuous  feature  of  the 
passing  season  has  been  the  number  of  Americans,  who, 
though  they  are  good  customers,  give  more  than  a  little 
trouble  to  the  pharmacist  owing  to  the  number  of  Ameri- 
can proprietaries  that  they  want,  each  having  some  pet 
remedy  or  some  special  toilet  requisite,  for  which  no  other 
will  suffice.  The  American  knows  what  he  (or  she)  wants 
and  means  to  get  it.  Many  of  their  "  scrips,"  too,  call  for 
U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  preparations,  or  for  elixirs,  tablets, 
or  what  not,  and  a  good  deal  of  tact  is  required  in  handling 
their  owners  in  cases  in  which  it  is  practically  impossible 
to  "fill"  their  orders.  The  Americans  generally  are  on 
their  way  now  to  England,  ready  for  the  passage  across  the 
"  Herring  Pond."  Many  of  the  English,  German,  and 
French  are  going  the  other  way,  and  will  replace  the 
Yankees  in  the  big  hotels  of  Florence,  Rome,  and  Naples, 
which  will  be  full  for  Easter. 

Pharmacy  Students  and  the  Army  Service  Bill. — 
When  the  debate  on  the  two  years'  service  Bill  took  place  in 
the  French  Parliament  the  Minister  for  War  rejected  the 
proposition  to  allow  pharmaceutical  students  to  "  do  "  their 
second  year's  service  in  the  hospitals.  He  appeared  to  be 
under  the  impression  that  some  two  or  three  thousand  of 
these  young  fellows  were  to  be  found  in  each  annual  batch 
of  conscripts.  This  extraordinary  number  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  every  messenger  or  laboratory  porter  de- 
scribes himself  when  entering  the  Army  as  "pharmacist's 
assistant,"  and  the  sergeant  rarely  understands  the  differ- 
ence between  these  and  the  student  at  the  schools.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  number  of  students  annually  passed 
through  the  schools  is  small— 434  in  1S01,  392  in  1902.  225  in 
1903,  and  112  in  1904 — average  247  per  annum  (with  a 
marked  tendency,  it  will  be  noticed,  to  diminution  as  the 
universal  two  years'  service  comes  into  view).  A  new  effort 
is  therefore  to  be  made.  A  deputation,  composed  of  M. 
Guignard,  M.  Riethe  (President  of  the  General  Association 
of  French  Pharmacists),  MM.  Rabot,  Vaudin.  Oudin,  and 
Barthet  (the  last  two  representing  the  students),  waited  on 
the  Minister  for  War  to  present  the  above  observations. 
He  asked  them  to  hand  in  a  formal  report  for  his  due  con- 
sideration. M.  Cazeneuve,  Deputy,  has  premised  to  bring 
up  the  matter  again  in  the  Lower  House  of  the  French 
Parliament. 


Hustralasian  IRcws. 


General. 

The  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum. — The  various 
Pharmacy  Boards  and  Societies  in  Australasia  have  received 
a  letter  and  circular  from  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Great 
Britain  in  reference  to  the  Indian  and  Colonial  Addendum 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  main  inquiries  in  the 
circular  are  as  to  (1)  Which  of  the  drugs  and  preparations 
of  the  Addendum  have  proved  worthy  of  definite  inclusion 
in  the  new  Imperial  Pharmacopoeia?  (2)  Which  of  these 
drugs  and  preparations  should  in  the  light  of  further  ex- 
perience be  omitted  ?  (3)  What  new  local  drugs  and  pre- 
parations have  so  proved  themselves  in  practice  as  to  deserve 
inclusion?  (4)  What  other  changes  either  in  the  Addendum 
or  the  B.P.  of  1898  are  desirable  in  order  to  render  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia  better  fitted  to  meet  local  requirements? 

New  Zealand. 

The  Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  was 
gazetted  on  January  26.  The  register  contains  402  names, 
but  does  not  give  the  qualification  on  which  registration  was 
granted,  so  that  no  analysis  is  possible.  The  number  402 
represents  approximately  the  number  of  chemists  actually 
in  business  on  their  own  account. 

Queensland. 

The  New  Register,  which  was  gazetted  on  January  28, 
contains  201  names.  Of  these  74  had  been  registered  under 
the  Medical  Act  of  1867,  96  had  passed  the  Final  examina- 
tion in  Queensland,  18  were  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
4  Major  men  from  Great  Britain,  1  pharmaceutical  chemist 
from  Ireland.  One  is  entered  as  a  New  South  Wales  regis- 
tration and  1  as  New  Zealand.  In  addition,  there  are  6 
registered  as  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
New  South  Wales. 

South  Australia. 

The  New  Pharmaceutical  Register  was  gazetted  on 
January  26.  It  contains  142  names,  as  it  includes  only 
those  who  have  paid  the  annual  licence-fee.  This  register 
gives  the  qualifications  as  follows  :  Members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  South  Australia,  47 ;  in  business  before 
October  14,  1891,  21 ;  assistants  before  October  14,  1891,  37 ; 
standard  examination  of  various  dates,  22;  Modified  ex- 
amination, 5;  British  qualifications,  Major  examination,  5; 
Minor  examination,  2 ;  Victorian  certificate,  1 ;  New  South 
Wales  certificates,  2. 

Victoria. 

The  Register  of  Victoria  for  1905,  gazetted  on 
January  26,  contains  a  total  of  823  names.  Of  these  236 
were  in  business  in  Victoria  before  1876,  2  in  New  South 
Wales,  2  in  South  Australia,  2  in  Great  Britain,  1  in  New 
Zealand,  and  1  in  Queensland.  Twenty-one  were  assistants 
in  Victoria  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  9  in  Great  Britain, 
1  in  Ireland,  1  in  Tasmania,  and  1  in  New  South  Wales, 
making  a  total  of  277  that  may  be  called  vested  interest 
registrations.  The  Final  examination  of  Victoria  is  the 
qualification  of  360,  the  Modified  examination  of  75,  British 
Minor  examination  66,  Major  18,  and  Modified  3.  The 
Irish  qualification  is  held  by  8.  Foreign  qualifications  are 
held  by  9  pharmacists,  one  each  from  Giessen,  Ontario, 
Mauritius,  Rostock,  Gouvalky,  Hamburg,  Freiburg,  Copen- 
hagen, and  Breslau. 

Pharmacy  Board. — At  the  monthly  meeting  on  Feb- 
ruary 8,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Melbourne,  Councillor  Pleas- 
ance,  was  elected  President,  and  Mr.  R.  P.  Francis  Hon. 
Treasurer.  The  Board  has  been  in  communication  with  the 
Chief  Secretary  with  reference  to  the  expenditure  on  the 
prosecutions  undertaken  last  year  to  stop  the  sale  and  use  of 
opium  by  Chinese.  The  expenditure  was  over  591.  The 
fines  imposed  were  subsequently  reduced  so  that  the  amount 
recovered  was  571.  12s.  8d.,  but  the  whole  of  this  was  paid 
into  the  consolidated  revenue,  and  the  Pharmacy  Board 
was  left  to  bear  the  whole  expenditure.  The  Board  asked 
the  Chief  Secretary  to  pay  over  the  fines.  After  considera- 
tion, the  Chief  Secretary  refused  this,  on  the  ground  that 
the  grant  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  had  been  increased  from 
50/.  to  250/.

Cape  Colony 

The  Imposts  of  Drugs  and  Chemicals  into  Cape 
Colony  during  January  amounted  in  value  to  20,000/., 
against  25,000/.  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1904. 

Must  Have  a  Holiday. — Mr.  C.  B.  Collis,  chemist,  Clare- 
mont,  was  fined  2s.  6d.  at  the  Wynberg  Police  Court,  on 
March  14,  for  keeping  his  shop  open,  contrary  to  municipal 
regulations.  The  present  regulations  enact  that  all  chemists' 
shops  must  close  one  afternoon  weekly.  Mr.  Collis  has 
applied  to  the  Attorney-General  for  information  on  this 
matter,  and  there  is  some  probability  of  the  regulations 
being  rescinded. 

A  Necessary  Preservative. — At  Cape  Town  on 
March  13,  a  Greek  fruiterer,  named  Economakis,  was 
charged  with  selling  lime-juice  cordial  and  lemon-squash 
adulterated  with  3.64  grains  of  salicylic  acid  per  pint,  thus 
rendering  them  injurious  to  health.  The  cordials  were 
manufactured  by  Kops  &  Rawlings  (South  Africa),  Ltd., 
and  in  the  course  of  the  trial,  which  lasted  three  days,  a 
great  amount  of  expert  evidence  was  called.  In  the  end  the 
Magistrate  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  weight  of  evi- 
dence was  in  favour  of  salicylic  acid  being  a  necessary  and  a 
harmless  preservative  for  the  beverages,  and  dismissed  the 
summons. 

Tobacco  not  a  Drug. — In  the  Eastern  Districts  Court  on 
March  17,  the  appeal  of  Robert  Macdonald  from  a  convic- 
tion and  sentence  of  the  A.R.M.  at  Adelaide,  in  the  district 
of  Fort  Beaufort,  was  heard.  Macdonald  was  charged  with 
having  traded  as  a  general  dealer  without  possessing  the 
necessary  licence.  He  was  manager  for  Mr.  Sinclair,  a 
chemist  who  held  a  licence  as  an  apothecary  for  this  shop  at 
Adelaide,  and  had  displayed  for  sale  tobacco,  pipes,  play- 
ing-cards, etc.  Appellant  was  convicted  by  the  A.R.M. 
and  fined  10?.,  from  which  conviction  he  appealed.  After  a 
lengthy  argument  between  the  Solicitor-General  and  the 
Court,  judgment  was  delivered  by  the  Judge  President  to 
the  following  effect  : 

The  Act  of  1877,  though  it  said  a  chemist  did  not  require 
a  retail  licence,  at  least  left  it  an  open  question  of  what  a 
chemist  should  be,  and  what  was  generally  included  in  a 
business  of  a  chemist.  The  Court  is  of  opinion  that,  as  the 
law  at  present  stands,  a  chemist  is  not  entitled  by  his  licence 
as  an  apothecary  or  chemist,  to  sell  tobacco,  playing-cards, 
pipes,  etc.  If  the  defence  were  that  this  was  not  ordinary 
tobacco,  or  that  this  was  not  ordinary  playing-cards,  but 
necessary  adjuncts,  in  some  way  or  other,  to  the  chemist's 
business,  that  defence  must  be  specially  pleaded,  and  the 
evidence  called  in  support.  In  this  case,  counsel  did  not 
attempt  to  show  that  these  articles  were  required  for 
salutary  purposes,  and  they  could  not,  therefore,  be  held  to 
be  chemist's  stock.  The  conviction  is  therefore  confirmed, 
and  the  appeal  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Sheil  concurred  in  the  President's  judgment. 

Natal 

Early  Closing. — The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  again 
taken  up  the  matter  of  closing  drug-stores  at  an  earlier  hour. 
At  a  Committee-meeting  on  March  16  it  was  resolved  to 
circulate  an  agreement  for  all  the  chemists  in  Durban  to 
sign.  The  agreement  not  only  stipulates  the  time  of  closing, 
but  also  contains  a  penalty  clause  of  25/.  for  infringement  of 
the  conditions.  It  is  thought  that  the  penalty  clause  will 
produce  a  good  deal  of  discussion  and  possible  trouble.  All 
the  chemists  have  intimated  their  intention  of  closing  at 
8  p.m.  on  week-days  (except  Saturdays),  and  on  Sundays 
and  public  holidays.  Special  exceptions  are  made  in  the 
case  of  Christmas  and  New  Year  holidays,  and  the  eve  of 
public  holidays. 

Rhodesia. 

Mr.  L.  F.  Moore,  dispensing  and  photographic  chemist, 
has  opened  a  business  at  Livingstone,  close  to  the  Victoria 
Falls,  in  Rhodesia. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  1Rews. 

Methylated  Spirit  in  Switzerland. — Since  January  I, 
1905,  methylated  spirit  has  to  be  obtained  in  Switzerland 
exclusively  from  the  Confederated  Alcohol  Administration. 
Previously  firms  were  able  to  import  methylated  spirit  on 
payment  of  the  duties.  In  future  no  foreign  alcohol  will  be 
admitted  into  Switzerland  unless  addressed  to  the  Con- 
federated Spirit  Administration. 

Ethers  in  Switzerland. — The  "  Feuille  Federale 
Suisse  "  of  February  22  contains  the  text  of  a  notification  of 
the  Federal  Department  of  Finance,  announcing  that  from 
February  20  monopoly-duty  (in  addition  to  the  import-duty) 
will  be  levied  on  certain  ethers,  etc.,  on  importation  into 
Switzerland,  at  the  following  rates  :  Alcoholised  ether 
(Hoffmann's  spirit),  80f.  per  100  kilos. ;  nitric  ether,  90f. ; 
and  formic  ether,  ether  of  rum,  essence  of  rum,  lOOf . 

Oxygen  from  the  Air.— It  is  reported  that  Professor 
von  Linde,  of  Frankfort,  has  devised  a  new  method  for  ob- 
taining pure  oxygen  from  liquefied  air.  He  stops  evapora- 
tion of  the  liquid  at  the  point  where  the  residue  is  nearly  all 
oxygen,  then  purifies  it.  Several  industrial  uses  for  oxygen 
are  predicted,  as  in  smelting  and  welding  metals,  glass- 
manufacture,  and  lighting.  [We  have  been  informed  that 
oxygen  made  in  this  manner  has  been  marketed  in  this 
country  for  a  considerable  time. — Ed.] 

Proprietaries  in  Venezuela. — The  Government  of  Vene- 
zuela has  appointed  a  permanent  Commission  to  examine 
all  patent  and  secret  medicines.  Before  a  patent  medicine 
may  be  sold  in  Venezuela  the  maker  must  send  two  samples 
to  the  "Junta  de  examen  y  clasificacion  de  medicinas 
secretas  y  de  patente  "  in  Caracas,  giving  full  particulars  as 
to  composition,  dose,  etc.  For  permission  to  sell,  a  tax  is 
levied. 

Sweet  Oil  Wanted. — The  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  have  been  notified  by 
H.  M.  Consul-General  at  Christiania  that  the  Norwegian 
naval  authorities  invite  tenders  for  about  30,000  kilos,  of 
best-quality  sweet  oil  ("Bomolie")  containing  not  more 
than  8  per  cent,  of  acid.  Messina  oil  would  be  preferred. 
The  oil  is  to  be  delivered,  as  soon  as  possible,  free  at 
Karljohansvoern  (Horten).  The  date  of  delivery  must 
be  stated  in  the  tender.  British  firms  wishing  to  tender 
should  do  so  through  agents  resident  in  Norway,  and  the 
tenders,  addressed  to  "  Marinens  Intendantur,  Horten," 
must  be  received  not  later  than  1  p.m.  on  May  2,  1905. 

Morphine  Centenary. — The  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  discovery  of  morphine  by  Serturner  was  celebrated  on 
March  20  at  Hameln,  where  for  the  twenty  years  preceding 
his  death  he  was  proprietor  of  the  Ratsapotheke.  A 
memorial  tablet,  erected  by  the  Apotheker-Verein  on  that 
house,  was  unveiled.  The  actual  date  of  the  discovery  of 
morphine  falls  within  the  time  that  Serturner  spent  as 
assistant  in  the  Adler-Apotheke  in  Paderborn,  where  he 
also  served  his  apprenticeship.  He  was  born  on  July  19, 
1783,  at  Neuhaus,  near  Paderborn,  and  died  in  Hameln  on 
February  23,  1841.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  he  was  a 
thorough  German,  and  was  unable  to  reconcile  himself  to 
his  compatriot's  love  for  foreign  achievements  and  their 
disregard,  even  contempt,  for  scientific  results  obtained  in 
Germany,  "because  they  did  not  come  from  a  foreign 
country." 

Italian  Quinine. — The  Director-General  of  Monopolies, 
in  his  published  report  and  balance-sheet  of  the  State 
quinine-traffic  for  the  year  1903-4,  states  that  7,234  kilos, 
was  sold,  with  a  net  profit  of  103,038  lire,  as  against 
2.242  kilos.,  with  34.270  lire  profit,  in  the  preceding  working 
year.  These  profits  are  given  to  the  fund  for  combating 
malaria.  During  the  current  year,  although  the  sale-price  to 
the  public  has  been  reduced,  a  sale  of  10.000  kilos,  is  an- 
ticipated, with  a  profit  of  about  200,000  lire.  The  "  Bol- 
lettino  Chimico-Farmaceutico  "  says  that  in  order  to  increase 
the  series  of  forms  in  which  State  quinine  may  be  sold,  the 
Central  Pharmacy  of  Turin  is  making  tablets  and  confetti 
of  sweetened  hydrochloride  kept  in  glass  tubes.  The  public 
demand  for  this  form  of  preparation  is  so  great  that  Minister 
Majorana  has  arranged  for  its  being  put  on  sale  all  over  the 
Kingdom  as  soon  as  possible,  and  has  already  by  decree 
fixed  its  sale-price.

(News  from   our  own  Correspondent;.) 

Mr.  E.  A.  Smith,  of  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co., 
London,  arrived  in  the  Straits  on  March  17. 

The  Straits  Medical  College,  to  be  established  at  Singa- 
pore, has  now  been  sanctioned  by  the  Colonial  Secretary, 
and  will  start  its  first  session  on  July  1,  1905. 

Business  Changes. — Mr.  S.  Scott,  recently  manager  of 
The  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  has  taken  over  The  Pharmacy,  Kuala 
Lumpur.  He  has  also  purchased  the  stock  of  the  Imperial 
Dispensary,  a  Chinese  concern  in  Penang. 

Japan's  War  Taxes. — News  comes  via  New  York  that 
Japan  will  probably  again  advance  tariff  rates  in  May  to 
meet  war  expenditures.  Several  American  houses  with 
branches  in  Japan  have  therefore  received  instructions  to 
despatch  all  cable  orders  at  once. 

A  Medical  Legislator. — Dr.  David  James  Galloway, 
who  went  out  to  Singapore  as  a  chemist's  assistant,1  has 
been  gazetted  an  unofficial  member  of  the  Legislative  Council 
vice  the  Hon.  G.  S.  Murray,  who  is  on  leave.  Dr.  Galloway 
made  his  debut  in  a  recent  debate  on  the  Medical  Registra- 
tion Ordinance,  and  he  will  advocate  the  claims  of  British 
chemists  when  the  Poisons  Ordinance  comes  up  for  the 
third  reading. 

Japanese  War-fund. — Messrs.  Samuel  Samuel  &  Co.  have 
been  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  sum  of  3,865  tls.  for  the 
benefit  of  the  families  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have 
fallen  in  the  Japanese  war.  The  London  house  of  the  firm 
raised  the  subscriptions  from  among  twenty  firms  in 
England,  France,  and  Germany  dealing  in  Japanese  cam- 
phor. The  gift  is  named  "  The  Camphor  Subscription," 
and  was  presented  to  the  authorities  through  the  Formosan 
Government. 

_  Morphine  in  the  Straits. — The  Straits  Government 
since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Morphine  Ordinance  do 
not  allow  large  stocks  of  morphine  to  be  held  by  any  of  the 
dispensaries.  Any  excess  must  be  handed  over  to  Govern- 
ment for  storage,  to  be  drawn  upon  as  required  or  exported 
to  Europe.  No  restrictions  on  chemists,  however,  will  stop 
the  illegal  use  of  morphine  by  injection,  until  the  authorities 
thoroughly  search  every  passenger  and  ship  arriving  from 
China,  as  the  smuggling  from  that  country  is  considerable. 

Pepper. — The  latest  advices  concerning  the  attempt  of  the 
Dutch  Government  to  divert  the  Achinese  pepper-trade  from 
Penang  show  that  it  is  meeting  with  poor  success.  To  get 
the  Achinese  headmen  to  send  their  pepper  to  Sabang  (the 
shipping  port  of  Acheen)  money  advances  are  allowed  by  the 
Dutch  banks  at  the  instructions  of  the  Government,  to  be 
repaid  by  deliveries  of  pepper  there.  But  at  Sabang  there 
is  no  competition,  and  the  price  of  pepper  hence  remains 
low.  The  headmen  meet  it  by  disregarding  the  agreement 
and  by  shipping  to  British  ports. 

Straits  Poisons  Ordinance. — The  chemists  of  Singapore 
and  Penang  have  made  representations  to  the  Straits 
Government  on  the  new  Poisons  Ordinance.  Several  clauses 
are  considered  to  be  distinctly  unfair,  especially  the  one 
that  gives  power  to  the  Principal  Civil  Medical  Officer,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Governor,  to  revoke  or  cancel  any  licence 
granted  to  dealers  in  poison,  and  the  one  requiring  the 
licence  to  be  renewed  annually.  A  communication  signed 
by _  Messrs.  David  Graham,  George  Walker,  and  Cornelius 
Trim  Johnson,  all  British  chemists  of  Penang,  was  for- 
warded to  the  Governor  and  all  the  official  and  unofficial 
members  of  the  Legislative  Council  before  the  Bill  came 
up  for  third  reading  on  March  17.  This  open  letter  gave 
the  views  of  the  signatories  on  the  Ordinance,  and  also 
on  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee  (see  C.  db  D., 
April  8,  p.  550).  The  signatories  advocate  that  licences 
should  be  granted  only  to  properly  qualified  European 
chemists,  or  such  as  can  pass  a  satisfactory  examination. 
They  explain  that  when  a  chemist  has  once  passed 
his  qualifying  examination  in  Great  Britain,  he  is  in  a 
position  to  sell  poisons,  and  that  privilege  can  never  be 
revoked  or  cancelled,  and  does  not  require  to  be  renewed 
annually.  They  suggest,  therefore,  that  a  fairer  way  would 
be  to  alter  the  "licence  "  clauses  (6  and  7)  so  that  the  licence 
may  be  granted  to  qualified  British  pharmacists  so  long  as 
they  reside  in  the  Colony.    The  fact  that  the  Select  Com- 


mittee report  that  poisons  are  but  little  used  by  Chinese 
chemists,  and  that  they  "  doubt  the  advantage  of  licensing 
wholesale  merchants,"  should  lead  the  Council  to  frame 
their  Bill  in  the  interests  of  the  British  chemists  who  handle 
poisons  and  who  are  conversant  with  their  uses  and  pro- 
perties, and  who  use  their  knowledge  and  care  to  prevent 
poisons  from  being  used  for  illegal  purposes.  Section  14, 
Clause  C,  which  seeks  to  restrict  the  stocks  of  poisons, 
should,  in  the  opinion  of  the  signatories,  be  made  non- 
effective as  regards  British  chemists,  who  are  compelled  to 
keep  comparatively  large  stocks  on  account  of  being  so  far 
from  supplies.  They  advocate  the  introduction  of  the 
"  poison-book  "  and  the  system  of  registering  poisons.  They 
urge,  finally,  that  before  the  Legislature  effects  any  changes 
so  materially  affecting  their  business,  the  representatives  of 
British  pharmacy  in  the  Colony  may  be  given  an  opportunity 
of  expressing  their  opinions.  The  Governor  has  been 
requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  memorial  to  the  Colonial 
Office,  London. 


i£G\>ptian  pharmacy. 

THE  protests  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Cairo  and 
Alexandria  against  certain  clauses  of  the  new  Pharmacy 
Regulations,  and  notably  against  Clause  II.,  having  failed 
to  move  the  authorities,  it  was  resolved,  as  a  last  resource, 
that  the  members  should  appeal  to  their  respective  diplo- 
matic agents,  and  a  petition  was  drawn  up,  which  stated  in 
effect  that  the  new  Pharmacy  Law  for  Egypt,  published  in 
September  last  by  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  approved  by 
the  Mixed  Court  of  Appeal  at  Alexandria,  had  raised  just 
protestations  on  the  part  of  the  qualified  pharmacists.  It  was 
admitted  that  the  new  law  was  a  real  step  towards  progress, 
but  that  Clause  II.  took  away  pharmacy  from  the  real  phar- 
macists and  delivered  it  over  to  commerce  and  speculation, 
inasmuch  as  it  authorised  any  person  to  carry  on  a  pharmacy 
and  to  sell  and  prepare  medicines  so  long  as  a  qualified 
chemist  is  in  charge.  It  was  pointed  out  that  in  such  a  case 
the  qualified  man  must  submit  to  every  caprice  of  the 
capitalist,  and  that  between  the  two  there  must  exist  a 
certain  antagonism,  which  would  be  to  the  public  detriment. 
On  the  other  hand,  qualified  chemists  without  much  capital 
would  find  little  or  no  opportunity  of  establishing  them- 
selves on  their  own  account.  No  European  pharmaceutical 
legislation,  it  was  shown,  makes  mention  of  such  an 
irregularity.  Even  Turkey  (under  Capitulations  like 
Egypt)  takes  no  exception  to  the  rule  that  the  qualified 
chemist  has  alone  the.  right  to  open  and  to  carry  on  a  phar- 
macy. The  International  Associations  of  Cairo  and  Alex- 
andria therefore  desired  to  protest  against  Article  II.,  and 
requested  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  secure  its 
abrogation  and  replacement  by  the  following  : 

No  one  shall  in  Egypt  exercise  the  profession  of  pharma- 
cist, carry  on  a  pharmacy,  or  sell  any  medicament  unless  he 
has  a  diploma  from  a  recognised  faculty,  and  has  obtained 
authorisation  from  the  Sanitary  Administration.  Also,  no 
pharmacist  shall  carry  on  or  possess  more  than  one  phar- 
macy. 

The  petitioners  asserted  that  they  did  not  wish  to  modify 
the  status  of  existing  pharmacies  run  by  unqualified  pro- 
prietors, so  long  as  they  have  a  responsible  pharmacist  in 
charge ;  but  they  desire  that  for  the  future  only  qualified 
chemists  shall  be  able  to  buy  or  open  a  pharmacy.  They 
stated  their  conviction  also  that  a  pharmacist  delegated  by 
their  Associations  should  be  present  at  all  inspections  of 
pharmacies.  A  petition  to  this  effect,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  and  by  the  English  chemists  esta- 
blished in  Cairo,  was  duly  presented  to  Lord  Cromer,  who 
replied  at  length.  He  began  by  expressing  his  entire  agree- 
ment with  the  principle  advocated — that,  on  the  whole,  a 
system  under  which  the  ownership  of  pharmacies  is 
restricted  to  qualified  pharmacists  offers  greater  guarantees 
to  the  public  than  one  under  which  the  owner  may  be  un- 
qualified. He  believed  that  this  view  was  largely  shared 
by  the  public,  and  that  the  mention  upon  the  facade  of  an 
establishment  that  the  owner  is  not  himself  qualified  will 
go  far  towards  securing  what  the  pharmacists  desire.  The 
practical  question,  however,  was  not  what  system  would 
theoretically  be  most  satisfactory,  but  what  system  can  be 
most  effectively  enforced  in  Egypt,  having  regard  to  the 
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restrictions  on  its  legislative  powers  under  which  the 
Egyptian  Government  labours.  In  this  connection  Lord 
Cromer  quoted  from  the  letter  addressed  to  the  petitioners 
by  the  Director-General  of  the  Sanitary  Department  on 
December  14,  1904,  in  which  he  dealt  with  the  point  in 
question  as  follows  : 

As  regards  the  ownership  of  pharmacies.  I  have  to 
observe  that  the  rights  of  foreigners  under  the  Capitula- 
tions again  necessarily  limit  the  action  of  the  Government. 
The  Government  has  power,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mixed 
Court  of  Appeal,  to  make  regulations  of  general  application 
in  the  interest  of  public  health,  but  it  has  very  little  power 
of  dealing  with  rights  of  property.  Now,  it  happens  that 
the  successful  conduct  of  a  pharmacy  requires  not  only 
professional  skill,  but  also  some  amount  of  capital,  and  iii 
the  course  of  time  there  adheres  to  it  a  right  of  property  of 
the  most  valuable  kind— that  of  the  goodwill  of  the  business. 
It  did  not  appear  to  the  Government  essential  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public  health  that  the  professional  skill  and 
the  requisite  capital  should  be  united  in  the  same  hands. 
That  being  so,  it  was  clear  that  if  their  union  was  to  be 
insisted  on  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  avoid  dealing 
with  the  question  of  goodwill  unless  the  heirs  of  a  pharma°- 
cist  who  died  without  having  provided  a  successor  were  to 
have  been  seriously  prejudiced.  We  were  advised  that  any 
attempt  to  deal  with  this  question  would  have  ra:sed  ques- 
tions as  to  rights  of  property  which  might  have  been  fatal 
to  the  regulations  as  a  whole.  My  department  was  the 
more  ready  to  accede  to  this  view  because  we  were  con- 
vinced that  any  rules  in  the  sense  you  suggest  would  have 
been  particularly  easy  of  evasion.  Once  a  pharmac:st  has 
taken  out  his  licence  to  practise,  he  is  free  to  open  a 
pharmacy  after  notification  to  the  Department,  and  the 
Department  has  no  right  to  inquire  as  to  the  source  from 
which  the  necessary  capital  is  obtained,  nor  as  to  the  terms 
upon  which  it  is  obtained.  Were  a  series  of  young  pharma- 
cists, known  to  be  in  possession  of  no  capital,  successively 
to  occupy  the  same  pharmacy,  taking  over  in  turn  the  stock 
-  S  drugs,  etc->  there  would  be  a  very  strong  presumption 
that  they  were  in  fact  the  salaried  servants  of  the  true 
proprietor  of  the  establishment,  but  we  were  advised  that 
no  such  presumption  could  be  drawn  in  law.  The  frank 
recognition  of  the  facts  by  the  regulations  has  at  least  the 
advantage  that,  if  the  proprietor  declares  himself,  the 
regulations  subject  him  to  a  certain  measure  of  control 
which  would  be  otherwise  impossible. 

Lord  Cromer  then  proceeded  to  show  that  it  was  clear  that 
the  question  under  discussion  was  decided  by  the  Legal  Ad- 
viser to  the  Government  rather  than  by  the  Sanitary  De- 
partment on  professional  grounds.  On  the  legal  point  he 
hesitated  to  express  any  personal  opinion,  but  he  had  before 
him  a  copy  of  definite  proposals  formulated  some  time 
before  by  the  committee  of  the  Alexandria  International 
Association  of  Chemists  for  the  amendment  of  the  new 
law.  In  that  he  observed  that  the  committee  was  impressed 
by  the  possible  hardship  which  might  result  for  the  widow 
and  orphans  of  a  pharmacist  under  the  rule  proposed,  and 
that  it  drafted  somewhat  elaborate  provisions  for  meeting 
the  case.  Whatever  opinion  one  might  form  as  to  the  utility 
of  the  provisions  then  suggested,  it  was  at  least  clear  that 
they  proposed  to  create  a  form  of  property  in  a  phamacist's 
business  which  might  for  many  years  remain  in  the  hands 
of  persons  other  than  qualified  pharmacists.  All  his  experi- 
ence of  the  very  limited  scope  within  which  regulations 
approved  by  the  Mixed  Court  of  Appeal  require  to  be  kept, 
led  him  to  believe  that  any  regulations  on  the  subject  under 
discussion  must  either  recognise  a  goodwill  in  a  pharmacist's 
business  which  shall  be  freely  transferable,  or  shall  refuse 
to  recognise  any  such  goodwill  at  all,  and  that  the  system  of 
free  transfer  of  goodwill  is  probably  the  one  which  will  work 
most  efficiently  and  with  least  friction.  He  deprecated  the 
anticipation  of  the  petitioners  that  the  system  embodied  in 
the  new  law  would  cause  serious  prejudice  to  qualified  phar- 
macists employed  as  managers.  He  thought  their  fears  were 
somewhat  exaggerated.  The  view  taken  by  such  managers 
themselves,  as  expressed  in  a  petition  to  the  Director-General 
of  the  Sanitary  Department,  was  that  the  new  law,  by  re- 
gulating a  situation  which  already  existed,  had  already  im- 
proved their  position  pecuniarily.  Although  he  could  not 
conceal  from  himself  the  fact  that  the  petitioners  were  likely 
to  remain  hostile  to  the  particular  provision  in  question,  he 
trusted  they  would  recognise  that  it  was  forced  upon  the 
Government  by  the  facts  of  the  situation,  rather  than 
adopted  by  choice,  and  that  they  may  find  in  practice  that  it 
will  not  produce  the  regrettable  consequences  they  are  in- 
clined to  anticipate. 


MR.  BRENT  GOOD,  the  proprietor  of  Carter's  little  liver 
pills,  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  personalities  in  the 
American  drug-trade,  and  is  not  unknown  in  this  country. 
He  comes  here  frequently  in  a  quiet  sort  of  way,  and  is  fond 
of  looking  in  upon  retail  chemists  to  have  a  chat  with  them, 
not  necessarily  revealing  his  identity.  He  did  this  on  the 
last  occasion  when  he  was  over,  and  the  firstfruits  of  his 
researches  were  indicated  the  other  week  when  it  was  inti- 
mated at  a  chemists'  association  meeting  that  Carter's  pills 
are  to  be  put  on  a  price-protected  basis.  We  say  "first- 
fruits  "  advisedly,  for  we  feel  sure  from  the  conversation 
we  had  with  Mr.  Good  on  price-protection  that  something 
more  will  be  heard  from  him  or  his  friend  and  agent  Mr. 
John  Morgan  Richards.  Mr.  Good  is  a  Canadian,  at  least 
it  was  in  Belleville,  Ontario,  that  he  served  his  apprentice- 
ship to  a  chemist.  He  went  to  New  York  after  he  had 
served  his  four  years,  and  in  the  wholesale  house  of  Barnes 
&  Co.  had  a  fellow-assistant  in  Mr.  Richards.  That  was 
nearly  fifty  years  ago.  Mr.  Good  began  specialising  in  the 
pill  business  in  1864,  when  he  joined  the  late  Mr.  William 
R.  Warner  in  partnership.  Four  years  later  he  started  on 
his  own  account  as  a  wholesale  druggist  with  the  title  Brent 
Good  &  Co.  Some  time  before  he  had  got  an  interest  with 
Dr.  Carter  in  the  little  liver  pill  which  the  doctor  had  put 
on  the  market,  and  under  Mr.  Good's  guidance  the  pill  grew 
in  popularity  without  the  slightest  alteration  in  its  size ; 
also  became  so  good  a  thing  financially  that  Mr.  Good  in 
1379  bought  the  doctor's  share  in  the  Carter  Medicine  Co. 
He  held  on  to  the  wholesale  drug  business,  and  has  other 
financial  ventures,  but  the  little  pill  is  the  item  in  life 
which  he  speaks  most  to  the  public  about.  Its  popularity 
has  brought  him  into  the  seething  anti-cutting  cauldron,  for 
cutters  from  the  first  made  it  a  catch-line,  and  he  had  many 
battles  to  fight  with  them.  Once  when  a  New  York  soft- 
goods  house  advertised  the  pills  for  one  day  at  two-thirds 
the  price  the  Carter  Medicine  Co.  got  for  them,  Mr.  Good's 
employees  bought  up  the  stock  within  half  an  hour  after  the 
shop  opened.  And  they  did  not  buy  anything  else.  The 
draper  lunched  with  Mr.  Good  that  day  and  perceived  the 
error  of  his  ways  before  the  soup  was  cold.  Mr.  Good's 
countenance  as  above  portrayed  is  somewhat  inscrutable, 
but  we  think  he  is  a  retail  chemist  at  heart.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

W  HE  Council  met  at  the  Society's  house,  67  Lower  Mount 
JL  Street,  Dublin,  cn  April  5,  at  3  p.m.  The  President 
(Mr.  W.  J.  Wells)  occupied  the  chair,  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  who  attended  were  the  Vice-President 
(Dr.  Walsh),  Messrs.  T.  N.  Moffitt,  W.  Doig,  and  W. 
Jameson  (Belfast)  ;  Messrs.  George  D.  Beggs,  J.  E.  Conner 
■(Newry)  ;  Blair  (Cork),  J.  Smith  (Hon.  Treasurer),  and 
Professor  Tichborne. 

Medical  Men  as  Subscribers  to  Drug  Companies. 
The  President  said  there  was  a  matter  not  on  the  agenda- 
paper  which  he  desired  to  mention,  as  it  was  of  importance 
to  the  licentiates.  A  little  time  ago  a  bogus  company  was 
formed  in  Dublin,  to  which  a  medical  man  became  a  sub- 
scriber in  order  to  make  up  the  requisite  number.  The 
•Council  wrote  to  the  General  Medical  Council  drawing  their 
•attention  to  the  fact.  A  reply  was  received  asking  if  they 
wished  to  formulate  any  charges  against  the  medical  man. 
They  replied  that  they  did  not,  but  that  they  thought  it  was 
the  desire  of  the  Medical  Council  to  uphold  the  dignity  of 
the  medical  profession,  and  to  caution  medical  men  against 
lending  themselves  to  infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 
To  that  a  reply  was  received  stating  that  the  medical  man 
had  withdrawn  his  name  from  the  company.  Recently  the 
Council  prosecuted  a  druggist  in  the  North  of  Ireland,  and 
the  result  was  that  a  limited  company  was  formed  in  the 
town,  to  which  three  medical  men  subscribed  their  names. 
He  (the  President)  felt  it  his  duty  to  get  the  Registrar  to 
write  again  to  the  Medical  Council,  calling  attention  to  this 
proceeding ;  and  he  now  had  a  letter  from  the  Medical 
Council  stating  that  the  three  medical  gentlemen  had  severed 
their  connection  with  the  limited  company.  It  was  very 
satisfactory  that  the  Medical  Council  had  acted  in  this  way. 
i(Hear,  hear.) 

Reciprocity  with  Canada. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Isaac  T.  Lewis,  Secretary  of 
the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  which  is  affiliated  with 
the  Ontario  University,  stating  that  the  College  would  admit 
licentiates  of  the  Irish  Society  without  examination  at  such 
time  as  the  Society  extended  a  similar  privilege  to  the 
graduates  of  the  College. 

The  President  :  All  that  we  can  do  is  to  thank  them  for 
their  letter,  and  say  that  under  our  Acts  we  have  no  power 
to  offer  reciprocity. 

The  Company  Inquiry. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  Departmental  Committee,  intimating  that  any  memo- 
randum that  the  Society  might  desire  to  submit  with  refer- 
ence to  company  law  amendment  wculd  be  placed  before 
the  Committee. 

The  President  said  he  had  had  a  draft  memorial  pre- 
pared, which  he  asked  the  Council  to  sanction. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  Would  the  assistance  of  the  chemists  and 
druggists  of  Belfast  be  of  any  use  to  you  in  this  matter? 
They  would  join  in  anything  of  the  kind. 

The  President  :  When  it  comes  to  giving  evidence  they 
might  send  somebody  to  do  so. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  I  know  that  they  would  join  in  anything 
of  the  kind.    They  are  as  anxious  about  it  as  you  are. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  it  was  resolved  to  send 
forward  a  memorial  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Departmental 
Committee. 

Sale  of  Sheep-dips  by  Unqualified  Persons. 
A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  P.  Gill,  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction 
for  Ireland,  enclosing  and  requesting  the  observations  of 
the  Council  upon  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  the  Department 
had  received  from  Mr.  Michael  Cloherty,  of  36  Shop  Street, 
Galway,  relative  to  the  sale  of  sheep-dips.  The  letter 
stated  that  the  pharmaceutical  authority  had  cautioned 
traders  in  Galway  who  were  not  registered  against  selling 
sheep-dips  containing  poisons.  This,  the  writer  said,  was 
a  serious  matter  for  the  traders  who  stock  such  sheep-dips 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  farmers  ;  and  the  latter  would 
have  to  pay  a  rather  high  price  to  chemists  for  them  if  they 


could  not  procure  them  from  the  shopkeepers.  The  letter 
asked  the  Department  to  procure  some  concession  to  the 
traders  whereby  they  would  be  enabled  to  sell  the  sheep-dips 
to  the  farmers  at  reasonable  prices. 

The  President  said  this  was  only  a  following-up  of  what 
they  had  already  had  from  Ennis  and  Ballinasloe.  It  was 
a  regular  plot  on  the  part  of  certain  parties  to  urge  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  to  get  the  Government  to  allow  the 
free  sale  of  poisons.  He  suggested  that  a  reply  should  be 
sent  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  informing  them  that  there 
are  three  qualified  gentlemen  in  Galway  who  are  ready 
and  willing  to  sell  these  things  at  reasonable  prices  when 
they  are  asked  for  them. 

Mr.  Jameson  remarked  that  sheep-dips  are  sold  by 
traders  throughout  the  country  with  the  merest  shade  of 
profit. 

The  President  :  We  will  write  to  the  Department 
saying  that  the  three  qualified  persons  are  prepared  to  sell 
these  things  at  ordinary  retail  prices  without  any  exor- 
bitant profit. 

Mr.  Jameson  :  The  seedsmen  in  England  are  making  a 
great  move  to  be  permitted  to  sell  poisons. 

The  President  :  This  is  the  same  movement  brought 
over  here.  If  you  allow  me,  I  will  write  a  letter  to  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  explaining  the  matter. 

The  requisite  authority  was  given. 

Poisoned  Food. 

A  further  communication  was  received  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  Magistrates  of  Athboy,  in  the  county  of  Meath, 
who  have  been  endeavouring  to  put  a  stop  to  the  illegal 
placing  of  poisoned  food  in  that  town  and  in  the  vicinity. 

The  President  said  some  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
committee  were  impracticable,  and  replies  had  already  been 
sent  to  that  effect. 

The  Apothecary's  Assistant's  Case. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Inspector-General  of  the 
Royal  Irish  Constabulary  with  reference  to  the  recent 
prosecution  at  Kilkeel  of  Mr.  John  McBirney,  a  member 
of  the  Society,  for  an  alleged  breach  of  Section  19  of  the 
Pharmacy  Amendment  (Ireland)  Act. 

The  President  said  a  report  was  received  from  the 
police  that  two  veterinary  prescriptions  had  been  made  up 
in  Mr.  McBirney's  place  by  his  brother,  who  had  only  the 
certificate  of  an  assistant  to  an  apothecary,  and  that  Mr. 
McBirney  was  himself  absent  at  the  time ;  and  it  was 
further  stated  that  he  was  constantly  absent  from  his 
place  of  business.  The  Council  told  the  police  to  prosecute, 
which  they  did ;  and  the  Magistrates  dismissed  the  case, 
holding  that  Mr.  McBirney's  absence  was  only  temporary, 
and  that  the  certificate  granted  to  his  brother  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  satisfied  Section  19,  under  which  a 
"pharmaceutical  chemist's  assistant"  may  conduct  the 
business  of  his  employer  in  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
latter.  This  decision  was  one  in  which  the  Council  could 
not  possibly  acquiesce,  and  he  (the  President)  proposed 
that  the  case  should  be  taken  to  the  King's  Bench,  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Law  Committee. 

The  President's  proposal  was  agreed  to. 

Thanks  were  voted  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and 
to  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  for  donations  to 
the  library. 

A  Better,  Pharmacy  Examination. 
A  report  from  the  House  Committee,  recommending  that 
the  Pharmacy  Branch  Licence  examination  should  be  con- 
ducted by  two  examiners,  and  also  recommending  a  con- 
siderable enlargement  of  the  practical  portion  of  the 
examination,  was  adopted.  The  President  said  the  object 
of  these  recommendations  was  to  meet  suggestions  which 
had  been  made  by  Sir  J.  W.  Moore,  the  Lord-Lieutenant's 
Visitor. 

New  Solicitors. 
On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Profesor 
Tichborne,  Messrs.  A.  &  J.  Robinson,  of  119  Stephen's 
Green,  Dublin,  were  appointed  Solicitors  to  the  Cc#ncil,  in 
the  room  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  K.  Clay;  and  to  the 
appointment  was  added  a  clause  that  Mr.  John  Gordon, 
K.C.,  M.P.,  should  be  retained  as  Senior  Counsel  for  the 
Society.  Other  business  having  been  disposed  of,  the 
Council  adjourned.

EVENING  MEETING. 

THE  last  evening  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at 
17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on  April  11.  At  ten 
minutes  past  eight,  when  the  President  (Mr.  R.  A.  Robin- 
son) took  the  chair,  there  were  under  forty  persons  present, 
but  within  a  few  minutes  of  the  commencement  of  the  pro- 
ceedings the  audience  increased  by  about  thirty.  Among 
those  present  were  Messrs.  J.  T.  Barrett,  F.  C.  J.  Bird, 
E.  T.  Brewis,  J.  W.  Bowen,  W.  L.  Howie,  W.  H.  Lenton, 
T.  Maben,  P.  H.  Marsden,  W.  H.  Martindale,  H. 
Matthews,  W.  E.  Miller,  J.  E.  L.  Moore,  E.  S.  Peck, 
W.  P.  Robinson,  and  E.  White.  No  members  of  Council 
were  present. 

The  first  paper,  by  Messrs.  E.  H.  Farr  and  R.  Wright 
(read  by  Mr.  Farr),  was  on 

Powdered  Alcoholic  Extract  of  Belladonna-root. 

This  was_  a  continuation  of  previous  papers  by  these 
authors  on  "powdered  extracts.  Belladonna-root  extract 
was  first  introduced  into  the  1885  Pharmacopoeia,  but  as 
no  standard  was  fixed  the  product  varied  considerably. 
In  the  present  Pharmacopoeia  the  liquid  extract  is  used 
for  preparing  the  solid  extract,  the  strength  being  stated 
as  1  per  cent,  of  the  alkaloids  of  belladonna-root.  Un- 
fortunately the  characters  of  the  extract  are  not  stated, 
and  hence  a  semi-liquid  extract  is  often  sent  out  by  the 
manufacturers.  The  authors  in  the  present  research  aimed 
at  providing  facts  and  figures  for  the  guidance  of  subse- 
quent Pharmacopoeia-compilers.  The  first  part  of  the 
work  consisted  in  examining  the  root  to  determine  the 
average  proportion  of  alkaloid,  and  this  was  found  to  be 
0.44  per  cent,  from  fourteen  samples,  closely  according 
with  previous  workers,  Gerrard,  Gadd,  and  Barclay. 
All  the  samples  contained  over  0.4  per  cent,  of  alkaloid, 
and  if  it  is  thought  desirable  to  fix  a  standard  for  the  root 
in  the  -next  Pharmacopoeia,  this  would  be  a  desirable 
figure.  Next  the  authors  investigated  the  most  suitable 
menstruum  for  exhausting  the  drug.  With  l-in-4  perco- 
lates the  following  were  the  average  extractives  :  90-per- 
cent, alcohol,  3.72;  80-per-cent,,  2.45;  70-per-cent.,  2.28; 
60-per-cent.,  2.14;  50-per-cent.,  1.93;  thus  proving  that 
the  70-per-cent.  alcohol  is  the  one  well  adapted  for  ex- 
hausting the  drug.  It  was  found  in  these  experiments 
that  the  proportion  of  extractive  was  greater  in  the  foreign 
root  than  in  the  English,  and,  as  previously  pointed  out, 
the  proportion  of  alkaloid  to  extractive  increases  with  the 
more  concentrated  menstruum.  These  results  show  that 
no  difficulties  are  likely  to  be  found  in  meeting  the  de- 
mands for  a  standardised  extract  of  reasonable  strength. 
The  diluent  recommended  for  the  extract  is  the  powdered 
root  of  known  alkaloidal  strength,  the  advantages  of  such 
a  diluent  being  that  the  extract  can  be  readily  recognised 
under  the  microscope  from  the  presence  of  the  powdered 
root.  Dealing  then  with  the  histological  characters  and 
special  features  of  the  powdered  drug,  the  authors  referred 
to  experiments  made  with  a  view  to  testing  the  stability 
of  the  powdered  extract  when  exposed  to  air.  Six 
weighed  samples,  prepared  with  different  menstrua,  were 
exposed  to  the  air  of  the  pharmacy  for  some  weeks,  and  a 
slight  tendency  to  absorb  moisture  was  found,  thus  show- 
ing the  need  for  carefully  storing  the  powdered  extract  in 
stoppered  bottles. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  said  there  was  little  doubt  that  an 
extract  of  belladonna-root  in  powder  form  is  extremely  use- 
ful and  convenient  for  dispensing,  but  it  seemed  rather  a 
misnomer  to  call  the  product  a  powdered  extract  when  it 
contained  so  large  a  proportion  of  powdered  root  as  a 
diluent.  Why  not  use  the  powdered  drug  and  leave  the 
stomach  to  do  the  extracting?  The  abstracts  which  were 
introduced  into  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  were  on 
similar  lines,  but  did  not  come  into  use  in  this  country. 
Would  it  not  be  possible  to  use  some  simple  diluent,  as 
sugar,  which  could  be  added  without  the  risk  which  existed 
in  exposing  the  alkaloid  in  the  powdered  root  to  the  process 
of  evaporation?    To  what  extent  does  the  alkaloid  dete- 


riorate in  the  case  of  an  extract  that  has  been  carefully 
prepared,  being  dried  in  thin  layers  on  glass  ? 

Professor  H.  G.  Greenish,  referring  to  the  identification 
of  the  extract  by  means  of  the  diluent,  said  that  chloral 
hydrate  is  not  the  best  thing  to  use  as  a  clearing-agent  on 
account  of  the  swelling  effect  it  has  on  the  starch-cells.  It  is 
otherwise  in  the  case  of  the  leaf  extract,  where  the  clearing- 
agent  is  preferably  diluted  chloral-hydrate  solution,  which 
permits  the  delicate  markings  of  the  leaf-cells  to  be  dis- 
tinctly traced. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  asked  whether  he  understood  that  the 
foreign  root  yields  more  extractive,  while  the  English  root 
gives  more  alkaloid. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Farr,  in  reply,  said  the  use  of  the  word  "  ex- 
tract" was  merely  a  question  of  name.  It  is  convenient  to 
have  a  more  active  preparation  than  the  powdered  root  avail- 
able in  pharmacy.  Belladonna-root  in  powder,  as  the  diluent, 
gives  more  support  to  the  extract  than  does  sugar.  As  bella- 
donna extract  is  often  prescribed  with  cascara  extract,  it  is 
an  advantage  to  have  something  that  counteracts  the  ten- 
dency to  fall  which  such  pills  possess.  The  drying  of  the  ex- 
tract takes  place  much  more  readily  if  the  powdered  root  is 
added  to  the  liquid  extract.  Referring  to  Professor 
Greenish's  remarks  as  to  clearing-agents,  the  speaker  drew 
attention  to  some  slides  on  the  table,  showing  the  effect  of 
chloral  and  caustic  potash  on  the  powdered  root.  The  reason 
why  foreign  root  yields  more  extractive,  he  thought,  is 
because  the  samples  are  not  so  carefully  prepared  as  the 
English  root.  As  the  cells  are  loaded  with  starch,  it  is 
possible  that,  if  the  drying  is  delayed,  enzyme^  action  may 
take  place.  Such  an  action  would  tend  to  increase  the 
proportion  of  extractive,  and  consequently  affect  the  pro- 
portion of  alkaloid. 

The  next  paper  was  by  Mr.  Robert  Wright  on 

The  Occurrence  and  Distribution  of  a  Mydriatic 

Alkaloid  in  Lactuca  Muralis. 
Mr.  Wright  first  referred  to  Dymond's  discovery  of  a 
mydriatic  alkaloid  in  Lactuca  virosa,  and  to  the  subsequent 
confirmation  by  Mr.  Farr  and  himself.  It  was  to  establish 
whether  an  alkaloid  is  present  in  other  species  of  lettuce 
that  the  present  investigation  was  undertaken.  Lactuca 
muralis  is  fairly  well  distributed  over  the  British  Islands, 
A  quantity  was  collected  last  year  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Bakewell,  and  carefully  dried.  A  preliminary  examination 
of  the  dried  plant  yielded  negative  results  as  regards  alka- 
loid, but  a  more  careful  procedure,  in  which  none  of  the 
alkaloid  could  be  lost,  showed  that  each  part  of  the  plant- 
contains  minute  quantities  of  a  mydriatic  alkaloid.  The 
distribution  of  the  alkaloid  was  as  follows  :  Root.  0.15  per 
mille;  stem,  0.02;  leaves,  0.06;  flowering  tops,  0.046.  The 
author  proved  that  the  alkaloid  is  a  mydriatic,  but  had  not 
established  that  it  is  hyoscyamine,  the  alkaloidal  liquids 
having  been  thrown  away.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  author 
to  continue  his  investigations  as  to  whether  other  plants  of 
the  lettuce  order  contain  alkaloid. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to 
identify  the  alkaloid,  as  it  is  very  interesting  to  find 
solanaceous  alkaloids  in  plants  of  the  Compositce. 

Mr.  Wright,  in  reply,  said  that  although  there  is  a  dis- 
position to  throw  doubts  on  Dymond's  work  he  saw  no 
reason  to  call  the  work  into  question.  It  is  not  possible  to 
mistake  the  aurochloride  of  hyoscyamine  when  once  seen,  it 
is  so  distinctive. 

Mr.  Hermann  C.  T.  Gardner  was  then  called  upon  to 
read  his  paper  on 

Displacement  by  Water  in  the  Preparation  of  Certain 
Tinctures. 

Mr.  Gardner  first  drew  attention  to  Appendix  VIII.  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  in  which  directions  are  given 
for  preparing  tinctures  by  the  percolation  method.  The 
marc  after  percolation  is  removed  and  pressed,  the  tincture 
being  made  up  to  the  proper  volume  with  a  suffkient  quan- 
tity of  menstruum.  By  this  process  a  greater  volume  of 
menstruum  is  used  than  the  volume  of  tincture  made,  the 
expense  of  the  alcohol  being  considerable,  as  is  also  the 
additional  labour  needed  for  pressing  the  marc.  Mr. 
Gardner  undertook  the  present  investigation  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  whether  tinctures  could  not  be  prepared  by  a 
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process  of  percolation  that  would  not  entail  the  subsequent 
addition  of  fresh  menstruum  and  without  showing  any 
greater  diminution  in  alcoholic  strength  than  similar  tinc- 
tures prepared  by  the  official  process.  Nine  tinctures  were 
made  by  the  following  method  : 

The  powdered  drugs  were  moistened  and  set  aside  in  the 
manner  officially  directed,  to  be  later  transferred  to  a  glass 
percolator,  packed  therein,  and  percolation  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed. After  an  amount  of  menstruum  had  been  added  which, 
together  with  that  portion  used  for  moistening  the  powders, 
equalled  the  registered  volume  of  tincture,  and  after  it  had 
ceased  to  pass,  a  small  piece  of  ordinary  white  paper  waj 
placed  upon  the  top  of  the  marc,  and  a  volume  of  water  equal 
to  twice  the  deficient  quantity  of  percolate  carefully  poured 
thereon. 

The  results  obtained  with  experimental  batches  of  tinctures 
show  that  the  method  is  quite  as  satisfactory  as  the  Phar- 
macopoeia mode,  judging  by  the  alcoholic  content  and  ex- 
tractive. Mr.  Gardner  then  referred  to  the  effect  of  bulk 
and  various  ways  of  packing  the  marc.  Well-packed  marcs 
show  less  diminution  in  alcoholic  strength  as  the  weight  of 
marc  increases.  In  the  case  of  tincture  of  jaborandi  the 
water  did  not  effectively  displace  the  menstruum,  this  tinc- 
ture being  regarded  by  the  author  as  his  only  failure.  The 
latter  part  of  the  paper  dealt  with  the  rationale  of  water- 
displacement,  the  opinion  being  expressed  that  satisfactory 
results  are  obtained  when  such  quantities  of  tincture  are 
prepared  that  necessitate  a  marc  having  a  weight  in  the  dry 
state  of  at  least  5  oz.;  and  when  firmly  packed  in  the  per- 
colator. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Wright  asked  how  the  extractives  in  the  tinctures 
prepared  by  Mr.  Gardner's  method  compared  with  those  of 
other  workers  who  used  the  Pharmacopoeia  method.  He 
also  inquired  whether  the  loss  of  alcohol  was  less  by  the 
percolation  method  than  when  working  by  the  maceration 
process  directed  by  the  B.P.  The  latter  point  was  most  im- 
portant, especially  to  retailers.  He  considered  that  Mr. 
Gardner's  paper  showed  honest  pharmaceutical  work,  and 
he  trusted  he  would  continue  his  investigations. 

Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor  noted  that  some  of  the  tinctures 
made  by  Mr.  Gardner  owed  their  action  to  alkaloids,  and  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know  whether,  by  comparing  these 
with  tinctures  made  by  the  B.P.  process,  the  same  alkaloidal 
content  was  obtained. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Parker  said  the  question  resolved  itself  into 
one  of  practical  economy  in  dealing  with  loss  of  alcohol  in 
the  preparation  of  tinctures.  He  had  studied  the  principle 
of  displacement  by  water  critically  and  found  that  the 
danger  of  getting  water  into  the  product  was  very  great 
unless  the  process  was  carried  out  by  an  experienced 
operator.  The  essential  conditions  to  ensure  success  were 
as  follows  :  The  solid  ingredients,  in  fairly  uniform  powder, 
should  be  stirred  in  the  percolator  with  sufficient  men- 
struum to  form  a  semi-fluid  mixture,  occasionally  jarring  the 
side  of  the  percolator  against  the  hand  and  allowing  to 
drain  until  the  marc  acquires  solidity  but  never  permitting 
the  fluid  quite  to  disappear  from  its  surface,  then  repeatedly 
passing  the  percolate  through  the  marc,  keeping  the  latter 
always  covered  with  menstruum,  until  exhaustion  is  com- 
plete, finally  displacing  the  tincture  by  superposing  water 
at  the  exact  moment  when  the  tincture  disappears  from  the 
surface  of  the  marc.  He  found  water-displacement  most 
successful  with  drugs  (such  as  belladonna-root,  aconite-root, 
ginger,  etc.)  whose  spirituous  and  aqueous  extracts  pre- 
cipitated on  admixture,  for  in  such  cases  the  water  during 
displacement  carried  down  a  coloured  extractive,  which 
formed  an  effective  barrier  to  diffusion  and  rendered  visible 
on  the  sides  of  the  percolator  the  exact  position  of  the 
watery  fluid.  The  percolate  itself  also  indicated  by  cloudi- 
ness the  first  appearance  of  watery  admixture.  But  for 
weak-spirit  preparations  where  the  progress  of  the  water 
through  the  marc  was  not  distinctly  observable,  he  had  dis 
carded  water-displacement  in  favour  of  the  tincture-press. 

Mr.  W.  Garsed  said  it  had  occurred  to  him,  when  resort- 
ing to  water-displacement  in  the  preparation  of  tinctures 
that  there  was  no  reason  why  the  alcohol  should  not  be  dis 
placed  by  the  water  from  below  upwards.  He  had  tried 
putting  the  water  in  the  bottom  of  the  percolator,  with  the 
result  that  the  marc  floated  in  the  water,  and  the  experiment 
was  not  successful.  He  thought,  however,  some  mechanical 
device  might  be  adopted  to  make  such  a  method  possible 


Mr.  Dyson  said  he  understood  Mr.  Gardner  to  say  that 
the  saving  in  alcohol  would  be  considerable  to  the  retailer  ; 
but  when  working  with  small  quantities  of  marc  such  as 
retailers  use,  Mr.  Gardner's  results  were  least  successful. 
He  (the  speaker)  could  not  quite  see  the  analogy. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Fairweather,  referring  to  upward  percolation, 
suggested  that  Mr.  Garsed  should  try  again  with  a  strainer 
on  top  of  the  percolator. 

Mr.  Parker  said  that  in  the  "Year-book  of  Pharmacy," 
1894,  would  be  found  the  results  of  his  experiments  com- 
paring "upward"  with  "downward"  displacement  by 
water ;  he  operated  on  tincture  of  cinchona,  enclosing  the 
marc  in  a  cylindrical  tube  closed  at  each  end  by  a  cork 
traversed  by  a  small  glass  tube.  This  was  arranged  verti- 
cally, and  in  one  experiment  water  was  forced  in  at  the 
bottom  and  the  tincture  collected  at  the  top  ;  in  the  other, 
water  was  forced  in  at  the  top,  and  the  tincture  collected 
at  the  bottom.  The  yield  of  tincture  in  the  two  cases  was 
93  and  92  per  cent,  respectively,  the  sp.  gr.  was  0.9319  and 
0.9316,  while  the  total  solids  worked  out  at  3.60  and  3.55 
per  cent,  respectively ;  this  clearly  proved  that  it  was  quite 
immaterial  whether  the  displacement  was  upward  or  down- 
ward. 

Mr.  T.  Mabex  said  the  discussion  proved  that  papers  on 
practical  pharmacy  were  most  interesting  to  the  majority 
of  the  members.  He  agreed  that  water-displacement  was 
safer  with  spirituous  tinctures  than  with  those  made  with 
weak  alcohol.  When  an  apprentice  he  (the  speaker)  used 
to  make  essence  of  ginger  by  that  process,  but  so  far  as  his 
recollection  went,  they  did  not  get  such  good  results  as  Mr. 
Parker  had  done.  In  making  one  or  two  pints  the  loss  of 
spirit  was  often  as  much  as  25  per  cent. 

Mr.  H.  Finnemore  inquired  if  Mr.  Gardner  had  tried 
different  methods  of  packing  the  percolator.  He  was  of 
opinion  that  so  much  depended  upon  the  actual  condition  of 
the  marc. 

Mr.  Gardner,  replying  to  the  various  speakers,  said 
with  regard  to  the  percentage  of  extractive  he  had  found 
that,  with  the  exception  of  tincture  of  cardamoms,  the 
averages  compared  favourably  with  those  of  B.P.  tinctures. 
He  had  also  estimated  the  alkaloidal  content  of  digitalis, 
hyoscyamus,  and  jaborandi.  and  found  them  quite  satis- 
factory. He  agreed  with  Mr.  Parker  that  the  best  results 
were  obtained  with  purely  spirituous  tinctures.  He  had 
not  tried  Mr.  Garsed's  suggested  method  of  displacement. 
With  regard  to  packing,  he  had  first  prepared  the  marc 
according  to  B.P.  directions,  and  then  packed  it  firmly  into 
the  percolator,  in  all  cases  but  one.  In  the  solitary  case 
in  which  the  marc  was  loosely  packed  there  was  a  greater 
loss  of  alcoholic  strength. 

Refreshments  were  provided  in  the  examination-hall,  and 
Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  exhibited  some  of  the  newer  additions  to 
the  museum.  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish  also  had  on  show  a 
small  alembic  for  distilling  water.

Rickard. — Last  week  we  reported  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  T. 
Rickard,  F.C.S.,  which  took  place  at  the  residence  of  his 
son-in-law,  Mr.  W.  Augustus  Ebel,  at  Catford.  Mr. 
Rickard  had  had  an  interesting  career,  and  sixty  years  ago 
was  directly  connected  with  the  drug-trade.  He  was  born 
in  Liverpool  on  May  17,  1821,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty  came 
to  London  as  a  pupil  to  Mr.  Henry  Barber,  a  manufacturer 
of  chemicals  in  Spitalfields.  He  studied  hard,  and  in  1842 
commenced  business  on  his  own  account  as  a  manu- 
fact  urer  of  Glauber's  salt  and  acetic  acid,  afterwards  adding 
the  production  of  rosin  oil,  antifriction  grease,  and  other 
similar  products.  He  had  the  support  of  Messrs.  Davy, 
Mackmurdo  &  Co.,  Langton,  and  other  wholesale  houses. 
He  joined  the  Chemical  Society  in  1845,  and  four  years  later 
went  out  to  Valparaiso,  where,  through  the  influence  of  his 
brother-in-law,  the  late  Don  Roberto  Leighton,  one  of  the 
leading  wholesale  druggists  of  that  place,  and  after  passing 
an  examination  at  the  mint  in  Santiago,  he  received  a  di- 
ploma from  the  Government  ofChili  authorising  him  to  assay 
gold,  silver,  and  copper  ores  within  the  Republic.  Hence- 
forth his  business  life  was  devoted  more  or  less  directly  to 
assaying  and  mining  operations  in  South  and  North 
America.  During  the  last  four  years  of  the  life  of  John 
Mitchell,  the  author  of  the  well-known  "  Manual  of  Assay- 
ing," he  was  partner  with  him  as  Mitchell  &  Rickard. 
Assayers,  Dunnings  Alley,  Bishopsgate  Street,  E.G.  In 
1864  he  went  out  to  California  as  an  assayer,  and  from  that 
time  up  to  1891  he  was  engaged  in  that  capacity  or  as  a 
prospector  by  various  companies,  finally  retiring  in  1891, 
when  his  health  broke  down. 

Smith. — At  London,  on  April  7,  after  an  operation,  Mr. 
Edward  Smith,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  formerly  in  business 
in  the  Strand,  Torquay.  Mr.  Smith,  until  compelled  by 
ill-health  to  retire,  for  years  took  an  active  part  in  public 
life,  both  in  political  and  municipal  affairs  in  Torquay.  He 
was  a  prominent  politician  and  was  a  member  for  years  of  the 
old  Local  Board. 

— At  Strathmiglo,  N.B.,  on  April  5,  Douglas 
Duncan,  widow  of  Mr.  John  Smith,  for  many  years  in  busi- 
ness as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  village,  aged  seventy- 
seven.

Truman.— At  Homefield.  Putney  Hill,  on  April  8,  Mr. 
Edwin  Thomas  Truman,  M.R.C.S.Eng.,  formerly  of  23  Old 
Burlington  street,  W.,  aged  eighty-six.   Mr.  Truman  was  a 
noted  dentist  in  his  day.    He  appears  to  have  been  the  first 
to  use  guttapercha  in  making  teeth,  and  published  a  paper 
on  the  subject  in  1848.    He  was  appointed  dentist  to  the 
Royal  Household  on  February  28,  1855,  and  held  the  ap- 
pointment until  the  day  of  his  death.     He  became  a 
M.R.C.S.  in  1859.   A  correspondent  of  the  "  Times  "  says  : 
Mr  Truman's  chief  claim  to  notice  is  in  connection  with 
the  perfection  of  the  Atlantic  cable.    The  cause  of  failure 
in  the  first  Atlantic  cable  in  1858  was  due  to  the  want  of 
perfect  and  durable  insulation.    A  Committee  was  formed 
to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  failure ;  and  the  chief  con- 
clusion arrived  at  was  that  the  proper  material  for  the  pro- 
tective covering  of  the  conductor  was  guttapercha,  which 
was  the  material  in  use,  but  had  not  been  properly  prepared 
owing  to  the  then  impossibility  of  thoroughly  purifying  it. 
During  the  sittings  of  the  Committeo  Mr.  Truman  dis- 
covered a  process  of  purifying  guttapercha  in  any  quantity 
by  purely  mechanical  means.  -  This  discovery  was  the  out- 
come of  experiment  extending  over  ten  years.     the  im- 
provement was  submitted  to  the  Committee,  who  tested  it 
and  found  it  satisfactory.    Mr.  Truman  disposed  of  his 
patent  to  the  Guttapercha  Co.,  who  made  the  cable  for  the 
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Atlantic  Telegraph  Co.,  with  the  result  that  all,  or  nearly 
all,  the  cables  subsequently  laid  have  been  covered  with 
guttapercha   purified    by    Mr.    Truman's    process.  Mr. 
Truman  continued  his  investigations,  and  in  1860  invented 
a  machine  for  the  preparation  of  crude  guttapercha — used 
to  make  a  perfectly  insulated  conductor — and  established  a 
factory  at  Vauxhall  Cross.   The  covered  wire  was  long  since 
adopted  by  the  General  Post  Office,  and  Mr.  Truman  is 
understood  to  have  reaped  the  rewards  of  his  investigations 
in  the  form  of  a  considerable  fortune. 
Mr.  Truman,  we  may  add,  was  a  member  of  the  Institution 
of  Electrical  Engineers,  and  was  editor  of  the  "Archives 
of  Dentistry."    For  some  years  his  dental  practice  at  Old 
Burlington  Street  has  been  carried  on  by  his  son,  Mr.  0.  E. 
Truman,  M.A.Cantab.,  M.R.C.S.Eng. 

— On  April  6,  at  157  Westbourne  Terrace, 
Thomas  Cooke  Wright,  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  barrister,  and 
Chairman  of  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  aged  eighty- 
two.

Industrial  Alcohol. 

From  the  politician's  point  of  view  the  most  interesting- 
feature  of  the  Budget  was  that  it  evidently  does  not  portend 
a  General  Election.  From  the  point  of  view  of  your  readers, 
the  most  interesting  feature  of  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain's 
financial  statement  was,  of  course,  his  reference  to  the  report 
of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee.  The  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  reminded  the  House  that  the  appointment 
of  the  Committee  arose  out  of  the  Finance  Bill  discussions  of 
last  year,  and  was  asked  to  inquire  into  the  facilities  that 
now  exist  for  the  use  of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes,  and 
to  recommend  any  changes  which  they  might  think  necessary 
with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  development  of  our  trade. 
"  Their  report,"  Mr.  Chamberlain  went  on  to  say,  "  reached 
me  a  few  days  ago,  and  will  be  in  the  hands  of  members 
within  a  very  short  time.  It  proposes  certain  changes  in 
our  regulations,  some  of  them  of  a  rather  technical  character, 
which  I  think  the  Committee  would  better  learn  from  the 
report  itself  than  from  any  statement  I  could  make.  I 
only  desire  to  say  that,  on  the  consideration  which  I  have  up 
to  the  present  time  been  able  to  give,  I  hope  to  be  able  to 
adopt  the  whole  of  these  recommendations,  though  they  will 
require  legislation,  and  must  form  the  subject  of  a  separate 
measure.  They  will,  I  believe,  remove  difficulties  which 
have  existed  in  the  use  of  alcohol  in  certain  trades,  and  I 
hope  they  will  be  accepted  as  a  satisfactory  solution  of  a 
very  difficult  and  complicated  problem  by  all  concerned." 

Sir  Albert  Rollit,  speaking  in  the  subsequent  discussion, 
gave  it  as  his  view  that  nothing  could  have  been  more 
acceptable  to  the  commercial  community  than  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain's proposal  to  remove  or  modify  the  present  restrictions 
upon  the  use  of  alcohol  for  business  and  industrial  purposes. 
It  was  not  too  much  to  say,  pursued  Sir  Albert,  that  these 
restrictions  not  only  gave  an  unfair  and  a  very  great  prefer- 
ence to  foreign  countries,  but  that  their  existence  had  abso- 
lutely banished  certain  forms  of  industrial  employment  from 
this  country.  He  applied  the  same  remark  to  the  small 
abatement  of  warehousing  charges  on  certain  dutiable  goods, 
which  as  a  system  are  vexatious,  and  cost  more  than  they  are 
worth. 

Mr.  Scott-Montagu,  who  later  in  the  debate  spoke  on  the 
same  subject,  complimented  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  on  the 
adoption  of  the  course  he  had  outlined.  He  was  of  opinion 
that  the  use  of  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  is  destined  to 
grow  in  this  country  as  it  had  done  in  such  countries  as 
Germany,  France,  and  Switzerland.  The  development  of 
its  use,  he  believed,  would  show  itself  specially  in  the  depart- 
ment of  combustion-engines,  and  would  obviate  our  relying 
solely  upon  the  supplies  of  petrol,  which  might  be  limited 
in  time  of  war.  As  had  been  the  case  in  Germany,  duty-free 
alcohol  would  impart  a  stimulus  to  agriculture  in  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  potatoes  from  which  the  raw  material  is  manu- 
factured, for  the  raising  of  which  many  parts  of  Ireland  he 
believed  to  be  well  suited. 

The  Chancellor's  announcement,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to 
say,  was  received  with  great  satisfaction  by  members  who 
have  interested  themselves  in  the  subject. 

The  Report. 

At  the  same  sitting  Mr.  Chamberlain  presented  a  copy  of 
the  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Industrial 
Alcohol,  and  it  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.  Subse- 
quently the  House 

Resolved  that  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  relating  to 
the  National  Debt,  Customs,  and  Inland  Revenue. 

This,  of  course,  has  relation  to  the  Alcohol  Committee's 
report,  and  in  order  to  give  effect  to  certain  of  its  recom- 
mendations. As  I  was  able  to  state  a  few  weeks  ago,  the 
report  is  extremely  favourable  to  the  users  and  manufac- 
turers of  spirits.  The  Committee  present  a  review  of  the 
conditions  under  which  alcohol  is  used  industrially,  especi- 
ally in  the  production  of  coal-tar  dyes,  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations, fine  chemicals,  explosives,  and  other  articles,  and 
touch  upon  its  use  for  lighting  and  motive  purposes.  It  is 
found  that  the  existing  law  and  regulations  give  sufficient 
power  for  the  manner  in  which  duty-free  spirit  is  used,  but 
recommendations  (six  in  all,  I  am  informed)  are  made  for 


facilitating  the  use  of  the  spirit.  These  recommendations 
will  necessitate  a  certain  sacrifice  of  public  money — indeed, 
there  is  authority  for  stating  that  the  reduction  in  the  duty 
and  fees  will  mean  a  loss  to  the  Exchequer  of  40,000?.  or 
50.000?.  a  year.  In  return  for  this  a  much  greater  measure 
of  freedom  will  be  secured  to  the  manufacturers  and  users 
and  certain  expenses  which  are  at  present  thrown  upon 
manufacturers  in  the  matter  of  Excise  supervision  will  be 
considerably  modified. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Pharmacy  Bill  did  not  meet  with  any  better  success 
than  formerly  on  Tuesday  night,  the  date  on  which  Mr. 
Lough  had  put  down  the  motion  for  its  second  reading. 
The  only  chance  of  the  measure  being  taken  turned  upon 
the  possibility  of  the  debate  on  an  Irish  motion  collapsing. 
The  debate  actually  did  terminate  shortly  after  11  o'clock, 
but  then  another  matter  intervened  which  kept  the  House 
occupied  till  midnight.  Mr.  Lough  was  in  his  place,  ready 
to  take  advantage  of  any  opportunity  that  might  present 
itself.  The  Fates,  however,  were  against  him,  and  he  has 
now  put  down  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  for  Friday, 
May  5.  As  seven  other  Bills  have  precedence  of  it  on  this 
date  the  prospects  are  not  hopeful. 

Medicine-chest  for  St.  Stephen's. 
Sir  William  Tomlinson  has  asked  Lord  Balcarres,  as 
representing  the  First  Commisioner  of  Works,  whether 
there  is  within  the  precincts  of  the  House  any  medicine- 
chest  for  use  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  illness ;  if  so, 
where  it  is  kept ;  who  is  responsible  for  its  custody  and 
the  replenishment  of  the  stores ;  and  when  these  stores 
were  last  inspected  ?  Lord  Balcarres's  answer  was  :  ' '  This 
is  not  a  matter  in  which  the  First  Commissioner  has  any 
jurisdiction.  It  appears  to  be  one  for  the  authorities  of 
the  House." 

Advertisement  Regulations  Bill. 
This  measure,  as  amended  on  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Lords,  applies  to  advertisements  on  hoardings 
and  similar  structures  exceeding  12  ft.  in  height.  By- 
laws made  under  it  by  local  authorities  are  to  be  confirmed 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty  days  after 
publication  by  local  authorities,  and  the  Secretary  is  given 
power  to  direct  inquiry  and  hear  objections  to  such  by- 
laws. A  penalty,  not  exceeding  51.  and  1/.  a  day  after 
conviction  is  obtained,  is  imposed  on  those  who  infringe 
by-laws. 

Sunday  Closing  (Shops)  Bill. 
The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  this  Bill 
met  for  the  first  time  on  April  7,  Lord  Avebury  presiding. 
Mr.  James  Kendell,  Secretary  of  the  Manchester  and  Dis- 
trict Grocers'  Association,  stated  that  seven  thousand  shops 
are  open  in  Manchester  on  Sundays,  and  the  numbers  are 
increasing.  In  Liverpool,  according  to  Mr.  J.  Charles, 
Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Tradesmen's  Association,  4.581 
shops  were  open  on  a  recent  Sunday  when  a  census  was 
taken,  and  nothing  will  be  done  with  the  Shop-hours  Act, 
1904,  until  something  is  done  about  Sunday  closing.  Mr. 
Perry,  President  of  the  Belfast  and  North  of  Ireland 
Grocers'  Association,  and  others  gave  evidence  in  favour  of 
the  Bill.  The  sittings  were  resumed  this  week  and  Mr. 
Milligan,  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Shopkeepers'  and 
Assistants'  Union,  gave  evidence,  strongly  supporting  the 
Bill.  He  said  there  are  3,040  shops  now  open  in  Glasgow  on 
Sunday,  which  include  224  chemists'  shops.  In  1900,  how- 
ever, the  number  of  chemists'  shops  open  was  greater,  so 
that  they  seem  to  think  it  is  not  so  necessary  to  open  on 
Sunday.  In  Kilmarnock  there  are  no  shops  at  all  open 
except  eight  chemists'. 

The  Budget. 

The  only  change  in  taxation  proposed  by  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  in  his  Budget  speech  on  Monday  was  a 
reduction  of  2d.  per  lb.  in  the  import-duty  on  tea.  This 
has  been  agreed  to,  and  on  July  1  the  duty  will  accordingly 
be  reduced  to  6rf.  per  lb.

Preparations  of  Poisons 

might  provide  a  popular  game  for 
chemists'  associations  for  winters'  evenings.  Each  player 
should  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  schedule  and  with  the 
additions  to  it,  including  those  just  recommended.  The 
company  would  then  be  started  on  an  interpretation  expedi- 
tion. The  interest  would  be  enhanced  if  one  or  two  of  the 
group  had  read  up  the  judgments  in  the  several  High  Court 
cases  which  have  been  decided.  Scores  of  young  pharma- 
cists have  written  to  the  Registrar  or  to  long-suffering- 
editors  triumphantly  demanding  to  know  whether  chloro- 
form-water should  be  labelled  "  Poison."  Each  one  fondly 
fancies  that  this  difficulty  has  been  specially  revealed  to  him. 
That,  as  it  happens,  is  an  easy  one,  but  perplexities  multiply 
as  the  study  proceeds.  For  instance,  the  compilers  of  the 
schedule  placed  arsenic  "and  its  preparations"  in  Part  1, 
but  they  did  not  add  "  and  its  preparations  "  to  prussic  acid. 
This  oversight  was  rectified  in  1869,  but  emetic  tartar  has 
remained  in  its  isolated  dignity  all  these  years.  The 
natural  inference  is  therefore  that  preparations  of  emetic 
tartar  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  poisons.    Not  so  fast.  The 

High  Court  has  Declared 

that  if  an  article  containing  a 
poison  is  sold,  that  is  equivalent  to  a  sale  of  that  poison. 
That  seems  to  make  the  words  "and  its  preparations" 
superfluous  in  all  cases.  But  when  it  is  found  that  morphine 
and  corrosive  sublimate  come  in  Part  1  of  the  schedule  and 
that  preparations  of  these  poisons  are  conveniently  relegated 
to  Part  2,  we  wonder  how  the  judgment  and  the  schedule 
are  to  be  reconciled.  Then  what  is  a  preparation  ?  If  I 
sprinkle  some  lavender-water  on  my  handkerchief,  does  the 
handkerchief  become  a  preparation  of  lavender?  Perhaps 
not;  but  if  I  sprinkle  some  arsenic  on  paper  and  sell  it  to 
kill  flies,  that  paper  appears  to  have  become  a  preparation 
of  arsenic.  A  plum-pudding  may  be  a  preparation  of  plums, 
but  is  it  also  a  preparation  of  suet,  of  lemon-peel,  of 
nutmegs?  Then  there  are  the  corrosive-sublimate  tablets 
containing  50  per  cent,  of  the  poison,  as  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Hobbs.  Mr.  Hobbs  wants  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to 
say  whether  they  are  corrosive  sublimate  or  a  preparation 
of  corrosive  sublimate.  But  the  Council  would  have  to  go 
further  and  say  whether  55  or  45  per  cent,  affected  the 
matter,  or  at  what  percentage  the  line  separating  the  poison 
from  its  preparation  had  to  be  drawn. 

Exercise  your  Discretion, 

say  ex-Presidents  Carteighe  and 
Hills.  You  are  qualified  and  are  capable  of  judging  for 
yourselves.  Besides,  among  the  millions  of  transactions 
since  1868  the  actual  working  dilemmas  have  been  very 
few;  not  one  in  a  million,  perhaps.  That  is  specious,  Mr. 
Hobbs  and  his  friends  may  reply,  but  here  is  Leggett  the 
Litigious  who  mocks  at  our  unaided  judgment,  and 
stipendiaries  and  judges  who  assume  that  discretion  is  their 
particular  and  exclusive  prerogative.  All  this  goes  to 
show  that  definition  of  the  schedule  might  be  a  popular 
topic  for  associations  to  discuss,  and  probably  some  very 
young  men,  and  such  associations  as  those  of  Dewslrury 
and  of  North-East  Lancashire,  might  be  willing  to  lay 
down  authoritative  expositions  of  it.  But  pending  another 
amending  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  very  suggestion  of  which 
would  make  the  trade  shudder,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
schedule  must  be  classed  with  inflictions,  like  the  weather, 
the  taxes,  and  mothers-in-law,  which  must  be  endured  as 
best  they  may  be. 


Sir  Michael  Hicks  Beach, 

after  a  year's  reflection,  sees  no 
reason  to  modify  his  opinion  that  "the  presence  of  a 
qualified  man  in  a  chemist's  shop  is  all  that  can  be 
demanded  " ;  and  Sir  Gilbert  Parker,  after  an  equal  oppor- 
tunity for  consideration,  maintains  his  original  view,  that 
companies  "possessing  neither  qualification  nor  knowledge 
of  pharmacy,  and  caring  for  nothing  but  the  making  of 
money,  should  not  be  allowed  to  compete  with  honourable 
men  who  have  secured  the  right  to  trade  as  pharmacists 
after  long  study."  This  is  not  exactly  the  issue  we  have 
raised,  because  we  have  not  objected  to  the  competition 
of  unqualified  companies  on  fair  terms.  But  it  presents  the 
essence  of  the  controversy  from  a  most  important  point  of 
view.  Does  the  nation  want  pharmacists,  or  is  it  to  be 
satisfied  with  merely  certificated  assistants?  Efficient 
service  will  net  be  secured  if  the  probable  reward  of  skill  and 
knowledge  is  only  to  be  the  hired  man  of  companies  whose 
directors,  as  Mr.  Robinson  says,  cannot  allow  the  manager 
of  the  pharmaceutical  department  to  be  on  an  equality  with 
their  dignified  selves. 

Natural  Mineral  Waters 

are  yielded  by  the  earth,  so  far  as 
we  know,  wherever  man  can  live.  Certainly  every 
European  country  is  provided  with  its  own  abundant 
variety  of  them,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  Nature  intended 
that  in  this  respect  at  least  the  local  provision  should  be 
self-sufficing.  It  may  have  been  good  for  them  and  good 
for  us  that  the  Roman  senators  should  make  journeys  to  the 
Urbs  Aquas  Solis  which  we  now  call  Bath,  and  it  may  be 
similarly  useful  that  our  senators  should  occasionally  travel 
to  a  spring  in  Bohemia ;  but  I  can  sympathise  with  Chelten- 
ham and  he--  associates  in  neglect  who,  possessing  waters 
quite  as  nasty  in  taste,  have  to  look  on  sadly  at  the 
favour  shown  to  rivals  whose  only  claim  to  preference, 
so  Cheltenham  believes,  is  a  foreign  name.  Notwithstand- 
ing all  the  chemical  and  therapeutical  investigation  to 
which  natural  mineral  waters  have  been  subjected,  there 
is  still  much  mystery  about  them.  It  is  not  known  how 
they  get  the  salts  with  which  they  are  impregnated,  nor 
how  they  acquire  the  heat  which  characterises  many  of 
them ;  nor  whether  they  are  endowed  with  the  subtle 
spiritual  or  vital  virtues  which  seme  of  their  past  advo- 
cates claimed  for  them,  or  with  electric  properties,  which 
is  our  scientific  way  of  saying  the  same  thing.  Now  that 
physicists  are  suggesting  that  the  n  rays,  if  they  exist,  may 
be  the  medium  of  thought-transference,  it  may  be  per- 
mitted to  attribute  some  restorative  emanation  to  these 
products  in  addition  to  the  medicinal  qualities  due  to  their 
known  composition.  Whether  that  emanation  can  be 
bottled,  capsuled,  and  exported  is  another  question. 

The  New  Council  Candidates 

have  succeeded,  without  col- 
lusion or  intention,  in  effectually  queering  the  pitch  for 
themselves  in  the  forthcoming  contest.  In  the  absence  of 
any  question  of  national  concern,  the  rivalry  between  the 
London  Association  and  the  West  Riding  Association  might 
have  excited  enough  sympathy  to  have  given  one  of  the 
candidates  a  seat ;  but  with  both  these  forces  entering  on 
the  contest  with  a  pair  of  champions  who  in  neither  case 
have  been  trained  to  run  in  double  harness,  the  votes 
necessary  for  a  place  in  the  top  seven  can  hardly  fail  to  be 
so  scattered  as  to  destroy  the  chance  which  possibly  one  of- 
the  new  men  might  have  had.  Then,  to  render  assurance 
of  failure  doubly  sure,  a  Scotch  competitor,  whose  faith  in 
English  generosity  must  be  abnormal,  joins  in  the  scramble. 
So  far  no  decent  casus  belli  has  been  raised  to  justify 
partisanship ;  but  I  suppose  the  members  of  the  Society 
would  rather  have  a  glove  combat  than  no  fight  at  all.

EMtodal  Comments. 


The  Proposed  Poisons. 

If  all  the  articles  mentioned  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Coun- 
cil's resolution  last  week  are  approved  by  the  Privy  Council, 
the  additions  will  be  the  most  numerous  since  1869,  and  on 
the  whole  they  will  affect  a  goodly  number  of  ordinary 
medicinal  agents  which  the  public  have  up  to  the  present 
regarded  as  harmless  and  non-poisonous  substances.  Besides 
headache-powders  containing  acetanilide  there  are  many 
preparations  containing  small  doses  of  cocaine,  generally  in 
the  form  of  throat-lozenges,  pastilles  and  tablets,  which  will 
require  the  poison-label.  As  a  means  of  indicating  the 
change  and  conforming  with  the  law  the  following  labels  are 
suggested  : 


To  conform  with  the  law  this  article  must  be  labelled 
POISON,  bat  it  can  be  taken  with  perfect  safety  in  the 
doses  indicated. 


By  order  of  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council  one  of  the 
ingredients  in  this  preparation  has  been  added  to 
Schedule  A  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.  In  consequence 
the  preparation  has  to  be  labelled  POISON,  but  it  can  be 
taken  as  directed  with  perfect  safety,  all  the  ingredients 
being  well-known  medicines  in  recognised  doses. 


Labels  of  a  similar  character  but  somewhat  archaic  in  word- 
ing are  at  present  in  use.  We  shall  be  glad  to  receive  from 
our  readers  any  other  suggestions  to  meet  the  difficulty.  In 
connection  with  acetanilide  it  may  be  useful  to  mention 
some  substances  allied  to  it  in  therapeutic  properties  which 
may  replace  it  without  attracting  attention  : 

Bemacetin  or  phenacetin  carbonate.   Dose  :  7£  to  15  grains. 

Citrophen  is  phenacetin  with  a  citric  instead  of  an  acetic 
radicle  in  the  molecule.   Dose :  7^  to  15  grains. 

Lactophenin.— -In  this  the  substitution  is  that  of  the  lactic 
radicle  in  the  molecule.  Dose :  7^  to  15  grains. 

Phenacetin. — Extensively  used  as  a  headache  and  neuralgic 
powder  in  8-grain  doses. 

Phenazone  is  much  used  in  5  to  10  grain  doses. 

Triphenin  resembles  phenacetin,  and  has  a  similar  action  in 
neuralgia.   Dose  :  15  grains. 

These  are  all  entire  drugs.  There  are  on  the  market 
several  mixtures  of  acetanilide  with  heart-stimulating  sub- 
stances [e.g.,  antikamnia)  which  will  be  subject  to  the  new 
conditions.  It  seems  advisable  that  manufacturers  of 
proprietary  articles  into  whose  composition  enter  any  of  the 
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proposed  poisons,  should  make  early  declaration  of  the  fact 
so  that  retailers  may  be  in  a  position  to  conform  with  the 
law. 

We  learn  ..nat  the  proposed  scheduling  of  acetanilide  has 
caused  something  not  far  short  of  consternation  in  some 
quarters.  The  business  done  in  acetanilide  headache- 
powders  is  so  enormous  that  few  have  any  conception  of  it. 
Ten-ton  contracts  for  the  drug  from  packers  are  not  at  all 
uncommon,  and  practically  all  these  large  lots  are  distri- 
buted to  the  public  through  small  shopkeepers  as  headache- 
powders.  This  was  the  evil  adverted  to  by  Dr.  Wynn 
Westcott  when  he  stated  to  the  Committee  on  Poisons  that 
the  article  should  be  scheduled.  We  mention  this  because 
there  is  a  disposition  in  some  quarters  to  regard  the  proposal 
as  an  attempt  by  the  representatives  of  registered  chemists 
to  secure  a  monopoly.  It  is  not  so.  We  have  been  asked  if 
the  resolution  is  final.  So  far  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
is  concerned  it  is.  There  have  been  at  least  two  notable 
occasions  on  which  the  Privy  Council  has  not  agreed  to 
similar  resolutions,  but  on  the  present  occasion  the  initiative 
came  from  the  Privy  Council;  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  taking  it  up  has  conferred  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  former,  the  result  being  a  tacit  agreement  that 
the  resolution  will  be  approved  as  a  whole.  Two  years  ago, 
when  the  matter  was  first  mooted,  Whitehall  was  not  un- 
willing to  lend  an  ear  to  the  voice  of  protesters,  but  this  week 
the  ear  is  deaf. 


The  Quarter's  Export  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  of  British  trade  for  March 
are  again  remarkably  good  as  regards  exports,  the  increase 
for  the  month  being  3,819,000/.  or  15  per  cent.,  the  total 
representing  twenty-eight  millions  sterling.  The  exports 
are  all  the  more  satisfactory  as  there  was  a  decline  of  prac- 
tically a  quarter  of  a  million  in  raw  materials,  of  which 
317,464/.  was  in  coal.  The  heaviest  gain  is  in  manufactured 
articles,  which  show  an  improvement  of  3,870,000/. ;  the 
feature  here  is  the  exceptionally  large  advance  in  yarns  and 
textiles,  especially  cotton  goods.  As  regards  imports  for 
the  month  there  is  little  change,  the  total  being  291,000/. 
higher.  Dutiable  food  is  135,000/.  less.  Tea,  for  example, 
has  increased  half  a  million  pounds,  but  the  value  is  22,000/! 
lower,  so  that  Budget  anticipations  did  not  appeal  strongly 
to  importers.  Looking  at  the  first  quarter  there  is  every 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  course  of  our  foreign  trade. 
The  imports,  it  is  true,  only  show  a  gain  of  677,000/.,  or 
£  per  cent,  on  a  total  of  139J,  millions  sterling,  but  the' ex- 
ports are  six  millions  more  or  8  per  cent.,  the  total  being 
78,329,000/.  The  fact  that  our  exports  should  have  ad- 
vanced so  much  more  than  our  imports  must  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  There  is  a  decline  of  578,000/.  in  raw 
materials,  due  to  the  decline  in  the  price  of  raw  cotton. 
When  it  is  considered  that  our  imports  of  raw  cotton  from 
the  United  States  advanced  from  3,288,000  cwt.  to  4,186,000 
cwt.,  or  898,000  cwt.  more,  while  the  cost  was  reduced  from 
10,966,000/.  to  9,485,000/.,  or  1,481,000/.  less,  it  cannot  be 
said  that  we  are  starving  for  lack  of  raw  material.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  was  an  advance  of  three  millions  sterling 
in  our  imports  of  wool,  for  which  we  only  got  an  increase  of 
seventy  million  pounds  in  weight,  Food,  drink,  and  tobacco 
cost  us  716,000/.  less,  but  the  heavy  increase  in  the  cost  of 
sugar  is  again  noticeable,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  quarter's 
figures  given  below  :

These  figures  speak  for  themselves.  So  far  this  year  we 
have  paid  Germany  alone  well  over  two  millions  sterling  for 


refined  and  unrefined  sugar,  of  which  we  have  had  2.8C0.000 
cwt.,  whereas  a  meagre  335,000  cwt.  represents  our  imports 
from  the  British  West  Indies  at  a  cost  of  295,000/.  We  have 
imported  two  millions'  worth  more  of  manufactured  articles, 
of  which  "chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours"  represent 
an  increase  of  167,000/.,  their  values  being  2,424,000/.  A 
feature  under  this  heading  is  an  alarming  increase  in  the 
imports  of  soda  compounds  from  the  Continent,  which  have 
risen  from  75,435  cwt.  (26,446/.)  to  110.953  cwt.  (31,760/.). 
A  fair  proportion  of  these  "  compounds  "  is  soda  crystals  of 
dubious  quality.  Among  other  increased  importations  are 
brimstone,  coal-products  (not  dyes),  cream  of  tartar,  tartaric 
acid,  quinine  and  quinine  salts,  unenumerated  drugs  and 
medicines,  tanning-bark,  and  coal-tar  dyes.  Bleaching- 
materials  are  3,000  cwt.  less,  and  borax  and  its  compounds 
have  shrunk  to  less  than  half;  glycerin  is  also  8,000  cwt. 
less,  and  saltpetre  has  declined  by  20,000  cwt,  The  imports 
of  quinine  were  200,976  oz.,  valued  at  9,554/.,  or  lljrf.  per 
oz.  Imports  of  quicksilver  are  less  by  56,000  lbs.  (say, 
15,320  bottles,  against  16,085  bottles).  Oil-seeds  (with  the 
exception  of  cotton)  are  all  on  the  down  grade,  added  to 
which  the  imports  of  petroleum  declined  considerably,  and 
the  high  price  of  turpentine  is  reflected  in  the  much  smaller 
shipments  of  84,600  cwt.,  which  compares  with  92.600  cwt. 
and  119,000  cwt.  in  the  corresponding  periods  of  1904  and 
1903  respectively.  A  reduction  of  20,000  cwt.  in  shellac  and 
other  lacs  is  noticeable,  while  gum  arabic  now  stands  at 
22,500  cwt,  (30,000/.),  which  figures,  taken  in  conjunction 
with  the  fairly  heavy  stocks  existing  in  London,  may  prevent 
the  present  advancing  tendency  of  prices  from  crystallising. 
Imports  of  soap  have  risen  from  86,800  cwt.  to  125,500  cwt., 
of  which  44,175  cwt.  is  credited  to  stock  and  powder,  75,800 
cwt.  to  household-soap,  and  5,500  cwt.  to  toilet-soap. 

On  the  export  side  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  ought  to 
have  no  cause  for  complaint,  as  we  have  exported  practically 
four  millions'  worth  of  these  and  allied  goods,  or  192,300/. 
more  than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1904.  With  few 
exceptions  the  improvement  is  all  round,  but  perhaps  the 
most  satisfactory  feature  is  the  increased  exports  of  bleach- 
ing-materials  to  the  United  States,  which,  however,  are  still 
below  those  of  1903.  Soda  compounds,  too,  are  also  better, 
each  item,  with  the  exception  of  soda  sulphate,  being  on  the 
up  grade.  Coal-tar  products  are  up  to  3,143,000  lbs., 
against  3,039,000  lbs.  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1904. 
The  exports  of  sulphate  of  copper  are  disappointing,  being 
28.000  cwt.  against  31,000  cwt,  ;  cream  of  tartar,  glycerin, 
and  sulphur  are  slightly  less.  Exports  of  British  quinine 
and  quinine  sulphate  declined  from  165,817  oz.  to  114,286 
oz.,  having  a  value  of  7.111/.,  or  almost  Is.  M.  per  oz. 
A  satisfactory  item  is  the  exports  of  "  unenumerated  drugs 
and  medicines"  (practically  pharmaceutical  preparations), 
which  amounted  to  285,091/..  compared  with  252,947/., 
which  indicates  that  the  export  inquiry  has  improved.  The 
re-exports  of  foreign  and  colonial  merchandise  include 
drugs,  chemicals,  dyes,  and  colours  valued  at  353,000/., 
against  434,000/.  for  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 
Re-exports  of  foreign-made  quinine  were  declared  at 
22,060  oz.  only,  or  20,000  oz.  less,  the  value  of  which  works 
out  at  Is.  per  oz.  Borax,  glycerin,  and  cinchona  show  a 
substantial  falling-off  also,  minor  articles  like  cream  of 
tartar  and  tartaric  acid  having  improved.  The  exports  of 
quicksilver  amounted  to  practically  500,000  lbs.,  or  6,571 
bottles,  against  464,600  lbs.,  or  6,194  bottles,  during  the 
first  three  months  of  1904;  prices,  however,  show  a  lower 
range. 

Regarding  the  figures  as  a  whole  it  is  obvious  that  they 
show  no  reason  for  dissatisfaction,  and  they  are  the  best 
evidence  possible  that  internal  trade  will  soon  be  on  the  up 
grade.    This,  however,  does  not  wholly  depend  on  our 
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external  commerce,  for  the  political  conditions  are  blocking 
business  somewhat.  Political  leaders  on  both  sides  are 
calculating  on  a  dissolution  taking  place  between  the  har- 
vests (hay  and  corn) — that  is,  some  time  about  July  or 
August — but  it  may  be  delayed  for  a  month  or  two  after  the 
corn-harvest.  The  sooner  it  comes  the  better,  for  the  gain 
in  legislation  does  not  balance  the  loss  of  trade  that  the 
present  spirit  of  uncertainty  is  fostering. 


German  Dispensing-charges. 

The  German  medicine-tariff  (Deutsche  Arzneitaxe)  has  at 
last  appeared,  and  came  into  force  on  April  1.  It  is  a 
small  book  of  ninety-three  pages,  divided  into  two  parts  : 
the  tariff  for  manipulations  in  making  up  prescriptions,  and 
the  prices  for  the  drugs  themselves.  The  first  pages  deal 
with  the  principles  for  calculating  the  sale-price  of  drugs. 
As  a  rule,  the  wholesale  price  of  a  kilogram  of  the  article 
is  to  serve  as  basis.  If  the  price  is  under  30s.,  the  sale- 
price  is  double  that ;  if  the  wholesale  price  is  more  than  30s., 
but  under  40s.,  the  sale-price  is  60s.,  and  for  drugs  costing 
more  than  40.s.  a  kilogram,  half  of  the  cost-price  is  to  be 
added.  The  sale-price  for  100  grams  is  obtained  by  divid- 
ing the  sale-price  for  a  kilogram  by  8,  that  for  10  grams  by 
dividing  the  100-grams  price  by  8,  and  so  on.  The  charges 
for  the  preparation  of  galenicals  are  also  given,  thus  the 
making  of  one  kilogram  of  a  fluid  extract  is  charged  6s.,  of 
an  ointment  not  requiring  melting,  Is.,  requiring  melting, 
2s.  6d.,  etc.  Then  follow  the  charges  to  be  made  for  the 
various  necessary  manipulations  in  making  up  a  prescrip- 
tion. These  charges,  which  are  a  novelty,  are  not  based 
upon  the  quantity  of  drugs  used,  but  are  now  inclusive  of 
water,  number  of  times  of  weighing,  etc.  Thus  the  pre- 
paration of  a  mixture  by  the  simple  mixing  of  various 
fluids  costs  10  pfennigs  (l^d.),  the  dissolving  of  salts, 
extracts,  etc.,  35  pfennigs  (4-^d.)  ;  the  preparation  of  an 
infusion,  saturation,  emulsion,  or  jelly  is  charged  40  pfen- 
nigs {5d.),  up  to  fifty  pills  also  5d.,  and  for  every  further 
fifty  2^d.  is  charged.  For  mixing  fine  powders  2^d.  besides 
a  halfpenny  for  each  dose  is  to  be  reckoned,  including  the 
paper  the  powder  is  wrapped  in.  Three  suppositories,  or 
less,  cost  5d. ;  each  one  over  this  number  l^d.  more.  Lastly, 
for  the  "  dispensation" — that  is  to  say,  for  the  cork,  label, 
and  paper  cap — a  charge  of  l%d.  is  made.  There  is  a  pro- 
vision, however,  that  one  price  is  to  include  all  the  neces- 
sary work,  thus  it  is  not  permitted  to  charge  for  dissolving 
and  also  for  making  an  infusion ;  the  higher  price,  that  for 
an  infusion,  may  alone  be  charged.  For  proprietary  medi- 
cines sold  in  their  original  packing  the  apotheker  is  allowed 
to  add  60  per  cent,  to  the  wholesale  price,  unless  the  manu- 
facturer has  already  fixed  a  higher  sale-price.  He  is 
further  permitted  to  charge  for  his  outlays  on  telegrams, 
postage,  Customs-duty,  etc.,  if  these  have  been  necessary. 
If  he  has  to  open  a  proprietary  medicine  to  retail  a  small 
quantity,  his  charge  is  double  the  cost-price  besides  "  dis- 
pensation "  and  container  extra.  For  medicaments  of  all 
kinds  sold  between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  the  apotheker  is 
permitted  to  add  a  surcharge  not  exceeding  6d.  The 
"taxing"  of  a  prescription  in  Germany  is  made  up  by 
adding  together  the  prices  for  (1)  the  drugs  prescribed, 
(2)  necessary  manipulations,  (3]  dispensing,  and  (4)  the 
receptacle.  The  one  important  point  in  the  new  tariff  is 
the  fact  that  a  uniform  discount  to  be  deducted  from  the 
prescriptions  of  sick-clubs  and  Government  insurance 
unions  for  the  whole  Empire  has  been  omitted.  Hitherto, 
the  Government  of  each  State  has  been  at  liberty  to  fix  this, 
so  that  the  hopes  entertained  that  the  tension  existing 
between  sick-clubs  and  the  apotheker  as  to  discount  would 


be  removed  by  an  Imperial  measure  have  not  been  realised. 
The  organ  of  the  sick-clubs  already  attacks  the  new  tariff 
as  being  dearer  than  the  former  Prussian  one,  and  calls 
upon  the  clubs  to  have  the  prescriptions  of  their  members 
from  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  taxed  according  to 
the  new  tariff  for  comparison.  The  result  is  to  serve  as 
basis  for  an  agitation  to  change  the  new  tariff. 

In  connection  with  the  night-duty  charge  the  Berlin  Phar- 
maceutische  Gcsellschaft  has  decided,  by  way  of  trial, 
during  the  present  quarter  to  make  an  extra  charge  of  3d.  for 
dispensing  prescriptions  and  the  supply  of  other  medicines 
which  are  asked  for  between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  This 
additional  tax  is  said  not  to  apply  to  services  rendered  on 
behalf  of  sick  clubs,  but  the  Berlin  Sick  Fund  Association 
is  of  a  contrary  opinion,  and  has  lodged  a  protest  in  the 
hope  of  the  Government  being  induced  to  revise  the  regula- 
tion. 

Agitation  Justified. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  acceptance  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee  has 
given  general  satisfaction  to  those  who  were  concerned  in 
promoting  the  inquiry.  This  of  itself  suffices  to  show  that 
the  report  is  favourable  to  users  of  alcohol  for  industrial 
purposes,  but,  whatever  the  terms  may  be  (and  as  the  report 
is  not  yet  published  details  are  not  available),  it  is  satis- 
factory to  know  that  through  the  remission  of  surtax  and 
removal  of  the  cost  of  supervision,  manufacturers  will  re- 
ceive the  equivalent  of  a  capitalised  sum  of,  at  least, 
1,000,000Z.  So  far  as  we  can  gather  the  report  also  en- 
courages manufacturers  in  other  directions,  and  even  in  that 
category  may  be  included  the  advice  which,  we  understand, 
is  given  as  to  the  impossibility  of  chemical  manufacturing 
being  carried  on  profitably  nowadays  without  collateral 
research  work.

The  ground  of  the  decision  is  that  the  description  indicates 
the  operation  of  the  medicine  on  an  organ  or  constituent  of 
the  human  body.  It  is  therefore  within  No.  iv.  of  para- 
graph 23  of  the  official  general  observations  as  reprinted  in 
The  Chemists'  &  Druggists'  Diary,  1905,  p.  251.  In  conse- 
quence of  this  ruling  the  title  "  Blood-formers,"  in  the  non- 
dutiable  list  on  p.  285  of  the  Diary,  should  be  deleted,  and  it 
is  obvious  that  any  similar  descriptions,  such  as  "Blood- 
forming  "  will  also  involve  liability  to  duty.  It  may,  how- 
ever, be  noted  that  in  the  above  case  the  principal  in- 
gredient (haemoglobin)  is  declared,  so  that  the  capsules 
are  exempt  from  duty  when  sold  by  chemists. 

The  German  Tariff. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Tariff  Commission  has  prepared  a> 
memorandum  on  the  new  German  commercial  treaties  and 
the  new  German  tariff,  which  were  dealt  with  in  our  issue 
of  April  1.  The  principal  provisions  of  the  new  tariff  are 
stated  on  p.  3  of  the  memorandum,  and  as  there  are  certain 
points  which  it  is  suggested  should  be  kept  in  view  in  con-

sidering  the  effects  of  the  new  tariff,  the  Secretary  will  be 
glad  of  any  information  which  may  throw  light  upon  the 
way  in  which  the  new  arrangements  are  likely  to  affect  the 
chemical-trade.  At  the  present  time  we  are  granted  "  most- 
favoured-nation "  treatment,  the  arrangement  being  tem- 
porary and  passed  from  year  to  year.  This  "most- 
favoured-nation" clause  is  interpreted  in  many  ways,  for, 
as  we  mentioned  a  fortnight  ago,  Germany  has  concluded 
new  treaties  with  Continental  nations,  which  operate  solely 
to  the  advantage  of  those  countries,  and  thus  the  oft-quoted 
phrase  has  been  robbed  of  its  meaning  and  importance. 

The  G.P.O.  as  a  Trader. 

For  the  sum  of  five  shillings  the  Secretary  of  the  Post 
Office  is  prepared  to  supply  a  contrivance  called  "  Tele- 
phonine"  for  disinfecting  telephone  "mouthpieces."  The 
following  is  the  description  of  it  which  comes  to  us  : 

It  consists  of  a  cap  containing  an  antiseptic  pad,  hinged 
to  a  piece  that  attaches  the  whole  in  a  simple  manner  to 
the  telephone  mouthpiece.  Included  with  the  outfit  is  a 
bottle  of  a  pleasantly  perfumed  disinfectant,  a  few  drops 
of  which  poured  on  the  pad  every  three  or  four  weeks 
keeps  the  interior  of  the  mouthpiece  sweet  and  pure. 
When  the  conversation  is  finished,  the  cap  is  simply 
snapped  by  the  user  over  the  mouthpiece,  rendering  it 
germ-proof. 

The  G.P.O.  is,  we  know,  very  enterprising,  but  it  ought  not 
to  do  anything  so  absurd  as  to  give  its  endorsement  to  an 
"antiseptic,"  a  few  drops  of  which  will  keep  a  telephone- 
mouthpiece  sterile  for  as  many  weeks.  That  is  a  con- 
summation in  asepticity  devoutly  to  be  wished,  but  it  in- 
volves problems  still  unsolved. 

The  Supply  of  Dentists. 
It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that,  while  other  "learned"  pro- 
fessions have  had  in  recent  years  a  tendency  to  become  over- 
crowded, the  dental  profession  makes  little  or  no  numerical 
progress.  A  comparison  of  the  Dentists'  Register  for  1900 
and  that  for  1905  shows  that  the  registered  dentists  at  the 
present  time  are  actually  fewer  in  number  by  fifteen  than 
they  were  five  years  ago.  The  total  number  for  1905  is 
4,734,  of  whom  2,315  are  persons  (without  any  additional 
qualification)  who  are  registered  on  their  own  declarations 
in  bond-fide  practice  of  dentistry.  Naturally  this  number 
is  becoming  smaller  yearly  as  "  persons  in  practice  before 
July  22,  1878  "  die  out,  but  the  licentiates  of  the  various 
colleges  do  not  increase  proportionately  to  keep  up  the 
supply.  It  is  a  question,  therefore,  whether  the  working 
of  the  Dentists  Act  is  not  acting  in  restraint  of  public- 
demand.  The  licensed  dentist  is  naturally  a  more  expen- 
sive product  than  the  older  (but  probably  well  experienced) 
man  in  practice  before  the  Act.  The  cheaper  men  are 
going  out,  and  their  places  are  being  filled  by  a  smaller 
number  of  higher-priced  licentiates,  whose  fees  the  general 
public  cannot  afford  to  pay.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
to  find  that  chemists  with  dental  experience  have  a  large 
clientele,  and  that" "  unregistered  "  toothpullers  flourish  as 
the  green  bay-tree.  The  proportion  of  chemists  who  are  also 
dentists  is  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  whole.  In  fifty  pages  of 
the  register  for  1905,  containing  1,050  names,  we  counted 
exactly  100  registered  chemists.  There  are  only  three 
dentists  on  the  register  with  colonial  (Victoria)  qualifica- 
tions, and  twenty-five  American  doctors  of  dentistry  are  on 
the  British  register.

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Salicylic  Acid  in  Wine. 
At  Moville  four  traders  were  summoned  for  selling  ginger- 
wine  containing  salicylic  acid,  but  all  the  cases  were  dis- 
missed, as  the  Magistrates  found  that  the  acid  was  not 
injurious  in  the  quantity  in  which  it  was  found  in  the  wine. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  Daventry  on  April  5,  William  C.  Kirby,  Secretary  of 
the  Harpole  Co-operative  Society,  was  summoned  for  selling 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was  certified  to  be  deficient  in 
nitrous  ether  to  the  extent  of  over  50  per  cent.  A  fine  of 
15s.,  and  6s.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Mercury  Ointment. 
At  Withernsea  on  April  8,  Mr.  John  George  Twigg,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Withernsea,  was  summoned  for  selling  mer- 
cury ointment  which  Mr.  J.  Baynes,  public  analyst  for  Hull, 
certified  to  contain  22.27  per  cent,  of  mercury,  instead  of 
the  P.B.  quantity — 48.5  per  cent.  The  defendant  called 
two  colleagues  to  support  him  in  his  contention  that  the 
article  required  by  the  public  is  ung.  hydrargyri  mitius,  and 
after  hearing  this  evidence  the  Magistrates  dismissed  the 
summons. 

Dried  Milk. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  April  10,  the  Civil  Service 
Supply  Association,  Ltd.,  Bedford  Street,  were  summoned 
by  the  Westminster  City  Council  for  selling  dried  milk  de- 
ficient in  fat.  The  defence  of  a  warranty  was  successfully 
set  up  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck,  who  appeared  for  the  association, 
and  explained  that  the  article  was  made  by  the  West  Surrey 
Dairy  Co.  The  explanation  of  the  deficiency  was  that  the 
girls  at  the  factory  made  a  mistake  in  filling  a  few  of  the 
packets  from  a  barrel  containing  half-cream  instead  of  full- 
cream  milk.  The  summons  (which  we  understand  to  be  the 
first  taken  out  in  respect  to  this  article)  was  dismissed. 

Milk  from  the  Cow. 
An  interesting  case  (Wolfenden  v.  McCulloch)  was  decided 
last  week  by  the  King's  Bench  Division.  It  was  an  appeal 
by  Robert  Wolfenden  against  a  conviction  under  Section  6 
of  the  1875  Ac;  in  respect  to  a  milk  certified  to  contain 
2.8  per  cent,  of  fat  and  8.94  per  cent,  of  other  solids; 
the  legal  minimum  of  fat  is  3  per  cent.  It  was  proved 
that  the  milk  was  genuine  as  it  came  from  the  cow,  but 
it  was  explained  that  an  interval  of  fourteen  hours 
elapsed  from  the  previous  milking  (which  is  the  custom 
in  the  neighbourhood),  so  that  fat  is  absorbed  by  the 
cow.  The  Magistrates  were  of  opinion  that  the  milk  was 
not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  demanded,  and 
although  it  was  genuine  milk,  that  they  were  bound  to  con- 
vict under  the  case  of  Smithies  v.  Bridge.  The  conviction 
had  been  sustained  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions.  The 
King's  Bench  Division  allowed  the  appeal,  and  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  who  decided  Smithies  v.  Bridge,  said  the 
Magistrates  were  not  bound  by  that  case.  It  was  a  matter 
of  fact  which  they  could  decide  for  themselves.  They 
ought  to  have  asked  themselves  whether  the  article  pro- 
duced was  different  in  nature,  substance,  and  quality  from 
the  article  demanded.  If  they  had  asked  themselves  that 
question,  their  answer  would  have  been  in  favour  of  the 
appellant.  Under  these  circumstances  the  appeal  would  be 
allowed  and  the  conviction  quashed.  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy 
and  Mr.  Justice  Ridley  delivered  judgment  to  the  same 
effect. 

Dividing  the  Sample. 
The  case  of  Smith  v.  Savage  came  before  the  Divisional 
Court  of  King's  Bench  (the  Lord  Chief  Justice  presiding) 
on  April  12.    It  was  a  case  stated  by  the  Justices  of  Wilt- 
shire sitting  at  Marlborough  on  the  appeal  of  an  inspector 


under  the  Acts.  On  August  9,  1904,  the  respondent,  a 
grocer,  sold  to  the  appellant  four  penny  packets  of  cream  of 
tartar  which  was  certified  to  contain  lead  in  the  proportion 
of  f  gr.  per  lb.  When  the  appellant  made  the  purchase  the 
respondent  produced  a  box  containing  packets  labelled 
"Finest  cream  of  tartar,  98  per  cent,  bitartrate  of  potas- 
sium, B.P.  1898."  The  appellant  asked  for  four  packets, 
which  were  all  similar  in  size  and  outward  appearance  and 
label,  and  were  taken  from  the  same  box.  He  told  the 
respondent  that  the  purchase  had  been  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  analysis,  emptied  the  contents  of  the  packets  into 
one  place,  and  divided  the  whole  into  three  parts.  When 
the  matter  came  before  the  Magistrates  it  was  contended  for 
the  respondent  that  the  appellant  made  four  separate  pur- 
chases, each  packet  being  an  article,  and  that  the  appellant 
did  not  by  mixing  the  contents  of  the  four  packets  and 
dividing  as  described,  comply  with  Section  14  of  the  1875 
Act.  In  support  of  this  argument  Mason  v.  Cowdary  (the 
camphorated-oil  case)  was  cited.  The  Justices  dismissed 
the  summons,  and  the  question  for  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
was  whether  they  were  right  in  so  doing.  Mr.  Holman 
Gregory  was  heard  for  the  appellant  and  Mr.  Bonsey  for 
the  respondent.  The  Court  now  allowed  the  appeal.  The 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  giving  judgment,  said  some  question 
might  arise  in  the  case  of  different  articles  not  of  a  similar 
name  or  articles  coming  from  different  people  being  mixed 
together  in  the  shop ;  that,  however,  was  not  the  case  with 
which  they  had  to  deal.  In  the  case  before  them  the  appel- 
lant asked  for  cream  of  tartar,  which,  for  the  purpose  of 
measurement,  was  put  up  in  penny  packets.  He  said  he 
would  take  four  packets,  and  they  had  to  say  whether 
because  four  packets  of  the  same  article,  labelled  in  the 
same  way,  and  sold  at  the  same  time  as  cream  of  tartar, 
were  mixed  together  and  then  divided  into  three  parts,  was 
a  good  objection  to  the  analysis  that  followed.  He  was  of 
opinion  that  it  was  not  a  good  objection.  The  case  was 
different  from  Mason  v.  Cowdary ;  it  must,  therefore,  go 
back  to  the  Justices.  Mr.  Justice  Kennedy  and  Mr.  Justice 
Ridley  concurred. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Orders  for  Christmas  Trade. 
At  the  Sheffield  County  Court  on  April  10,  before  Judge 
Mansel- Jones,  Johnsen  &  Jorgensen,  Ltd.,  London,  claimed 
from  Martin  Hall  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Broad  Street,  Sheffield, 
80/.  19s.  Id.,  being  63/.  14s.  lid.  for  toilet-bottles,  and 
17/.  4s.  4(Z.  for  smelling-salt  bottles.  Mr.  Mote,  barrister, 
appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Ellison,  barrister,  for 
the  defendants.  The  defence  was  that  the  contract  had 
not  been  complied  with,  owing  to  considerable  delay  in  the 
delivery  of  the  goods  due  to  drought  and  heat  in  Bohemia, 
where  they  were  made.  In  consequence  of  the  non-delivery 
of  the  articles  the  defendants  had  to  purchase  elsewhere. 
While  the  case  was  proceeding  it  was  agreed  that  the  de- 
fendants should  take  the  salt-bottles,  but  Mr.  Ellison  stated 
that  the  others  were  useless  now.  A  traveller  for  the 
plaintiff  company  said  foreign  firms  take  a  longer  time  to 
deliver  the  goods  than  English  firms ;  but  the  prices  of 
foreign  manufacturers  are  15  to  25  per  cent.  less.  A 
manager  for  the  defendant  company  said  English  goods 
can  now  be  obtained  almost  as  cheap  as  those  of  foreign 
manufacture.  His  Honour  said  the  evidence  showed  that 
the  goods  were  required  for  the  Christmas  market,  and  he 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  these  things  were  not  delivered 
within  a  reasonable  time.  There  would  therefore  be  judg- 
ment for  the  defendants. 

The  Chemist's  Cheque. 
The  case  of  Moseley  v.  Edmunds,  which  had  reference  to  a 
dishonoured  cheque,  the  defendant  being  a  chemist  (see 
C.  &  D.,  April  1,  p.  518),  again  came  before  Judge  Smyly 
at  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  April  11.  At  the  last 
hearing  a  letter  from  defendant  had  been  read  in  which  he 
stated  that  a  receiving  order  in  bankruptcy  had  been  made 
in  respect  to  him,  and  referring  the  Judge  to  the  Official 
Receiver.  His  Honour  now  asked  if  anything  further  had 
been  ascertained  about  the  receiving  order.  Mr.  A.  E. 
Robinson  appeared  for  the  defendant  (who  was  present),  and 
said  there  was  no  question  as  to  the  order  having  been  made. 
The  hearing  was  merely  adjourned  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to

satisfy  himself  as  to  the  fact  The  official  examination  had 
been  held,  and  the  whole  proceedings  had  been  closed.  His 
Honour  remarked  that  he  adjourned  the  rase  so  as  to  enable 
the  plaintiff  to  make  inquiries  as  to  the  receiving  order,  with 
a  view  to  withdrawing  the  summons  and  presenting  his 
claim  against  the  defendant  to  the  trustee  of  the  estate. 
The  defendant  was  called  by  Mr.  Robinson,  and  said  the 
cheque  was  not  cashed  by  the  plaintiff  for  him,  but  was 
merely  accepted  by  him,  just  as  it  was  passed  on  to  him 
(the  defendant)  ;  and  therefore  no  money  changed  hands 
over  it.  His  Honour  suggested  that  the  plaintiff  had  better 
withdraw  the  summons  and  save  the  hearing- fee;  and  this 
course  was  adopted. 

A  2s.  9c?.  Article  at  Is.  Zd.  per  Dozex. 
In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court  on  Monday,  April  10,  before  the 
Common  Serjeant  and  a  jury,  Messrs.  John  Morgan  Davis  & 
Sons,  wholesale  chemists  and  druggists,  Bishopsgate  Street, 
sued  Messrs.  Chesterman  &  Stevenson,  importers  and 
general  dealers,  of  High  Street,  Borough,  to  recover 
damages  for  alleged  breach  of  contract  in  connection  with 
the  purchase  of  a  "job  lot"  of  bottles  of  a  certain  patent 
medicine.  Mr.  Goddard  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
Mr.  Moses  for  the  defendants. 

In  opening  the  case  Mr.  Goddard  said  that  on  December  5 
last  a  traveller  called  on  the  plaintiffs  and  told  them  that 
the  defendants  from  whom  he  came  had  a  job  lot  of  bottles 
of  a  patent  stomachic  tonic  called  Pyro-gestine  for  sale,  and 
he  offered  it  at  lis.  per  gross.  Upon  examining  the  sample 
bottle  Mr.  Davis  found  that  it  had  no  Inland  Revenue  stamp 
on  the  cork,  and  he  told  the  traveller  that  it  would  be  of  no 
use  to  him  without  the  stamp.  The  traveller  stated  that  he 
understood  some  of  the  bottles  were  stamped,  whereupon 
Mr.  Davis  said  that,  provided  the  bottles  were  stamped  and 
in  good  condition,  he  would  take  any  quantity  at  15s.  per 
gi'oss.  Accordingly  the  traveller  left  to  obtain  instructions, 
and  returned  on  December  7,  when  he  offered  to  let  the 
plaintiffs  have  twenty  gross  at  15s.  per  gross,  and  asked  them 
for  a  written  order.  An  order  was  accordingly  given,  and 
on  the  same  day  the  plaintiffs  received  an  acceptance  of  it  in 
the  following  terms  : 

Gentlemen,  we  beg  to  accept  your  offer  for  twenty  gross  of 
Pyro-gestine  with  Inland  Revenue  stamps  affixed  at  the 
agreed  price  of  15s.  per  gross,  to  be  in  good  condition. 

A  day  or  two  afterwards  the  plaintiffs  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Mr.  Spencer,  a  chemist,  to  sell  the  lot  to  him 
at  42s.  a  gross.  On  December  9,  two  days  after  the  order, 
the  cases  were  delivered  to  the  plaintiffs,  who,  upon  opening 
them,  found  that  they  were  not  clean  and  in  good  condition, 
that  bottles  were  missing  from  some  of  the  cases,  and  that 
many  of  them  had  not  got  upon  them  the  Inland  Revenue 
stamp,  while  in  other  cases  stamps  were  partly  torn  off. 
The  stamps  were  threepenny  ones ;  therefore  the  total  value 
of  them  was  about  36/.  The  plaintiffs  rejected  the  cases, 
and  at  once  wrote  to  the  defendants  saying  that  the  goods 
were  not  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  stated  in  their 
letter.  Afterwards  a  claim  was  made  for  the  loss  of  profit. 
The  goods  had  been  sold  to  Mr.  Spencer  at  3s.  6d.  per  dozen, 
or  42/.  in  all.  and  the  plaintiffs'  profit  would  have  been  27/. 
Mr.  T.  C.  Davis  gave  evidence  in  support  of  this  statement. 
After  complaining  about  the  goods  one  of  the  defendants 
called,  expressed  his  sorrow,  and  said  he  would  see  Messrs. 
Crisp,  from  whom  he  had  bought  the  tonic.  In  cross-exami- 
nation witness  said  that  if  the  stamps  had  not  been  muti- 
lated (as  they  were)  he  could  have  obtained  an  allowance 
of  Zd.,  less  a  small  discount,  for  each  perfect  stamp.  Mr. 
Vaughan  Davies,  commercial  traveller,  in  the  employment  of 
Messrs.  Matthews  &  Sons,  of  Beech  Street,  Barbican,  said 
that  in  December  Mr.  Stevenson  told  him  he  had  bought 
some  Pyro-gestine  from  Messrs.  Crisp,  of  Holloway,  and 
said  he  could  sell  at  lis.  per  gross.  Witness  then  called 
upon  Crisps  and  obtained  from  them  a  sample,  which  he 
showed  to  the  plaintiffs,  and  offered  to  sell  the  goods  at  lis. 
per  gross.  Witness  corroborated  the  last  witness's  evidence 
as  to  the  conversation  about  the  stamps.  In  reply  to  a  jury- 
man he  said  he  sold  the  goods  on  commission  to  Mr.  Steven- 
son as  a  "job  lot."  Mr.  Charles  Spencer,  chemist  and 
druggist,  spoke  to  having  purchased  the  Pyro-gestine  from 
the  plaintiffs  at  3s.  6d.  per  dozen  bottles,  to  be  stamped 
with  a  threepenny  stamp.  Cross-examined,  he  said  that 
when  he  made  that  contract  he  was  staying  at  Mr.  Davis's. 
Mr.  Moses,  in  opening  the  case  for  the  defendants,  sub- 


mitted that  this  was  a  most  preposterous  claim.  He  asked 
the  jury  not  to  believe  the  plaintiff's  statement  that  although 
he  was' buying  a  "  job  lot"  he  was  to  have  perfectly  clean 
bottles  and  perfectly  clean  stamps  affixed.  Mr.  W.  Steven- 
son, a  member  of  the  defendant  firm,  said  that  on  Decem- 
ber 7  Mr.  Davies,  the  traveller,  brought  him  a  signed  order 
from  the  plaintiffs.  Davies  had  previously  seen  a  sample  of 
the  Pyro-gestine  on  the  counter,  and  witness  had  told  him 
that  he  had  bought  it  at  f  (7.  per  bottle,  or  9s.  per  gross,  and 
that  he  was  willing  to  sell  it  at  l{d.  a  bottle.  At  that  time 
nothing  was  said  about  the  stamps.  Witness  never  at  any 
time  agreed  to  sell  twenty  gross  with  Revenue  stamps  on. 
His  typist  wrote  out,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  traveller,  the 
acceptance  of  the  order.  Witness  did  not  know  that  that 
acceptance  had  ever  been  written.  It  was  not  by  his 
authority  that  the  words  ' '  with  Inland  Revenue  stamps 
affixed  "  were  included  in  the  acceptance.  Cross-examined, 
he  said  that  when  he  received  the  order  from  the  defendants 
suggesting  that  a  threepenny  stamp  should  be  affixed  to 
each  bottle,  he  thought  it  was  a  most  absurd  demand.  Mrs. 
Howell,  in  the  employment  of  the  defendants,  said  that  on 
December  7  Mr.  V.  Davies  came  to  her  and  dictated  a  letter, 
which  she  typed,  and  to  which  she  affixed  the  rubber  stamp. 
She  had  received  no  instructions  from  Mr.  Stevenson  to 
write  the  letter.  He  had  not  authorised  her  in  any  way  to 
put  in  anything  about  Inland  Revenue  stamps.  In  reply  to 
a  juryman,  she  said  that  Mr.  V.  Davies  was  a  friend  of  Mr. 
Stevenson's,  and  she  thought  that  what  was  dictated  would 
be  right.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiffs  with 
Is.  damages.  Mr.  Goddard  asked  for  leave  to  appeal  or  for 
a  new  trial.  The  Judge  replied  that  the  application  must  be 
made  by  a  motion  in  the  ordinary  way.  Judgment  was 
accordingly  entered  for  the  plaintiffs  for  Is.

Letters  were  read  from  the  two  members  of  Parliament 
for  the  borough  promising  support  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill  now 
before  Parliament. 

The  Association  approved  of  the  scheme  submitted  by 
Messrs.  John  Morgan  Richards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  for  protecting 
the  prices  of  Williams'  Pink  Pills  and  Carter's  Little  Liver- 
pills. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  local  trade 
topics.   

Nottingham  Chemists'  Association. 

A  largely  attended  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held 
at  Calvert's  Cafe,  Nottingham,  on  Wednesday  evening. 
April  12,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  desirability  of 
revising  the  constitution  of  the  Association.   Mr.  A.  Eberlin 


presided.  The  Association  has  been  in  existence  nearly 
forty  years,  and  the  rules  stand  practically  as  they  were  at 
the  commencement.  The  chief  change  suggested,  and  all 
suggestions  will  have  to  be  considered  at  the  forthcoming 
annual  general  meeting,  was  that  the  name  of  the  organisa- 
tion should  be  changed  to  "The  Nottingham  and  Notts 
Pharmaceutical  Association."  It  was  also  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  annual  meeting  that  the  names  of  new  members 
to  be  nominated  should  be  printed  on  the  notices  convening 
meetings,  so  that  each  member  might  become  acquainted 
with  the  names  of  those  likely  to  come  into  the  Association. 

Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

At  Dublin  on  April  7  the  closing  meeting  of  the  third 
session  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Nelson  Cafe, 
33  Lower  Sackville  Street,  the  President  (Mr.  Edgar  B. 
Aplin)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  full  attendance.  The 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  G.  Creed)  read  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  the  past  six  months  and  stated  that  there 
had  been  a  profit  of  some  3/.  on  the  recent  smoking  concert. 
The  President  congratulated  the  members  on  the  success 
of  the  Association,  and  said  subscriptions  have  been  received 
from  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  and  Messrs.  S. 
Maw  Son  and  Sons,  London.  Next  session,  opening  in 
September,  the  annual  subscription  is  to  be  reduced  from 
10s.  to  5s.  in  the  case  of  city  members,  and  2s.  6d.  for 
country  members.  Mr.  W.  D.  Moore  also  gave  some 
useful  advice  to  the  younger  members  and  urged  them 
to  keep  up  their  technical  and  general  educational  studies. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel  on 
Wednesday  evening,  April  12,  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Woolley  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair.  The  annual  report  detailed  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  year  and  stated  that  the  number  of  members 
at  present  is  109.  The  balance-sheet  showed  receipts  from 
all  sources  over  90/.,  and  a  balance  in  hand  of  23/.  18s.  Id. 
The  President  and  all  the  other  officers  were  re-elected,  and 
Mr.  J.  Grier  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  with  Mr. 
J.  C.  Kidd.    With  regard  to  the 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election 
in  London  in  May  next,  the  President  said  the  Associa- 
tion's Council  had  decided  to  recommend  the  Association  to 
support  the  election  of  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  and  Mr.  Wal- 
shaw,  of  Huddersfield.  They  looked  upon  Mr.  Young  as 
their  member,  and  Mr.  Walshaw  lived  in  the  district.  He 
moved 

That  the  Council  take  such  measures  as  they  may  think 
fit  to  elect  the  two  gentlemen  named  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council. 

Mr.  J.  Grier  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  carried. 
Mr.  Grier  gave  notice  of  a  motion  in  favour  of  the  admission 
of  hon.  members  to  the  Association. 


Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Old  Cock  Hotel,  Halifax,  on 
Tuesday  evening,  April  11,  Mr.  Clement  Fielding,  Presi- 
dent, in  the  chair.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Hodgson, 
Boness  (Ripponden),  Woodward,  W.  R.  Fielding,  Morton 
(Luddendenfoot),  and  Percy  Fielding  (Hon.  Secretary). 
The  agenda  consisted  entirely  of  matters  relative  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  Communications  from  the  new 
candidates  being  read,  an  interesting  but  desultory  conversa- 
tion ensued,  in  which  the  Secretary  said  the  West  Riding 
needed  a  representative  capable  of  holding  his  own  with 
those  from  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  President  agreed 
that  they  wanted  an  aggressive  man,  which  Mr.  Sargeant  is, 
he  said.  Alluding  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  President 
added  that  he  had  got  favourable  replies  from  three  of  their 
Parliamentary  representatives — Sir  Savile  Crossley,  Mr. 
C.  P.  Trevelyan,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Higham.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Whiteley  wrote  saying  the  measure  should  have  his  atten- 
tion. After  further  conversation  Mr.  Woodward  proposed  : 
That  this  Association  wishes  to  express  its  thorough  con- 
fidence in  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargent  as  the  nominee  of  the 
West  Riding  Federation,  and  pledges  itself  to  give  him  its 
unanimous  support. 

Mr.  Boness  seconded  this,  and  it  was  agreed  to  unani- 
mously. 
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York  Chemists'  Association. 

A  well- attended  Meeting  was  held  in  York  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  April  5,  to  discuss  the  advisability  of  forming 
a  chemists'  association.  There  were  present  Messrs.  Saville, 
Coverdale,  Weavers,  Brooke,  Steedman,  Lupton,  Batty, 
Dewhurst,  Wood,  Burgin,  Chapman,  Liversedge,  Newey, 
Woodhouse,  and  Atkinson  (York),  Handford  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary Harrogate  Association),  Eynon  (Harrogate),  and  Senior 
(Scarborough). 

Mr.  Lupton  was  voted  to  the  chair.  It  was  unanimously 
decided  to  form  an  association,  and  that  it  be  called  the 
York  and  District  Chemists'  Asscciation,  to  which  any 
registered  chemist  in  the  neighbouring  towns  will  be  eligible. 

The  principal  business  of  the  evening  was  the  election  of 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  following  being  the  choice  : 
President,  Mr.  Lupton;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Burgin; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Saville;  Auditor,  Mr.  Batty;  Committee, 
Messrs.  Coverdale,  Liversedge,  Chapman,  Dewhurst, 
Newey,  and  Atkinson. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  meetings  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  each  month,  commencing  at  nine  o'clock. 

Mr.  Eynon,  after  considerable  discussion  as  to  the  election 
of  President,  pointed  out  that  the  distinct  advantage  of 
electing  a  member  in  business,  as  against  a  retired  chemist, 
is  that  the  former  is  better  acquainted  with  present-day 
requirements,  and  better  fitted  in  every  way. 

Mr.  Handford  also  made  several  very  useful  suggestions. 
After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  two  Harrogate  gentlemen  for 
their  assistance,  and  to  the  Chairman,  the  meeting- 
concluded.   

Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association. 

A  M  eeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  April  11,  Mr. 
Walshaw  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  delegates  to  the  last 
meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Federation  reported  on  their 
mission,  and  were  thanked.  The  President  then  made  a 
statement  respecting  his  candidature  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  This  consisted  largely  of  an  explanation  of  his 
opposition  to  Mr.  F.  P.  Sargeant,  the  candidate  selected  by 
the  West  Riding  Federation,  whose  selection  last  year  was 
opposed  by  a  considerable  number  who  did  not  think  the 
proprietor  of  a  college  of  pharmacy  should  be  a  member  of 
the  Council.  There  are  more  of  that  opinion  this  year. 
He  said  he  had  no  feeling  against  his  opponent ;  but  there  is 
a  principle  involved,  and  he  must  assert  that  it  would  be  a 
mistake  if  they  proceeded  to  elect  a  gentleman  who  is  the 
proprietor  of  a  college  of  pharmacy.  He  also  considered 
that  as  they  are  traders  mainly  they  should  in  their  associa- 
tions be  closely  allied  with  other  organisations  of  retail 
traders  affiliated  that  way,  and  also  to  the  National  Chamber 
of  Trades,  which  has  been  principally  instrumental  in 
killing  the  cash-on-delivery  project.  The  executive  body 
of  the  Society  should  as  far  as  possible  consist  of  men 
who  are  actually  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy.  Proceeding 
to  general  topics,  Mr.  Walshaw  said  he  strongly  believed 
chemists  should  have  a  Parliamentary  organisation,  in  order 
to  secure  direct  representation  of  their  interests  completely 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  He  also  advocated  the  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  work  of  local  associations,  affiliating  these  to 
centres,  and  those  in  turn  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
He  was  very  much  impressed  with  the  inadequacy  of  the 
machinery  for  the  effective  administration  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act  so  as  to  protect  the  interests  of  chemists,  and  thought 
they  should  also  be  protected  from  vexatious  proceedings, 
such  as  characterised  the  cod-liver  oil  case.  He  would 
strenuously  support  all  the  efforts  to  secure  an  amend- 
ment of  the  law  as  regards  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  urged 
the  desirability  of  dividing  the  Qualifying  examination. 
Mr.  Walshaw's  candidature  was  discussed  in  committee. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Manchester  Section. 
The  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  at  the 
Grand  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  Friday,  April  7.  Mr.  J.  Carter 
Bell  presided.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance.  No 
sooner  had  the  minutes  been  read  and  approved  than  Dr. 
Grossmann  and  others  called  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to 

A  Circular  Letter 
which  had  been  printed  and  issued  to  a  number  of  the  mem- 
bers, asking  them  to  put  a  cross  under  the  words  "  not  ap- 


proved "  against  the  name  of  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey,  who  had 
been  nominated  to  the  chairmanship,  on  the  ground  that, 
without  any  disrespect  being  intended  to  Dr.  Bailey,  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  the  Section  if,  as  the  American 
delegates  intended  to  visit  the  Section  during  the  year, 
they  asked  Sir  Thomas  Wardle,  of  Leek,  to  take  the  chair- 
manship. No  answer  could  be  got  as  to  who  had  issued  the 
circular,  and  no  one  acknowledged  any  connection  with  it. 
The  Chairman,  whose  name  was  at  the  foot,  denied  ever 
seeing  the  circular  before  it  was  produced  at  the  meeting, 
and  said  he  did  not  know  anything  about  it.  Great  con- 
fusion ensued.  For  a  time  no  headway  could  be  made  with 
the  business.  Motions  of  various  kinds  were  brought  for- 
ward, including  three  for  postponing  the  meeting  and  one 
for  the  formation  of  a  sub-committee  to  discover  the  author 
of  the  circular.  Dr.  Grossmann,  who  has  been  named  as  one 
of  the  committee,  declined  to  act,  and  ultimately  moved 
that  the  meeting  be  proceeded  with,  leaving  it  to  the  good 
sense  of  the  meeting  to  vote  as  they  thought  best  under  the 
circumstances.  Scrutineers  were  then  appointed,  and  the 
votes  taken  by  ballot,  when  Dr.  Bailey  was  found  to  have 
been  elected,  with  the  following  committee  :  Messrs.  J. 
Barnes,  J.  Burger,  R.  S.  Hutton,  W.  E.  Kay,  J.  H.  Lester, 
and  T.  Stenhouse.  Mr.  J.  Hiibner  was  re-elected  Secre- 
tary. Dr.  A.  K.  Miller  and  Mr.  H.  C.  Clanahan  were  ap- 
pointed auditors.  The  committee  were  entirely  new 
members. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Coleman  read  a  short  paper  on  "  A  Regulating- 
valve  for  Controlling  the  Admission  of  Steam  to  Vitriol- 
chambers,"  and  Dr.  Gilbert  J.  Fowler  one  on  "Suspended 
Matter  in  Sewage  and  Effluents." 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on 
Thursday  evening,  March  6.  Ten  members  were 
present,  and  two  new  members  were  elected.  The 
President  (Mr.  R.  E.  Lownsbrough)  informed  the 
meeting  of  the  death  of  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the 
Association,  Mr.  C.  J.  Strother.  He  had  been  a  member 
for  twenty-five  years  and  Hon.  Treasurer  for  eighteen.  All 
who  knew  him  can  testify  to  the  excellent  work  he  had  done 
for  the  Association,  whose  interests  he  always  had  at  heart. 
A  letter  of  condolence  from  Mr.  C.  E.  Pickering  was  read, 
and  a  vote,  expressing  the  sincere  sympathy  of  the  Associa- 
tion with  Mr.  Strother's  daughter,  was  passed,  all  standing. 

The  President  then  called  upon  Mr.  Britton  to  read  his 
paper  on 

Rubber, 

which  was  treated  largely  from  the  historical  point  of  view. 
The  rubber-tree  was  first  mentioned  in  a  work  published  in 
Madrid  in  1615,  but  it  was  not  until  1823  that  Mackintosh 
took  out  his  patent  for  waterproofing  textures,  the  first 
commercial  application  of  rubber.  The  father  of  the  rubber- 
industry  in  this  country,  however,  was  Thomas  Hancock, 
who,  in  a  book  published  in  1856,  told  the  story  of  "  The 
Origin  and  Progress  of  the  Indiarubber  Manufacture,"  and 
a  marvellous  story  it  is.  A  history  of  experiment, 
mechanical  rather  than  chemical,  carried  out  in  such  a 
thorough  and  comprehensive  style  that  very  little  has  sinco 
been  added  to  it.  Hancock  had  little  or  no  chemical  know- 
ledge, and  owed  his  success  to  the  practical  knowledge  and 
skill  acquired  in  mechanical  pursuits.  He  first  applied 
rubber  in  the  form  of  strips  cut  from  the  imported  product, 
but  the  large  accumulation  of  waste  scraps  thus  produced 
demanded  some  means  of  working  them  up  into  usable  form. 
Solution  in  oil  of  turpentine  was  tried,  but  failed  owing  to 
the  impurity  of  the  solvent.  Then  Hancock  conceived  his 
great  idea  of  the  masticator,  based  on  the  fact  that  freshly 
cut  surfaces  of  rubber  unite  firmly  on  pressure.  This 
machine,  invented  in  1820,  is  still  in  universal  use,  and  pro- 
vides the  only  practicable  method  of  working  up  scrap 
rubber  into  homogeneous  masses.  The  next  great  problem, 
that  of  vulcanisation,  Hancock  solved  was  also  accidentally 
solved  by  Goodyear  in  America,  contemporaneously  with 
Hancock,  after  five  years'  experimenting.  It  had  long  been 
known  that  cold  caused  rubber,  as  then  used,  to  become 
hard  and  stiff.  Hancock  found,  after  patient  experiment- 
ing, that  rubber  combined  with  sulphur  by  heating  it  to 
about  260°  F.  in  a  bath  of  melted  sulphur  is  unaffected  by 
cold,  and  that  if  it  were  heated  further  it  was  changed 
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into  the  black  horny  substance  known  as  vulcanite.  To 
this  process  he  applied  the  term  vulcanisation.  Mr. 
Britton  then  dealt  with  some  of  the  various  uses  of  rubber 
and  the  modern  variations  of  Hancock's  processes. 

The  President,  in  opening  the  comprehensive  discus- 
sion which  followed,  said  Mr.  Britton  had  not  fallen  into 
the  mistake  of  some  lecturers  of  treating  a  subject  of 
general  interest  to  the  trade  in  a  manner  quite  outside 
the  trade.  He  might,  for  instance,  have  treated  rubber 
from  the  scientific,  but  somewhat  tedious,  botanical  point 
of  view. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association. 

An  ordinary  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in  the 
Hotel  Metropole,  Newcastle,  on  Wednesday  evening, 
April  12,  the  President  (Mr.  G.  Foggan,  of  Bedlington)  in 
the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance.  Mr.  F.  Gilder- 
dale,  F.C.S.,  read  a  paper  entitled 

Pharmacopoeia  Suggestions. 
This  was  a  critical  review  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1898.    First,  for  one  reason  or  another,  he  considered  that 
the  following  are  not  required  at  the  present  time  : 

Bitter  and  sweet  almonds,  fennel,  spearmint  and  pimenta 
waters,  horseradish  root  and  its  compound  spirit,  benzol  and 
carbon  bisulphide  (already  included  amongst  the  tests), 
decoction  of  pomegranate  bark,  elaterium  and  its  compound 
powder,  lead  iodide  plaster  and  its  ointment,  leeches,  infusion 
of  cloves,  the  liquors  of  calumba,  chirata,  cusparia,  krameria, 
quassia,  rhubarb,  sarsaparilla  compound,  senega,  senna,  and 
serpentary,  the  two  mercurial  lotions,  lupulin,  almond,  castor 
oil  and  brandy  mixtures,  Burgundy  pitch,  picrotoxine,  lead 
carbonate  and  its  ointment,  compound  powder  of  opium,  spirit 
of  cajuput,  spirit  of  lavender,  brandy,  broom  juice,  hemides- 
mus  root  and  its  syrup,  tincture  of  jalap,  and  sumbul  root  and 
its  tincture. 

The  author  proceeded  to  mention  alterations.  If  it  is 
necessary  to  include  characters  and  tests  definite  quantities 
of  substance  should  be  named  and  the  quantity  and  strength 
of  the  reagent  mentioned.  He  gave  instances,  and  empha- 
sised the  necessity  for  such  limitation  by  referring  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  B.P.  as  a  standard  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts.  He  next  advocated  that  the  waters  of  the 
B.P.  should  have  a  process  alternative  to  distillation,  and 
he  added  the  following  notes  : 

Adeps  Benzoatua  is  made  in  half  the  time  with  Siam  ben- 
zoin. 

Cassia  Pulpa,  an  ash  test,  or  some  other,  is  necessary  to 
detect  the  extract  of  the  pod  which  is  generally  found  in  the 
cassia  pulp  of  commerce. 

Vccoction  of  aloes  would  keep  better  if  made  in  a  con- 
centrated form. 

Glycerinum  Plumbi  is  easier  made  if  1  part  of  liquor  plumbi 
and  1  part  of  glycerin  are  mixed  together  and  evaporated  to 
half  the  quantity. 

Simple  Infusions  should  be  ordered  to  be  made  up  to  1  pint 
when  finished. 

Solution  of  Acetate  of  Ammonia  and  solution  of  citrate  of 
ammonia  should  be  in  concentrated  form. 

Ore  gory' s  Powder  would  be  more  like  the  original  prepara- 
tion if  made  with  the  carbonate  instead  of  the  calcined. 
["  Magnesia  (usta)  "  was  what  Gregory  ordered. — Editor.] 

Easton's  Syrup  requires  more  phosphoric  acid. 
The  author  then  referred  to  additions,  saying  he  saw  no 
reason  why  preparations  which  have  come  to  the  front  by 
private  enterprise  should  not  be  included.  Examples  : 
Malt-extract  and  its  combinations  with  cod-liver  oil,  etc.  ; 
syrup  of  hypophosphites,  petroleum-emulsion,  preparations 
of  bism.uth,  and  B.P.C.  preparations.  Medicated  wools, 
lints,  and  gauzes  might  with  advantage  be  included.  The 
pill-list  is  very  incomplete. 

The  following  members  took  part  in  the  discussion  which 
followed  :  Messrs.  Foggan,  Ridley,  Gibson,  Pescod,  and 
Buckley.  Messrs.  Foggan  and  Gibson  were  in  favour  of 
potent  preparations,  though  seldom  used,  being  retained  in 
the  B.P. 

Following  this  there  w*as  a  discussion  on  the  paper  read  by 
Mr.  Peter  MacEwan  before  the  Western  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion— 

Are  British  Pharmacists  Decadent? 
From  the  opinions  expressed  it  would  seem  that,  inas- 
much as  the  modern  pharmacist  dees  not  manufacture 
galenicals  to  the  same  extent  as  his  predecessors,  he  is  deca- 


dent, but  from  an  educational  point  of  view  he  is,  at  least, 
not  inferior.  The  modern  custom  of  sending  commercial 
travellers  with  samples  of  proprietary  articles  to  medical 
men  is  largely  responsible  for  the  prescribing  of  proprie- 
taries. The  following  gentlemen  took  part  in  the  discus- 
sion :  Messrs.  Foggan,  Pescod,  Gilderdale,  Gibson,  Kerse, 
Buckley,  and  Wright. 

The  President,  in  a  happy  speech,  nominated  Mr.  F. 
Gilderdale  as  President  for  the  ensuing  session.  Mr.  Ridley 
seconded,  and  Mr.  Wright  supported.  There  were  no  other 
nominations,  and  Mr.  Gilderdale's  name  went  forward 
unanimously. 


Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Montgomery  Hall  on  Wednes- 
day evening,  April  12,  Mr.  H.  Anteliffe  (Senior  Vice-Presi- 
dent) occupying  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  G.  Squire,  J.  T.  Alcock,  F.  Lester, 
J.  Evans,  A.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  E.  Richards,  A.  H.  Culverhouse, 
J.  Austen,  H.  G.  Williams  (Hon.  Secretary),  C.  A.  Gardner, 
F.  W.  Whitworth,  J.  G.  Jackson.  P.  Carr,  J.  T.  Appleton, 
R.  Dixon,  C.  S.  Richards,  and  J.  Hall  (Parke,  Davis  &  Co.). 

The  Hon.  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Samuel 
Roberts,  M.P.,  stating  that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  was  receiv- 
ing his  attention. 

Council  Election. 

Letters  were  read  from  Mr.  C.  E.  Pickering,  Mr.  Wm. 
Giles,  and  Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant  asking  for  support  to 
their  respective  candidatures  for  the  Council. 

Mr.  Anteliffe  expressed  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Sargeant's 
claim  to  represent  the  West  Riding  was  not  a  valid  one. 
Their  Society  was  not  affiliated  with  the  West  Riding  Fede- 
ration, as  they  had  considered  these  sections  were  injurious 
to  the  National  Federation.  He  also  thought  that,  con- 
sidering that  the  chemists  of  Scotland  numbered  about  the 
same  as  those  in  the  West  Riding,  they  were  sufficiently 
represented  on  the  Council. 

Mr.  Squire  thought  it  should  be  left  to  each  member  of 
the  Society  to  vote  for  the  member  he  thought  most  suitable. 

Mr.  Whitworth  and  Mr.  Newsholme  having  concurred 
in  this  view,  a  resolution  on  these  lines  was  adopted,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Squire,  seconded  by  Mr.  Whitworth. 

They  Want  More. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Reading  and  District  Chemists' 
Association,  asking  the  members  individually  to  write  the 
proprietors  of  the  following  articles,  asking  them  to  put 
them  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list  :  Apenta  water,  Williams'  pills. 
Carter's  pills,  Neave's  fosd,  Cockle's  pills,  Valentine's 
meat-juice,  and  Kutnow's  powder. 

Mr.  Jackson  saw  no  reason  why  they  should  not  support 
the  proposal.  Mr.  Carr  spoke  strongly  in  favour  of  sup- 
porting the  P.A.T.A. 

Chemist-Opticians. 
A  letter  was  read  from  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians, 
asking  if  the  Society  would  set  aside  an  evening  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  aims  advocated  by  the  Society.  Mr.  Anteliffe 
thought  unless  the  examinations  were  properly  controlled, 
and  some  specific  training  guaranteed  in  addition  to  simple 
sight-testing,  he  saw  no  reason  for  the  existence  of  the 
Society.  The  Hon.  Secretary  thought  Mr.  Anteliffe  was 
under  a  misapprehension  as  to  this,  but  on  further  discussion 
there  appeared  to  be  some  vagueness  as  to  the  status  of  the 
examining  Boards  ;  a  resolution  was  adopted  referring  the 
further  consideration  until  the  next  meeting,  and  the  Hon. 
Secretary  was  in  the  meantime  requested  to  obtain  the  fullest 
information  with  reference  to  the  scheme. 

Mr.  Paters  on  "s  Scheme. 
The  consideration  of  Mr.  Paterson's  paper  on  provincial 
pharmaceutical  education,  deferred  from  a  previous  meeting, 
was  then  taken  up ;    Mr.    Anteliffe  proposing  and  Mr. 
Jackson  seconding — 

That  this  Society  approves  of  the  scheme  set  out  in  Mr. 
Paterson's  paper. 

Mr.  Newsholme  did  not  agree  with  the  resolution.  He 
agreed  with  the  educational  side  of  Mr.  Paterson's  paper, 
but  had  the  greatest  objection  to  pauperising  pharmaceutical 
students.    If  every  society  is  going  to  get  money  from  the 
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rates,  who  is  going  to  pay  the  rates?  He  referred  to  the 
ease  and  cheapness  of  the  educational  facilities  in  Scotland, 
and  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Tocher  was  the  originator  of  a 
similar  suggestion,  but  solely  for  the  purpose  of  availing 
themselves  of  some  of  Mr.  Carnegie's  guineas.  He  moved 
as  an  amendment — 

That  this  Society  agrees  with  the  educational  side  of  Mr. 
Paterson's  scheme  because  it  carries  out  the  scheme  for- 
merly followed  out  by  this  Society,  and  as  the  new  Sheffield 
University  will  include  a  curriculum  on  similar  lines,  but 
with  the  exception  of  the  monetary  grant. 
This   was   seconded   by   Mr.    Squire.     Mr.  Whitworth 
having  spoken,  Mr.  Antcliffe  replied,  and  the  amendment 
was  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

One  of  the  items  on  the  agenda  was  "  Short  Papers,"  but 
the  only  volunteer  was  Mr.  J.  Evans,  who  gave  a  short 
description  of  Zeiss's  refractometer,  and  he  was  heartliy 
thanked  for  it. 


Chemical  Society. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on  Thursday 
evening,  April  6.  The  chair  was  taken  at  eight  o'clock  by 
the  new  President,  Professor  Raphael  Meldola,  F.R.S.,  who 
attempted  to  commence  the  proceedings  in  the  time-honoured 
fashion  by  calling  on  Professor  Crossley,  the  Junior  Secre- 
tary, to 

Read  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  ordinary  and  of  the  annual  general  meeting,  but 
was  interrupted  by  Dr.  Armstrong  with  a  suggestion  that  he 
should  inaugurate  his  reign  as  President  by  abolishing  the 
"silly  and  useless  custom"  of  reading  the  minutes.  This 
proposal  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Lapworth,  and  was  supported 
by  several  Fellows.  At  the  request  of  the  meeting  the 
President  read  the  by-law  on  the  subject,  which  leaves  the 
decision  as  to  whether  the  minutes  shall  be  read  or  not  to 
the  discretion  of  the  President,  and  announced  that  as  the 
minutes  were  not  circulated  to  Fellows  he  thought  they 
should  be  read.  They  were  accordingly  read  by  Professor 
Crossley,  and  at  the  conclusion  Dr.  Armstrong  again 
rose  and  called  the  attention  of  the  Fellows  to  what 
he  called  this  "  utterly  useless  and  farcical  cere- 
mony." Professor  McLeod,  however,  pointed  out  that 
only  5.25  minutes  had  been  occupied  in  reading  the 
minutes,  whereas  something  like  twenty  minutes  had 
been  wasted  on  Dr.  Armstrong's  motion  that  they  should 
not  be  read.    The  matter  then  dropped. 

There  was  a  very  long  list  of  papers,  but  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  from  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Labora- 
tory none  of  these  was  of  direct  pharmaceutical  interest. 

The  Kinetics  of  Reversible  Reactions 
were  discussed  by  Mr.  C.  E.  Fawsitt  with  special  reference 
to  the  decomposition  of  dimethylurea  both  by  acids  and 
alkalies  under  such  conditions  as  would  render  the  reaction 
strictly  bimolecular,  and  it  was  shown  that  the  rate  of  action 
closely  followed  that  deducible  from  theoretical  considera- 
tions. 

A  new  form  of  acetylcamphor  was  then  described  by  Dr. 
M.  0.  Forster  and  Miss  H.  M.  Judd.  The  principal  interest 
of  this  communication  lay  in  the  ingenious  way  in  which  the 
acetyl  group  was  introduced  into  the  camphor  nucleus. 

Limonene  Nitrosocyanides 
was  the  title  of  the  next  parser,  which  was  read  by  Mr. 
Leach.  Nitrosocyanides  of  the  terpenes  were  first  prepared 
last  year  by  Tilden  and  Burrows,  who  described  the  oily 
product  they  obtained  by  the  action  of  alcoholic  potassium 
cyanide  on  limonene  nitrosochloride.  This  material  has 
now  been  separated  by  Mr.  Leach  into  a-  and  0  -nitroso- 
cyanides of  limonene  (the  former  being  oily  and  the  second 
crystalline)  and  a  third  substance  not  at  present  identified. 
The  a-  and  /3-  forms  are  regarded  as  cis  and  trans  isomerides, 
and  from  these  data  interesting  deductions  as  to  the  consti- 
tution of  limonene  and  its  derivatives  were  drawn.  It  is 
worth  while  recalling  that  the  terpene  nitrosochlorides 
which  are  still  so  fruitful  in  results  were  first  prepared  by 
Tilden  at  the  Bloomsbury  Square  school  over  thirty  years 
ago. 

The  next  two  papers  were  from  the  Wellcome  Labora- 
tory, being  the  result  of  a  research  by  Dr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett, 
and  were  read  by  him.    The  first  was  entitled 


Trimethylglyoxaline. 
The  author  stated  that  in  order  to  prepare  substances 
having  a  chemical  constitution  analogous  to  that  of  pilo- 
carpine it  is  necessary  to  prepare  1:4:  5-trimethylglyoxa- 
line  and  its  bromo-derivative.  It  was  intended  to  condense 
the  latter  with  substances  of  the  type  of  ethyl  sodio-malo- 
nate,  and  thus  obtain  substituted  glyoxalines  containing 
an  acidic  grouping.  The  yield,  however,  of  bromo-tri- 
methylglyoxaline  was  so  small  (2  grams  from  a  kilo,  of 
methylethylketone)  that  these  experiments  had  to  be  aban- 
doned. Trimethylglyoxaline  is  a  crystalline  base  forming 
a  series  of  crystalline  salts  which  were  prepared  and  charac- 
terised. The  trimethylglyoxaline  was  prepared  from  the 
dimethylglyoxaline  by  treatment  with  sodium  methyl  sul- 
phate. The  bromo-derivative,  obtained  from  trimethylgly- 
oxaline by  the  action  of  bromine,  is  a  crystalline  substance 
having  basic  properties  and  forming  crystalline  salts.  In 
this  respect  it  differs  from  dibromopilocarpine,  which  is  only 
feebly  basic. 

Dr.  Jowett  in  his  second  note  stated  that  bromomethyl- 
heptylketone  was  prepared  in  the  course  of  some  experi- 
ments which  were  made  with  the  view  to  obtain  a  corre- 
sponding glyoxaline  from  the  methylheptylketone. 

The  last  paper,  by  Messrs.  Jackson  and  Laurie,  on  the 
action  of  ammonia  on  carbon  monoxide,  was  communicated 
very  briefly  by  the  senior  author,  who  pointed  out  that  the 
chief  point  of  interest  was  that  hydrogen  was  liberated  in 
this  reaction.  The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  Wednesday, 
April  19,  at  5.30  p.m.

Breaking  Bulk. 

Sir, — If  ever  there  was  a  "  fool"  resolution  put  before 
chemists  it  is  that  dealing  with  this  matter,  which  has  been 
evolved  from  the  conjoint  brain  of  the  Federation  of  Phar- 
maceutical Associations.  "  Is  breaking  bulk  detrimental  to 
the  chemist?  "  Well,  if  it  is,  let  him  cease  breaking  bulk. 
The  remedy  lies  with  himself,  though,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
with  the  exception  of  those  fine-art  gentlemen  who  would 
naturally  consider  it  infra  dig.  to  put  a  pennyworth  of  pills 
in  a  screw  of  paper  and  hand  it  over  the  counter,  most 
chemists  are  content  to  sell  Beecham's  pills  and  the  like  in 
pennyworths  because  they  can  make  a  profit  on  the  sale,  even 
though  it  is  but  a  small  one.  If  breaking  of  bulk  were 
illegal,  the  cutting  store  would  certainly  get  more  trade  in 
patent  medicines.  Then,  as  regards  the  illegality  or  not  of 
breaking  bulk.  If  chemists  would  only  read  their  C.  tb  D., 
there  would  not  be  so  much  ignorance  displayed  at  local 
association  meetings.  The  G.  &  D.  Diary,  1904,  p.  294,  has 
a  true  statement  of  the  case,  and  from  that  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  legality  of  the  question  rests  upon  another  question, 
and  that  is  ' '  What  is  a  dutiable  enclosure  ?  "  It  has  been 
held  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  that  a  screw  of  paper 
is  not  a  dutiable  enclosure,  and  unless  the  Federation  can 
prove  to  the  authorities  that  their  interpretation  of  the  Act 
which  they  are  paid  to  administer  is  wrong,  no  movement 
towards  alteration  can  possibly  be  made.  A  careful  reader 
of  the  Patent-medicine  Act  will  see  that  it  needs  a  new 
enactment  to  make  illegal  the  sale  of  pills  in  screws  of  paper. 
Should  not  the  resolution  of  the  Federation  read  :  "  Is  the 
sale  of  pills  by  anyone  but  registered  chemists  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  chemists  and  druggists  ?  "

Hospitals  as  Factories. 
Sir, — In  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  April  8,  under 
"Glasgow   Notes,"  page  535,   the   following  paragraph 
appears  : 

In  two  local  hospitals  .  .  .  the  manufacture  of  some 
galenicals  has  been  introduced,  with  a  consequent  saving  of 
hundreds  of  pounds  annually. 
Since  such  a  "  saving  "  is  said  to  be  effected  in  the  making 
of  "some"  Pharmacopoeia  preparations,  it  necessarily 
follows  that  the  total  value  of  galenicals  used  in  the  two 
hospitals  referred  to  must  run  into  many  hundreds  of  pounds 
in  the  year  in  order  to  effect  such  an  economy.  To  manufac- 
ture galenicals  to  the  value  of  hundreds  of  pounds  is  one 
thing,  to  effect  a  "  saving  "  of  hundreds  of  pounds  in  their 
manufacture  is  another.  It  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind 
that  in  some  dispensaries  much  spare  time  is  available  for 
such  work,  and  it  could  not  be  more  profitably  employed ; 
indeed,  the  economical  manufacture  of  galenicals  is  largely 
a  matter  of  the  employment  of  such  spare  time.  In  the 
hospital  to  which  I  am  attached,  where  the  routine  duties 
absorb  most  of  the  working-day  of  the  dispensary  staff, 
though  many  of  the  simpler  preparations  are  made,  the 
extension  of  galenical  manufacturing  could  only  be  carried 
out  at  additional  cost  to  the  department  in  wages,  etc.  It 


would  be  interesting  to  know  the  particular  hospitals  where 
such  a  "  saving  "  is  effected,  in  order  that  just  comparisons 
may  be  made.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  for  some  details — say, 
a  list  of  the  galenicals  referred  to,  and  the  quantities  of 
each  manufactured  during  an  average  year  in  either  of  these 
hospitals  ?  Yours  truly,

When  Scot  Meets  Scot. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  much  interest  "  Xrayser's " 
remarks  on  Parliamentary  reform.  Of  course  "  Xrayser  " 
is  infinitely  better  able  to  judge  of  the  probability  of  early 
Parliamentary  reform  than  I  am,  as  I  presume  he  is  moving 
in  Clubland,  where  all  these  subjects  are  discussed,  and 
where,  indeed,  many  reforms,  especially  of  a  constitutional 
nature,  have  their  inception.  Still  I  gather  from  the 
writings  of  many  able  thinkers  in  the  magazines  and  news- 
papers that  the  feeling  that  the  Parliamentary  system,  as  it 
exists,  has  broken  down,  is  becoming  general,  and  indeed 
this  feeling  appears  to  be  strong  even  in  the  House  of 
Commons.  Devolution  is  in  the  air,  both  inside  and  outside 
Parliament,  and  I  fancy  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  Parish 
Council  and  the  County  Council  are  followed  by  their 
natural  corollary,  the  National  Council.  It  is  absurd  that 
one  man  should  be  able  to  block  a  Bill,  and  so  long  as  this  is 
possible  no  private  Bill  has  any  chance.  These  matters, 
however,  are  more  for  the  lay  Press,  but  they  interest  us 
meantime  much  in  the  way  a  cow  interests  an  engine-driver 
when  she  gets  on  the  rails. 

I  do  not  very  well  know  what  to  make  of  your  corre- 
spondent who  signs  himself  "A  Scot  Whose  House  is  in 
Order."  Some  years  ago,  when  I  was  getting  a  good  many 
letters — mostly  of  a  kindly  nature — from  chemists,  I 
received  one  (anonymous)  couched  in  language  so  abusive 
that  I  thought  it  worth  keeping.  The  writing  was  bad,  the 
spelling  was  very  bad,  the  grammar  was  outrageous,  and  as 
for  the  sentiments  conveyed — well,  I  fear  you  would  not 
permit  quotations  from  the  choicest  parts.  When  I  read 
this  letter  by  "  A  Scot,"  etc.,  first  I  thought  my  old  friend 
had  turned  up  again ;  but  on  reading  it  over  a  second  time  I 
saw  that  although  it  is  a  little  personal,  it  is  on  the  whole  not 
unkind,  and  there  is  sense  in  it,  although  it  lacks  something 
of  grace  in  the  expression.  For  the  personal  part  I  may  tell 
' '  A  Scot "  that  I  take  stock  regularly  ;  any  traveller  who 
does  business  with  me  will  tell  him  my  books  are  in  first-rate 
order,  and  I  conduct  my  business  on  up-to-date  lines.  I 
agree  with  him  in  thinking  that  a  man  who  cannot  conduct 
business  in  a  business-like  way,  and  face  any  kind  of  opposi- 
tion with  courage  and  reasonable  resource,  ought  not  to  be 
in  the  drug-trade.  "  A  Scot  "  is  wrong,  and  a  trifle  unjust, 
when  he  insinuates  that  I  pose  as  a  leader  of  the  trade.  I 
have  no  such  ambition.  For  the  rest  I  gather  from  the 
following  passage  in  "A  Scot's  "  letter — ' '  because  the  Scots 
have  allowed  the  trade  in  household  drugs  and  patents  to  be 
collared  (?)  by  the  grocers,  seedsmen,  and  oilmen  " — that  he 
does  not  know  much  about  Scotch  pharmacy.  If  by  the 
word  "collared  "  he  means  "  captured  "  this  passage  in  his 
letter  does  not  convey  truth.  Indeed  I  do  not  know  where 
he  can  be  practising  his  profession,  or  whether  he  is  a 
chemist  at  all— [Yes.  Minor  man.— Ed.]— for  he  does  not 
appear  to  know  that  many  sheep-dips  fall  under  the  poisons 
regulations,  and  cannot  be  legally  sold  by  any  but  chemists. 
He  also  thinks  that  fifty  Boots'  shops  in  Scotland  would 
open  chemists'  eyes.  Imphim.  Less  than  that  number  of 
shops  in  Scotland  may  suffice  to  open  Boot's  eyes.  Next 
time  "  A  Scot,"  etc.  writes  I  hope  he  will  sign  his  own  name, 
and  I  hope  it  is  shorter  than  his  somewhat  egotistical  now, 
dc  plume.

A  copy  of  Mr.  Hobb's  election  address  is 
attached  to  the  circular.    In  this  Mr.  Hobbs  says  : 

"  I  pledge  myself  if  re-elected  to  promote  in  every  way 
those  measures  which  provide  for  the  proper  recognition  of 
the  duly  qualified  individual."

— Implacable  (192/74)  writes  to  warn  the  trade 
against  a  plausible  young  fellow  who  says  he  is  a  chemist's 
assistant  from  the  Colonies  (sometimes  the  Cape  and  at 
others  Australia)  landed  six  weeks  in  England,  and  anxious 
for  a  situation.  He  did  not  ask  for  money,  but  Implacable 
gave  him  a  dinner  and  a  trifle  of  cash,  but  in  a  momentary 
absence  from  the  room  the  fellow  pocketed  silver  articles  to 
the  value  of  several  pounds.  These  were  recovered  from 
the  pawnbrokers,  and  the  police  are  on  his  track.  He  is  about 
twenty-four  years  of  age,  round  faced,  of  florid  complexion, 
clean-shaven,  height  5  ft.  5  in.,  striking  blue  eyes,  and  dressed 
in  a  dark  grey  suit. 

Mr.  John  Smith  Davies,  of  86  Taff  Street,  Pontypridd, 
manager  of  the  branch  shop  of  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd., 
there,  whose  name  does  not  appear  as  such  on  the  l'egister  of 
chemists  and  druggists,  writes  explaining  that  he  is  plain 
John  Davies,  that  being  his  baptismal  name  and  the  one  he 
was  indentured  under.  He  passed  the  Minor  examination  on 
July  16,  1900,  and  the  number  of  his  Minor  certificate  is 
13,502.  This  is  duly  registered.  We  may  point  out  that  it  is 
advisable  for  any  chemist  using  a  name  other  than  that  on 
the  register  to  have  the  latter  corrected,  which  can  be  done 
by  making  a  declaration  in  respect  to  the  matter  and  forward- 
ing it  to  the  Registrar.

It  is  a  pity  you  should  waste  your 
time  in  this  manner,  if  it  is  of  sufficient  value  to  apply  the 
word  "  waste  "  to. 

Bad.  Gent.  (181/21). — "  Licori:ine." — There  are  two  kinds 
of  this  preparation,  one  containing  poison  for  sale  by  regis- 
tered chemists,  and  another  without  for  sale  by  anybody  hold- 
ing a  stamped-medicine  vendor's  licence. 

D.  F.  A.  (188/26). — Any  damage  or  loss  you  may  have 
suffered  by  negligence  of  the  adjoining  landlord  can  be  re- 
covered, but  you  must  prove  negligence. 

Omega  (185/16). — "Blood-formers"  is  now  considered  by 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  be  a  dutiable  title,  and  pills 
sold  under  that  name  must  be  stamped  according  to  their 
value.  Ung.  Staphisagrle  need  not  be  labelled  "  Poison,"  as 
it  is  not  scheduled.  The  same  also  applies  to  Nursery  Hair 
Lotion,  P.F.,  but  a  caution-label  should  be  used. 

Lojood  (189/65).— See  reply  to  "Hops"  on  p.  £62,  April  8 
issue. 


t  Lex  (177/26).— Are  Corns  a  Disease  ?— Your  reflection  that 
a  corn  is  not  a  disease,  but  only  a  small  piece  of  epidermis 
which  has  become  naturally  thickened  to  protect  the  delicate 
and  sensitive  structures  beneath  from  the  injurious  effects  of 
the  friction  and  pressure  of  the  shoes,"  will  not  justify  anyone 
in  not  stamping  a  corn-remedy.  The  Medicine-stamp  Acts  do 
not  mention  disease,  but  "  distemper,  malady,  ailment,  dis- 
order, and  complaint  "—a  sufficiently  comprehensive  defini- 
tion to  cover  an  abnormality  of  the  skin  like  a  corn. 

J.  P.  (183/18).— Deregistration  of  a  Trade-mark.— If  you 
had  opposed  the  registration  of  the  trade-mark  during  the 
period  of  application  you  would  in  all  likelihood  "have 
succeeded,  at  a  cost  of  1/.  Now  the  only  couise  is  either  to 
wait  until  the  registered  owner  takes  proceedings  against 
you,  when  you  would  reply  by  moving  that  the  mark  be  taken 
off  the  register,  or  you  may  take  the  latter  course,  but  the 
proceedings  will  cost  you  a  good  deal  of  money  now — say  50/. 
or  thereabouts. 

Bo  mer  (189/52). — Pharmacy  in  Canada. — In  none  of  the 
Canadian  provinces  is  the  Minor  certificate  accepted  for  re- 
gistration as  a  pharmacist,  the  respective  Boards  requiring 
that  any  country  whose  qualification  is  treated  in  this  manner 
shall  treat  their  certificates  s:milarly.  Under  certain  condi- 
tions the  Boards  admit  those  holding  the  Minor  certificate  of 
Great  Britain  to  the  Major  or  Qualifying  examination,  especi- 
ally when  evidence  can  be  adduced  by  the  holder  that  he  has 
had  a  collegiate  course  of  instruction.  The  drug-trade  in 
Canada  is  rather  overdone  at  present,  cutting  in  the  large 
cities  being  keener  than  here,  and  the  remedies  fewer.  It 
may  be  possible  to  find  a  new  town  on  the  West  in  which  a 
newcomer  will  rise  with  it,  and  that  is  the  best  chance  in 
Canada. 

T.  J.  C.  (186/58).— Shop-hours  Act,  1904.— A  resolution  of 
a  two-thirds  majority  of  chemists  in  a  district  to  close  at 
8  P.M.  is  not,  in  our  opinion,  enforceable  upon  the  minority, 
because  local  authorities  have  no  power  under  the  Act  to 
make  an  order  in  respect  to  any  of  the  exempted  trades,  which 
include  the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appli- 
ances. We  pointed  this  out  when  the  Bill  was  before  Parlia- 
ment, and  the  thing  would,  we  think,  have  been  modified  if 
we  had  been  backed  bv  the  trade.  It  is  absolutely  necessary 
when  any  measure  adversely  affecting  the  trade  is  before 
Parliament  that  chemists  individually  should  express  their 
views  to  their  own  members  of  Parliament.

— Blistering-ointment  for  Horses  is 
generally  a  preparation  containing  about  1  part  of  binoxide 
of  mercury  in  8  parts  of  lard. 

Ester  (171/27).— (1)  Acetyl- salicylic  Acid.— The  old 
method  of  preparing  this  was  by  the  action  of  acetyl  chloride 
on  salicylic  acid  or  its  sodium  salt,  but  the  Bayer  Co.  have 
patented  a  process  for  the  product  (marketed  under  the  namo 
of  aspirin),  which  consists  in  heating  together  50  parts  of 
salicylic  acid  and  75  parts  of  acetic  anhydride  for  two  hours 
at  about  150°  C.  in  a  vessel  fitted  with  a  reflux  condenser,  or 
in  an  autoclave.  Upon  cooling  the  acetyl-salicylic  acid 
separates  as  a  crystalline  mass,  and  is  pressed  and  recrystal- 
lised  from  chloroform.  (2)  There  is  no  book  published  on  the 
preparation  of  synthetic  medicaments,  the  processes  being 
generally  only  contained  in  patent-specifications.

THE  fact  that  no  drug-auctions  will  take  place  for  a 
month  owing  to  the  intervening  Easter  holidays, 
accounted  for  the  larger  offerings  of  new  and  old  goods  at 
the  auctions  held  to-day.  The  demand  was  fairly  good, 
but  prices  generally  showed  a  weak  tone.  Curacao 
aloes  sold  cheaply,  but  Cape  and  Socotrine  were  very  firmly 
held.  Irregular  rates  were  paid  for  Sumatra  benzoin, 
common  being  "  full  up,"  while  good  was  cheaper.  Annatto 
seed  was  dearer.  Buchu-leaves,  being  in  large  supply, 
brought  lower  prices.  Cardamoms  were  barely  steady,  and 
Ceylon  coca-leaves  met  with  good  competition  at  higher 
prices.  Fine  fiery  dragon's-blood  was  in  demand  at  higher 
rates.  Jamaica  honey  of  the  new  crop  sold  at  good  prices 
for  the  finer  qualities,  the  lower  grades  being  neglected. 
Matto  Grosso  ipecac,  was  quite  Id.  per  lb.  cheaper,  and 
steady  rates  were  paid  for  a  string  of  Johore.  Persian  de- 
corticated liquorice-root  sold  cheaply.  Previous  rates  were 
paid  for  menthol  "  without  reserve."  Nux  vomica  is  fairly 
steady,  in  spite  of  large  supplies.  Rhubarb  is  getting  into 
a  smaller  compass,  and  the  offerings  were  hardly  representa- 
tive of  that  article.  Genuine  grey  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  met 
with  a  decline,  but  for  Lima-Jamaica  unaltered  prices  were 
paid.  Tinnevelly  senna  sold  at  high  prices.  Values  of 
beeswax  showed  no  change.  Apart  from  the  drug-auctions, 
business  has  continued  extremely  dull,  and  the  alterations 
in  prices  are  mostly  unimportant.  They  include  an  advance 
in  nut  oil,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  Senegal  ground-nut 
crop.  Common  Jamaica  ginger  and  pimento  are  higher. 
Fenugreek  and  cumin-seed  are  also  tending  dearer,  and  other 
articles  showing  a  firmer  feeling  include  English  antimony, 
Cochin  cocoa-nut  oil,  and  American  peppermint  oil.  Potashes 
and  crude  carbolic  acid  are  easier,  shellac  being  lower. 
Hyposulphite  of  soda  is  dearer.  The  following  table,  which 
shows  the  principal  alterations  of  the  week,  includes  those 
recorded  at  the  usual  drug-auctions  :

Hamburg,  April  13  : — Refined  camphor  has  been  reduced 
by  the  manufacturers  to  675m.  per  100  kilos.,  a  reduction 
of  25m.    Business  is  quiet. 

Ne"Vv  York,  April  13  : — The  business  tone  here  is  weak. 
Druggists'  opium,  in  single  cases,  is  quoted  $2.90  per  lb., 
and  for  quinine  sulphate  21c.  per  oz.  is  asked.  Menthol 
has  been  reduced  to  $1.95  per  lb.,  refined  camphor  to  76c. 


per  lb.,  and  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  to  $31  per  barrel. 
New  jalap  is  now  quoted  at  8c.  per  lb.,  and  peppermint 
oil,  at  $2.90  per  lb.  for  bulk,  is  weak  and  lower. 

Bergen,  April  12  : — The  catch"  of  cod  since  the  beginning 
of  the  season  for  the  whole  of  Norway  up  to  April  10 
amounts  to  29,207,000,  compared  with  25,068,000  at  this 
time  last  year.  The  total  yield  of  steam-refined  oil  is  now 
21,616  barrels,  against  a  total  of  7,790  barrels  in  the  same 
week  of  1904.  The  market  is  dull  at  85s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b. 
Bergen,  for  finest  new  non-congealing  Lofoten  oil.  The 
Lofoten  fishing  is  closing,  and  the  Finmarken  results  up  to 
date  are  poor,  owing  partly  to  bad  weather. 


Acid,  Carbolic. — The  only  alteration  is  in  50  per  cent. 
Crude,  which  is  now  quoted  Is.  6d.  per  gal. ;  60  per  cent, 
is  Is.  9grf.  to  Is.  9^/.,  and  75  per  cent.  2s.  3d. 

Antimony. — English  regulus  is  firmer  at  36/.  per  ton,  and 
for  Japanese  regulus  near  at  hand  33/.,  c.i.f.,  is  quoted. 

Arrowroot. — Steady  in  auction,  good  manufacturing 
St.  Vincent,  in  barrels,  realising  Iff/,  per  lb. 

Benzols  are  easier  at  8f  <7.  per  gal.  fcr  90  per  cent,  and 
7y.  to  7±d.  for  50  per  cent. 

Camphor. — The  port  of  Ki-lung,  on  the  north-east  coast 
of  Formosa,  has  been  closed  to  foreign  ships  by  the 
order  of  the  Japanese  Government,  the  probability  being 
that  it  will  be  used  as  a  naval  base.  This  move  led  to  a 
renewal  of  interest  in  camphor,  and  rather  more  demand 
is  reported  in  certain  quarters,  business  having  been  clone 
in  Japanese  slabs  of  2g  lbs.  weight  at  2s.  8d.  per  lb.  net. 
In  auction  5  cases  of  Japanese  refined,  in  g-oz. 
tablets,  sold,  without  reserve,  at  2s.  Id.  per  lb.  Fair 
quantities  of  the  lots  catalogued  had  been  sold  privately, 
and  the  remainder  was  bought  in  at  very  firm  prices. 

Caraway-seed. — Dutch  is  quoted  24s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — The  German  barque  Altair,  with  a 
cargo  of  over  60  tons  of  cascara  sagrada  is  now  four  weeks 
overdue,  and  the  premium  at  Lloyd's  has  gone  up  to 
15  guineas  per  cent.  The  price  on  the  spot  is  unaltered  at 
34s.,  and  for  present  shipment  31s.,  c.i.f.,  has  been  paid  for 
several  tons.  In  the  drug-auctions,  79  bags  of  good  bright 
quilly  were  bought  in  at  35s.  per  cwt. 

Cinchona. — The  auction  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam  on 
May  4  will  consist  of  458  cases  and  1,257  bales  Succirubra, 
5,265  bales  Ledgeriana.  29  bales  officinalis,  and  1,279  bales 
Hybrid,  making  a  total  of  8.288  packages.  In  the  drug- 
auction  30  bales  flat  Calisaya  bark  sold  at  10-gc/.  for  sound, 
and  8d.  to  9§(/.  for  damaged. 

Coriander. — A  few  bags  of  new  crop  Morocco,  just 
arrived,  are  held  for  the  extreme  figure  of  50s.,  and  Russian 
is  almost  unobtainable. 

Cumin-seed. — The  higher  values  noted  last  week  are 
maintained.  Common  has  been  sold  at  23s.  6d.  and  24.?.  6d. 
to  25s.  is  asked  for  good. 

Fenugreek-seed  is  firmer,  holders  now  asking  9s.  3c/.  per 
cwt.,  and  9s.  has  been  paid  for  several  tons.  Reports  are 
current  that  the  crop  in  Morocco  has  been  a  failure  and  that 
the  Indian  crop  has  been  damaged  by  frosts  and  snow. 

Galls. — Recent  business  in  Chinese  galls  includes 
200  cases  at  51s.,  c.i.f.,  and  parcels  afloat  are  offered  at 
52s.  6d.,  c.i.f.  Blue  Persian  are  still  held  for  92s.  6d. 
spot,  but  no  transactions  are  reported.  Even  higher  prices 
are  asked  for  shipment. 

Gum  Arabic. — There  has  been  a  good  demand  for  ordi- 
nary Soudan  sorts  for  export  at  full  prices,  but  business  in 
the  home  trade  remains  quiet.  Small  sales  of  good  pale 
picked  Trieste  gum  were  made  in  auction  at  77s.  per  cwt., 
at  which  further  lots  are  available. 

Oil,  Castor. — The  new  crop  of  French  medicinal  oil 
which  is  now  coming  to  hand  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
compares  very  favourably  with  Italian  make.  It  can  be  had  at 
30s.  per  cwt.  in  cases  on  the  spot,  and  at  27s.  6d.  in  barrels. 
Hull  make  is  quoted  for  prompt  delivery  at  23/.  per  ton  for 
firsts  and  21/.  for  seconds.  April  to  September  deliveries  at 
23/.  5s.  for  firsts  and  21/.  5s.  for  seconds,  delivered  free  ex 
wharf  London. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Further  sales  of  a  well-known  brand  of 
new  Norwegian  oil  have  been  made  at  80s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f., 
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and  two  leading  brands  have  now  been  sold  at  this  price, 
but  the  quotation  is  by  no  means  general,  as  that  figure  has 
been  refused  in  other  quarters;  80s.  to  82s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  has, 
however,  been  paid  for  fair  quantities,  but  refiners  are 
unwilling  to  go  on  at  the  lower  figure,  and  some  have 
advanced  their  quotation  to  85s.  Old-crop  non-freezing 
Norwegian  oil  is  quoted  65.s.  per  barrel  on  the  spot.  Our 
Bergen  correspondent  writes  that  during  the  week  ended 
April  8  the  fishing  has  been  favoured  with  fine  weather 
along  the  whole  coast.  This,  of  course,  has  been  a  great 
help,  but  the  fishing  in  most  places  is  now  falling  off.  The 
latest  news  from  Finmarken  states  that  the  fisheries  there 
are  far  from  being  satisfactory,  and  the  results  are  much 
below  the  expectations  of  a  few  days  ago.  It  must  be  re- 
membered, however,  that  we  have  m.ost  of  the  season  still 
before  us  at  Finmarken,  and  much  may  be  accomplished 
before  the  fisheries  close  at  the  end  of  June.  As  the  cod 
continue  to  give  a  very  fine  and  fat  liver,  and  the  yield  of 
oil  is  proportionately  great,  prices  are  now  considered 
reasonable  at  about  88.?.,  f.o.b.  The  exports  from  Bergen 
amount  to  1,621  barrels,  against  1.096  barrels  at  the  same 
date  of  last  year.  Writing  on  Monday,  April  10,  our 
Bergen  correspondent  states  that  the  statistics  to  date  are  as 
follows  :

In  Lofoten  the  fishing  is  apparently  now  closing.  Many 
fishermen  and  buyers  are  preparing  to  leave  the  fishing 
places  and  go  to  Finmarken  or  return  home.  The  winter's 
fishing  has  been  singular  in  more  than  one  respect.  The 
beginning  gave  fair  promises  for  a  good  East  Lofoten  fishing  ; 
then  came  the  rough  weather,  which  interrupted  it  for  more 
than  a  week  ;  and  later  on  the  cod  were  found  again  in  some 
few  places  in  West  Lofoten  only,  where  the  fishing  was 
constant  for  the  rest  of  the  season,  and  elsewhere  rather 
poor.  Also  the  quality  and  fatness  of  the  cod  was  quite  ex- 
ceptional. The  number  of  livers  per  hectolitre  is  still  about 
450  to  700  with  50  to  53  per  cent,  oil  capacity,  against  900  to 
1,600  and  30  per  cent,  last  year  at  the  same  date.  In  the 
southern  districts  (Sondmore  to  Helgeland)  the  fishing  is 
now  closing  or  already  closed.  The  Finmarken  fishing  was 
only  middling  during  the  past  week,  partly  owing  to  bad 
weather,  and  the  catch  was  only  about  half  a  million  cods, 
with_  an  oil-yield  of  about  500  barrels.  It  is  difficult  to 
predict  anything  about  prospects  for  this  fishing,  as  they 
change  from  one  day  to  another.  Generally,  the  reports  are 
hopeful  for  a  good  result.  The  tendency  of  the  oil  market 
is  still  weak,  and  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  cod-liver  oil 
can  hardly  be  quoted  above  85s.  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Bergen. 
At  this  level  buyers  are  showing  some  more  interest  in  the 
article,  and  as  it  is  impossible  to  produce  cheaper  at  the 
present  very  moderate  prices  of  livers,  we  are  inclined  to 
think  that  market  will  settle  down  at  about  the  present 
figure.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  rectify  a  mistake  in  our 
report  of  April  3,  giving  the  output  of  the  Finmarken  fishing 
up  to  that  date  at  two  millions  of  cods  and  2,300  barrels  of 
oil.  The  correct  figures  are  3.2  millions  of  kilos,  fish,  equal 
to  1.3  millions  of  cods  and  1.500  barrels  of  cod-liver  oil. 

Oil,  Nut,  has  advanced  57.  per  ton  owing  to  the  practical 
failure  of  the  ground-nut  crop  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa. 
Extra  line  Rufisque  is  quoted  40/.  per  ton. 

Oil,  Peppermint. — Further  small  sales  of  American 
HGH  have  been  made  at  14s.  9(7.  per  lb.  spot,  and  for  pure 
Wayne  County  13s.  6(7.  has  been  paid.  In  auction,  5  cases 
of  Japanese  dementholised  oil,  Kobayashi  brand,  sold  with- 
out reserve  at  4s.  per  lb.  A  further  10  cases  were  bought  in 
at  4s.

Camphor. 

It  is  stated  that  scarcely  any  information  was  vouchsafed 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Chemische 
Fabrik  Schering  in  i~egard  to  the  new  branch  upon  which  the 
company  has  embarked  in  the  direction  of  the  production  of 
synthetic  camphor.  The  experimental  plant  was  completely 
burned  out  shortly  after  the  annual  meeting  last  year,  as  was 
noted  in  this  journal,  and,  in  consequence  of  difficulties  in 
regard  to  the  process,  it  was  only  possible  to  bring  the  new 
plant  into  operation  for  the  first  time  at  the  end  of  1904,  so 
that  the  business  has  so  far  not  played  any  part  in  the  com- 
pany's undertaking.  The  directors  hope,  however,  that  the 
article  will  contribute  towards  the  current  year's  results. 
The  German  military  authorities  have  under  consideration 
samples  of  the  camphor,  but  as  the  tests  have  not  yet  been 
concluded  it  is  not  possible  to  say  to  what  extent,  if  any,  the 
authorities  may  be  disposed  to  substitute  it  for  the  natural  pro- 


duct. The  "Manchester  Guardian"  of  April  5  states  that 
"  among  the  other  results  of  the  war  in  the  Far  East  has  been 
a  great  and  sustained  rise  in  the  price  of  camphor.  Tho 
reasons  for  this  are  twofold — in  the  first  place  the  Japanese 
Government  (that  country  having  almost  a  monopoly  in  the 
production  of  camphor)  itself  controls  the  whole  output,  and 
burdens  it  with  an  exceedingly  rigorous  regie.  The  other 
reason  is  that  camphor  takes  an  important  part  in  the  manu- 
facture of  certain  of  the  explosives  used  in  warfare — this  use 
for  it  being  due  to  Turpin,  the  inventor  of  melinite.  The 
Mikado's  Government  has  therefore  naturally  secured  itself 
against  an  indefinite  prolongation  of  the  war  by  laying  up  a 
vast  reserve  of  camphor.  There  is,  of  course,  another  end  in 
view  :  camphor  is  also  indispensable  to  the  Russians."  The 
foregoing  statement  may  be  partially  true,  but  as  the  "  M.G." 
gives  no  authority  whatever  in  support  of  its  statement  that 
the  Japanese  Government  is  laying  up  a  vast  reserve  of  cam- 
phor, we  give  it  under  all  reserve.  Rather  is  it  that  Japan 
prefers  to  ship  refined  camphor  in  preference  to  crude. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

Business  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  is  of  a  steady  nature, 
and  the  volume  of  trade  passing  is  fully  an  average  one,  both 
for  main  and  miscellaneous  products,  and  on  both  home  and 
export  account.  Values  show  very  little  change,  and  they 
mostly  maintain  a  steady  tone. 

Alkali  Produce. — Although  there  is  no  great  rush  in  this 
department,  general  orders  are  fairly  plentiful  and  general 
tone  is  a  firm  one.  Caustic  soda,  ammonia  alkali,  and  soda 
crystals  are  moving  well,  whilst  bleaching  powder  is  in  in- 
creased demand.  Saltcake  has  declined  somewhat,  and  value 
now  is  from  30s.  to  32s.  6d.  per  ton  in  bulk,  free  on  rails. 
Hyposulphite  of  soda,  owing  to  heavy  demand  and  scarcity, 
is  higher,  and  ordinary  crystals  in  large  casks  now  stand  at 
5/.  7s.  6(7.  to  6/.  per  ton.  In  1  cwt.  kegs,  prices  range  from 
6Z.  2s.  6(Z.  to  8/.  per  ton,  according  to  quality  and  quantity. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  still  on  the  quiet  side,  although 
buyers  are  showing  rather  more  disposition  to  purchase  now 
that  value  are  rather  easier.  Present  nominal  figui'es : 
Beckton  12/.  15s.,  Beckton  terms  12/.  10s.,  London  12/.  13s.  9(Z., 
Leith  12/.  12s.  bd.  to  12/.  13s.  M.,  and  Hull  12/.  10s. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  continue  to  move  steadily 
at  unaltered  figures.  Bichromate  of  potash,  English  and 
Scotch  deliveries,  3(7.  per  lb.  less  2^  per  cent.  Glasgow,  and 
export  2f(Z.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow.  Bichromate  of  soda, 
English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  2j(Z.  per  lb.,  less  2£  per  cent. 
Glasgow,  and  export  2d.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.  Glasgow. 

Benzols  are  very  dull,  and  prices  have  altered  in  buyer's 
favour;  90  per  cent.  8|(Z.  to  9(Z.,  and  50  per  cent.  7(Z.  to  l\il . 
per  gallon.  Aniline  oil  and  salts  keep  in  better  demand,  and 
late  advanced  prices  are  well  maintained.  The  former  stands 
at  5^d.  and  the  latter  at  bd.  per  lb. 

German  Drug-market. 

Hamburg,  April  11. 

Business  is  still  very  quiet,  and  but  few  articles  meet  with 
interest  from  buyers. 

Camphor. — Refined  is  quoted  695m.  per  100  kilos. 

Cantharides  on  the  spot  are  offered  at  10m.  per  kilo. 

Cascara  Sagrada  on  the  spot  is  steady  at  68m.  per  100  kilos. 

Condurango-bark  is  easier  at  55m.  per  100  kilos. 

Cumin-seed  is  tending  firmer  at  from  45m.  to  49m.  per  100 
kilos. 

Ergot. — There  is  little  doing  at  300m.  per  100  kilos. 

Sandarac  is  declining;  good  current  quality  can  be  had  at 
115m.  per  100  kilos. 

Japanese  Wax  has  also  declined,  and  is  now  quoted  85m. 
to  84m.  per  100  kilos.,  spot;  forward  still  cheaper. 

Menthol  is  again  lower  at  14^m.  per  kilo. ;  forward  ship- 
ment is  13^m.  per  kilo. 

Quinine  is  unchanged  at  31m.  per  kilo. 

Quillaia  is  lower  at  34m.  per  100  kilos. 

Senega  is  quiet  at  650m.  per  100  kilos. 

Citric  Acid  is  steady  at  240m.  per  100  kilos. 

Oils  (Fixed). — Castor  is  very  quiet  at  47m.  per  100  kilos,  for 
first  pressing  in  barrels.  Cod-liver  oil  has  declined  consider- 
ably ;  non-congealing  oil  is  now  quoted  85m.  per  barrel.  Palm- 
kernel-oil  is  quiet  at  Sl-^m.  per  100  kilos.,  and  Chinese  wood- 
oil  in  barrels  is  now  54im.  per  100  kilos. 

Oils  (Essential). — Clove  oil  is  a  little  firmer  at  per 
kilo.  ;  peppermint  oil  (HGH)  quiet  at  15m.  per  lb. ;  Japanese 
has  declined  to  9m.  per  kilo. ;  and  star-aniseed  oil  is  still 
quoted  11m.  per  kilo. 


Fires  on  Trade  Premises. — The  chief  officer  of  the  London 
Fire  Brigade  in  his  annual  report  states  that  there  were  3.616 
fires  reported  during  the  twelve  months  under  review.  One 
fire,  caused  by  a  light  being  thrown  down  occurred  on  the 
premises  of  a  firm  of  ammonia  manufacturers.  Eleven  fires 
took  place  in  chemists'  premises,  and  two  in  those  of  drug- 
grinders.  Wholesale  druggists  had  seven  fires,  mineral-water 
manufacturers  one,  and  patent-medicine  vendors  one,  the  last- 
named  being  caused  by  overheating  a  stove.
